P. 595: A ſlight ſketch of the Jewry wall, delineated by Mr. Baſs in 17%, and 
placed as a head-piece to the preſent page, with the two annexed views of it taken 
in 1786 by Mr. Pridden (ſee plate XXXIV.) will give the reader a tolerable idea 
of its preſent ſtate. ® In September 1777,” ſays Mr. Throſby, Tpeaking of Mr. 
Baſs and himſelf, * we made a drawing of the wall; and at the ſame time I exa- 
mined the woman who at preſent occupies the little dwelling Tpoken of by Mr. 
Carte, if ſhe had ever ſeen, or been aſked for, two particular ſtones I deſcribed to 
her; but was unable to learn any thing from her reſpecting them. I then examined 
the inſide of her abode, but to no purpoſe ; but, on my ftritly examining the out- 
fide, I found the laſt mentioned nearly. covered with mortar, which I ſoon picked 
off with a trowel, to the extremity of the ſtone on all ſides. For the inſpection of 
the curious reader, I have procured an engraving of this ſtone, and added to it 
ſomething like Mr, Carte's drawing, wbich he made with his pen, of the other 
(ke p. 609). The length and the height of the Jewry wall ſeem to have undergone 
no material alteration fince Mr. Carte's time. The front of the broken part towards 
the little dwelling, muſt be ſuffering almoſt daily by the heedleſs boys who play in 
the church-yard; and who, to ſhew their dexterity in climbing, often attain the 
ſummit by the help of projecting ſtones. The South arch, wherein the woman

When I had gained admittance into the gar- 
den on the Weſt fide, where I made a drawing of au arch“ that ſeems to have been 
over the entrance, I found. the wall, in its. thickeſt part, to be ſeven feet over. 
This front, a8 1 Wilk call it, has a very different appearance to the view in the 
 church-yardt us ſurface ſome what indicates the outſide of E in which 
are only two arches; and they do not in the leaſt project from the wall, as on the 
other fide, That which I take to have been the entrance, is made With two rows 
of brick ; and it is Hogularly curious of its kind. In every part of this wall, on this 
ſide in particufar, the wortar takes up as much ſpace as the brick the reaſon of 
which is, 1 take do be, its being made of gravel inſtead of ſand. On this fide the 
layers of brick and ſtane are in the following order, from the ſurface of the ground: 
N' I rows of ſtone 22 inches high. Ne 8—3 rows of brick 9 inches high. 


2—3 rows of brick 10 inches. g—3 rows of ſtone 12 inches. 
'3—3 rows of ſtone 18. inches. 10—3 rows of brick 9 inches. 
4—3 rows of brick 10 inches. '11—2 rows of ſtone 11 inches. 
5 s rows of ſtone 2 feet. 12—3 rows of brick g inches. 
6—3 rows of brick 10 inches. 13—3 rows of ſtone 15 inches.

Among which are about fix feet of ragged ſtone and brick, whoſe front, or con- 
joined parts, are gone, Being defirous of learning ſomething that might lead to a 
diſcovery ok its fofmer magnitude, I employed ſome workmen to dig, on the Eaſt 
fide, tranſverſely, and in a right direction with the wall, thinking to find a founda- 
tion, which I intended to have traced to its extent; but it no where continued a 
foot beyond the projecting parts. There have been found on the. oppoſite fide, be- 
-tween this wall and the river, which is near a quarter of a mile, ſtrong foundations 
in various places, made of materials reſembling the baſe of this wall; but I date 
not even conjecture that they ever had any connexion with it. A temple, dedicated 
40 Janus, I have not. a doubt, was built in St. Nicholas's church - yard, probably 
where the church ſtands . Jewry wall, I think, was never part of that temple; but 
Jet was built for a place of ſacrifice for the idolatrous worſhipers of Janus; and 
that the Holy- bones was a place ſet apart for depoſiting the bones of the ſacrifices. 
This admitted, can we wonder that no traces of the temple are ta be found? The 
ſpreading of the Goſpel Truth could not fail to haſten its annihilation : for we 
find, that where its powerful influence prevailed, the towering temples of an Hea- 
then world ſtood tottering with uſeleſſneſs, and crumbling into inviſibility 1 The 
curious reader will, I preſume, view that venerable pile St. Nicholas's church, which 
was, Without doubt, built out of the remains of that periſhing ſtructure, Janus's 
Temple, If there be nothing in it to attract the incurious paſſenger, yet he will 
in beholdiog it eee a part of that which was adored by our unenlightened 
fathers, ax the vaſt ſpace of, perhaps, 2000 years. In it there are viſible, rows upon 
rows of ſtrongly cemented bricks; that have ſpurned at the devaſtations of time!“

The criminal, I think, is thus plainly diſtinguiſhed; and the cap of the other figure, 38 4 
ſimilar to the archer's, ſhews them as beings of the ſame rank and quality. The ; 
figure that points his arrow recalls to me the deſcription of the ſymbols of Apollo's | 
vengeance on the Greeks, in the firſt book of Homer: his bow and arrow are 
there employed for nine days, to ſpread the plague among the Greeks,* The ſame 
artillery is the frequent type of the execution of the wrath of the true God. The 
attitude and poſture of the greater figure, agreeably to Ovid's deſcription of Diana 
and Actzon, views him aſcance, averted and croſs-legged, her hand caſting; or 
having caſt, its contents of water, as the transformation has taken place. The poſture 
as above is that of modeſty and averſion. - Though the right hand in the drawing ; 
ſeems in contact with the beaſt ; it appeared to me, upwards of twenty years 
ago, at a diſtance ; and the two hindermoſt. legs of the quadruped, with the 
rump, I think, beyond the human figure. When | examined it, I was well lighted 
by Mr. Cooper, then owner of the houſe over the cellar which contains the pave- 
ment (now- Mr, Worthington's) ; and was ſatisfied, and have no reaſon fince to retra& - 
my opinion in the minuteſt circumſtance.

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with the front of the houſe, a wall underground, which how deep it was is uncer- 
tain (the workmen not digging to the foundation) ; but it was upright, till within 
about a yard of the preſent ſurface at the entrance of the houſe. It was about four 
feet thick, conſiſting. of foreit ſtone, and Roman brick, with much mortar, viz. 
about-rwo feet high, of ſtone, and then one, and ſometimes two rows of Roman 
brick, or tile, each brick being an inch and a half thick, twelve inches broad, and 
eighteen long. The upper part of the wall was caſt down, and Jay declining 
towards the gutter ; and ſeeing that, by Mr. Wilkins's account, it extended as far 
as Where he drew the trench ior the water-works, 1 judge it to have been about 
four yards high when it was erect, In the ſtreet, the earth above it is about two 
feet high, and under it there is a pavement of pebbles, juſt like that of the ſtreet; 


ſo that the ſurface of the earth 33 raiſed-up two yards higher than it was when that 


wall was caſt down. In April 1718, in digging a-cellar for a new houſe then ere&- 
ing at the entrance into the Friars, near the North gate, at about fix feet un- 
derground, there was found an earthen jug, holding about three pints, or two quarts, 


full of ancient Roman coin. The mouth of the jug lay declining towards the Weſt. . 


The chief of the coin were taken out before I had notice of it; thoſe which I ſaw + 
were of a ſort of copper, ſome of them as big as a copper halfpenny, but moſt of 
them no bigger than a filver two-pence, Upon weighing three parcels of them, 1 
found that faxteen, eighteen, or twenty, made the weight of an ounce avoirdu- 

iſe. Awong them I obſerved the coins of Titus, Trajan, Dioclefian, Con- 
ſtantine the Great, Conſtantine Junior, Conſtamins, Valentinian, Theodoſius, Gra- 
tian, Arcadius, and Honorius. The jug was of common materials, and its mouth 
about an inch in diameter, and there were no -urns, or other thing remarkable 
found near it. Upon conſidering the circumſtances, 1 conjecture that it was depo- 
fired in the earth between the year 422, when Honorius died, and 449, when the 
- Saxons firſt came into this land, and that either by ſome inhabitant, upon apprehen- 
fion of the approach of the Picts in their incurſions, or by ſome Roman ſoldiers going 
on one of the two expeditions that were made in that interval for repelling the Picts, 
who being flain, and ſo not returning to take it up again, it remained there till it 
was diſcovered as above related. Single coins alſo have been found in ſeveral parts 
of the town, and in the fields about it, eſpecially on the North-weſt fide near the 
Foſs-way ; and urns in great numbers have been taken up in the brick-works near 
the horſe fair, on the South of the town.“ | 1 

To this Mr. Bickerſtaffe adds, that as ſome workmen were lately digging a well at 
the ſign of the Recruiting Serjeant, near St. Nicholas's church, at the depth of about 
eight yards from the ſurface of the ground, they diſcovered a plain Roman pave- 
ment, of a lightiſh cloſe grain, friable, and by the fide of it a thick wall built with 
very hard ſtone, like that of the Jewry walls, and in a direct line with it. About 
_ a foot above the pavement, in freeſtone rubbiſh, was found a copper coin *, of which 
a fac fmile, in its enact fize, is given in Plate XXX. fig. 5; a large- featured buſt, 
perfect; legend, C. VAL. MAXIMIANVS NOB. c. On the reverſe, a tall figure, with 
emblems of plenty in his hands; inſcription, NIO ropVLI xOMANI. In the ſpace .

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of about forty yards from that place, in the ſame direction, is a houſe by the 
chureh · yard ſide, the foundation of whoſe cellar ſtands on the ſaid wall, 8. W. 
of the church, as continued under the ſtreet, from the public houſe. Another 
ſubterraneous wall runs towards the Weſt, of the ſame impenetrable ſtone, in a 
rfe& ſquare from the aforeſaid, which ſecond wall has an old window-place or frame. 
'he coin was found twenty-four feet deep, the pavement twenty-nine, The pub- 
lic-houſe cellar is nine feet deep; its floor is two feet lower than the top of the 
wall, which continues under riſing ground till it paſſes under the other cellar, 


P. 597. The following obſervations on the gates, ſtreets, bridges, &c. of Lei- 
ceſter, are taken from detached articles communicated by Mr. Bickerſtaffe. If 


they are faultily arranged, the miſtake muſt rather be imputed to the Editor than 


to the Contributor. They are thrown out as hints for further inveſtigation. 


The Eaſt and Weſt gates in the borough of Leiceſter are not diametrically 


oppolite, as the South and North are ; rhere may be at leaſt fifty yards aberration 
from a right line. | 
The town's breadth, from the Eaſt gate to Bath lane, on a level with the Weſt 
te, which joins the bridge of its own name at the end of the town, though 
there are ſeveral houſes on the field fide of the bridge, is not half a mile; but, 
with the addition of the Coal hill and Belgrave gate, may be more than three quar- 
ters, with a ſmall departure from a right direction. 


From the Bridge to the Infirmary is a ſtrait range of upwards of a mile, of a good 
width, | | | 


The extent of ſtreet withitr the gates, from North to South, is near half a mile, 
Which delivers you, by a kind of continuation, to the South-gate ſtreet without, 


and that to the Hocſe-pool ſtreet ; where the latter begins, is not known; whereof 


the Infirmary in the chapel cloſe, with St. Mary's work houſe on its North-ealt ſide, 
or rather the Horſe-pool, is the boundary.. The chapel well, about ten yards from 


the chapel cloſe, not well guarded by a wall on its fide, in the paſſage from the 


ſtreet, though large and deep, occaſioned the death of a poor woman very lately : 
it paſſes by a pipe under ground behind ſeveral houſes, the inhabitants of which 
have pierced the pipe to ſupply their occaſions, to the public horſe trough, which 
maintains, by its ſuperfluity, the Horſe- pool. | 

This ſtreet, or theſe ſtreets, beyond the South gate, is a quarter of a mile. 

From the South gate to the Magazine is 56 yards. | AED 

From the Turret, or Round Heads' inn, by the mount, to the Mill lane wall, by 
the ſecond Magazine where the breach is, facing the chapel cloſe, is 251 yards. 
I be courſe of the ſtreet from the South to the North gate ran in the Roman 
times as it does now; for at the ſecond houſe from the South gate within, when 
re-building, was obſerved, about two yards from the ſurface of the earth, a Ronan 
floor, on the South-weſt fide of the ſtreet near St. Mary's church-yard. The houſe 
next the South gate has a mantle- piece in the back chamber, facing the Round 
Heads' inn in the Newark, of free-ſtone, of the ſame faſhion and extent with the 
latter's chamber towards the mount.

workhouſe as its boundary. ; 

« Sanby” as it is called, or“ Sanvy Gate” as it is written, is ſuppoſed to be a 
corruption of Sancta via Gate,“ as it is very ſpacious, and was convenient for the 
folemn proceſſion; from the churches within the walls ; commencing as ſoon as you 
are through the North gate, and continuing to St. Margarer's church-yard. 

St, Margaret's conſiſts entirely of ſuburbs; it reaches from near St. Sunday's 
Bridge, on the North ſide of the ſtreet, all Saints ex adverſo; and it parallels with 
ir through the Sanby Gate, or Sancta via Gate, as it leads to St. Margaret's church; 
thence bending by an acute angle to the Church Gate, its liberty; thence entering 
the Coal Hill, it branches into the Belgrave Gate and Humberſton Gate ; bur, 
paſſing through the Coal Hill and Gallow Tree Gate, it ſtill claims the off-ſide the 
ſtreet, being now oppoſite St, Martin's fide; it till continues, by houſe or field, 
till it takes in a group of houſes, from the Hangman's Lane fronting the Magazine, 

to the Mill-ſtone Lane near the South Gate, a mile in extent, here oppoſite St. 
Mary's fide of the ſtreet. 

From the North gate, the continuation, under the title of North Gate Street, to 
St. Sunday's bridge, is at leaſt a quarter of a mile, beſides the branches immediately 
on the oppoſite end of St. Sunday's bridge toward the fields, which conſtitute St, 
Leonard's pariſh, and are called, that which runs W. W. by S. the“ Wood Gate;“ 
that on the N. N. by E. the“ Abbey Gate,“ leading to the abbey, whoſe brick 
wall begins near its extremity. If this wall was built by a biſhop, why is the 
eſcutcheon over the little receſs for a ſeat within the wall by the way-fide radiated 
like a glory, unleſs as a compliment to the royal blood of the honſe of Lancaſter ? 

The lines of collateral mounds called the Raw dykes [ſee p. *485, and a ſmall 
plan in plate XXX.], though at bottom in the interval with the field chiefly, do 
not preſent a fide to the town, but to the Soar, in its progreſs to the town, opening 
towards the Infirmary cloſe, and could neither be an offence or defence to the town; 
but may rather countenance the conjecture, that it was “ a curſus.“ 

St. Sunday's bridge has 8 wet arches, the midmoſt high and wide; two more 
on the town fide, {mall and uſeleſs, obſtructed on both ſides by dyers' 8 

an 
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vnd made - ground. It is 98 N foot long, 5 yards 2 feet wide; parapet 

about a yard high, their thickneſs foot 2 inches. One of its arches, the neareſt 

the town, is pointed, the other nine are round. I believe that, when the two dry 

arches of Sunday's Bridge poſſeſſed each a ſtream, the waters ſupplied a channel, 

or wet ditch, on the South-eaſt edge of the Abbey meadow, the old race-ground, 

as the other arches the river, or North-weſt current, by the abbey, and it became 

an iſland, in the manner of the Old Soar and Back Soar, whoſe water circulates here, : 
running off by the North-weſt ſide of Belgrave through its bridge. 2 

Braunſton gate bridge, over a diſcharge from the Back Soar, is 51 yards; in the 
middle, and as far as the arches extend, 3 yards 28 inches wide; the parapet walls 
are a yard high; five yards and three quarters wide, at the North-weſt end, which 
leads to the town, to near the firſt arch. Here are four high arches pointed at 
top, 25 yards from the town end to the narrower part. This bridge is in St. Ma- 
ry's pariſh ; the houſes beyond the bridge, towards Braunſton, being yet ſaid to be 
in the pariſh of Bruntingthorp, which is eight or nine miles diſtant. - 

The Weſt bridge over the Soar has four high arches. It is forty yards long, ſix 
wide on both fides the centre; but at the centre five yards fix inches; its parapet 
wall is alſo unequal, yet on an average may be four feet high above the pavement. . 
One arch is pointed, the other three are round. From this bridge to Braunſton 
gate bridge is 204 yards, .inclining to the South. The Weſt bridge is about a 
bow ſhot from the caſtle mill, and the adjoining caſtle, The diſtance between 
Welt bridge and Bow bridge is about 145 yards Weſterly; | 

Bow bridge, well clad with ivy, conſiſts only of one arch, ſtriding from the 
Friars near the Weſt bridge, over a back water of the Soar, to the cloſe or garden 
called ** Bow church-yard ;” by which cloſe, on the paved road fide, is a conſtant + 
ſpring of Jlimpid water, titled © St. Auſtin's well,“ ſtill overflowing with contribu» 
tions to the back water. The length of this elegant and eaſy curved arch (ſee 
plate XXX.), from abutment to abutment, is ten yards and a half; the breadth 
is two yards thirteen inches, and a half; the height from a middle ſtream * to the 
top of the abutment is two yards, thirteen inches, and a half; the elevation or 
height, from the ſtream in the centre to the top of the arch, is three yards, one 
foot, ten inches, and a half. . | 

A few yards South-eaſt of Bow bridge is another bridge, called Bow bridge 
likewiſe, which leads from Bow-church-yard to the town, conſiſting of five arches + 
rather low, which receives the ſtream at a ſmall diſtance from the Braunſton Gate 
bridge to deliver it to Bow, thence to paſs at a ſmall diſtance into the conflux 
of the Soar. The former Bow bridge, conſiſting of one arch, only ſerved to 
convey paſſengers from the Friary to Bow church, and is without parapet walls; 
which the other has, 24 feet high, where, Baker's Chronicle ſays, King Richard's - 
ſpur {truck ; and the event was conſtrued into an omen, that his head ſhould be- 
bruiſed there. The length of this bridge is 234 yards; the breadth of it about 
5 feet 4 inches: the arches are round. The 2g Hinckley, and Coventry -

time might be doubted, except that the king might take this, i. e. Bow bridge, as 
a bye way, to eſcape the crowd of the army, which yet he muſt rejoin at the 
other end of the lane, beyond Danet's Hall garden, | 

From Bow bridge with arches to St. Auſtin's well is 74 yards. This well is three 
quarters of a yard broad, and the ſame in length within its incloſure. The depth 
of its water from the lip or back edging on the earth, where it commonly overflows, 
is half a yard, It is covered with a mill ſtone, and incloſed with ſtone and brick on 
three ſides ; that towards Bow bridge and the town is open. 

The common breadth of the road by the terras by Danet's Hall cloſe, called a 
Roman way, ſeemy about 4 feet in a hollow road between a regular deſcent of cloſe 
ground; from thil bottom to the ſurface of the terras, which is only a part of the 
eaſy deſcent, is 14 in height or more. The breadth of this terras is about the 
ſame breadth with the hollow way, that is 14 feet; the terras has no ſtone ſurface, 
but ſeems an eaſy continuation of the cloſes on its Eaſt ſide towards the town. 


In July 177, the workmen making a new turnpike road from Leiceſter to Mel- 
ton found near Thurmaſton, and not far from where the preſent Leiceſter road 
ſſed from Foſs, a heap of ſtones ſet in lime (the lime of Barrow from a hard dark 
— ſtone is reckoned the beſt in England) ſo hard as to baffle their eagerneſs to 
demoliſh it. It had ſeryed as a baſe to a large milliare * three feet fix inches high, 
five feet ſeven inches rqund, which lay by it. Whether the figures in the fifth line 
ſtand for II + or III miles, it determines the ancient name of Leiceſter to have been 
Rate, and not Rage. It is the oldeſt milliare known in Britain (the others begin- 
ning with Philip), as well as the firſt inſcription in this iſland. After it had remained 
ſome time for public inſpection at the turnpike houſe at Thurmaſton, the corpora- 
tion, conceiving it worthy of more attention, placed it near the Belgrave gate g, and 
it now forms the centre of a neat obeliſk ſurmounted with a lamp. oft 
Howeyer well-meant the placing of it in this ſituation may have been, the total 
loſs of the inſcription muſt eventually be the conſequence. The parts damaged by 
the workmen when it was firſt diſcovered are aukwardly ſupplied with modern ma- 
ſonry, whereby the chain of the inſcription is much interrupted ; and, by being placed 
too low, ſeveral of the letters are much defaced, and the rude ſcratches of modern 
andals will probably in no long time eclipſe every trace of antiquity. 
" Theſe obſervations will appear lamentably evident upon referring to a view of it in 
its preſent ſtate, Plate XXX. where the inſcription, with all its late acquired injuries, 
is given, as accurately taken by Mr. Pridden in April 1788.

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The following account of this cutioſity was communicated to the Society of An- 
tiquaries in 178 1 by William Bray, 1 To: b 

Although Antiquaries in general agree in ſuppoſing that Leiceſter is the Ratæ 
Coritinorum of the Romans, yet Camden and Biſhop Gibſon“ ſpeak of it with ſome 
doubt. Horſley ſays it is undoubtedly fo, and endeavours to fix it by the diſ- 
tances between YVenone, Ratæ, and Verumetum, as mentioned in the Itinerary +. 
Stukeley affirms it, without aſſigning any reaſon 1. A miliary ſtone has however 
been lately diſcovered, which demonſtrates the certainty of it. The Foſs way from 
Venonæ to Newark on Trent leaves the town of Leiceſter à little on the right, 
croſles the river Soar beyond Belgrave, and comes into what is now the turnpike 
road from Leiceſter to Melton Mowbray à little before it reaches the village of 
Thurmaſton, beyond which the turupike leaves it, and goes off on the right, but 
the Foſs way continues in a ſtraight-line to Newark. On the fide of this road 
where the turopike is carried along the Foſs way, about two miles beyond Lei- 
. there was a kind of ſtepping block, little noticed; but in mending the road 
about the year 1773, they removed the earth that was round. it, and by ſo doing 

diſcovered a (tone lying at the foot of it, for which it had ſerved as a pedeſtal. 
This ſtone was two feet ten inches long, five feet five inches and an half in cir- 
cumference. On it is the infcription- copied in the incloſed drawing &. The ſtone 
is of a gritty ſort, ſuppoſed by maſons to be from a quarry in Derbyſhire, It is 
preſerved in the garden of dhe turnpike houſe near the place where it was found. 
The letters in the upper line are four inches long; in the others but three. 
The ſecond and third Hues ſeem to have been continued roubd it, ſome traces of. 
letters being viſible on the back part. The two ſtrokes at Bottom , probably 
denote the diſtance from Rata or Leiceſter, with which it agrees, being about two 
miles. It ſeems to be rather extraordinary that Camden ſhould be at a loſs to diſ- 
cover the ſtreet-way from Leiceſter to Lincoln, as it is ſill viſible in many places,

By an old book of the churchwardens' accompts, which ſince I ſaw it is ſaid to 
be loſt, I fiad that Thomas Derby was dean from 1488 till 1 55 4 in which, or the 
next year, he was ſucceeded by Sir John Pegſal, or Pycſale, for in 1515 he preſided 
in taking the churchwardens accompts, and died in 1520, when the churchwar- 
dens received for the death of the dean 8s.; and in 1521, for the death of Mr.

ven of the faid prieſts now refydent there, ſo that there is no ſomme voyde ; and 

there be within the fame pariſh ſix houſelyng people; and there ys a manſion houſe 
for all the ſaid prieſts, which is before valued; alſo the ſaid college church is within 
the pariſh church of Our Lady, where there ys a vicar endowed, and hath a pen- 
tion of the King's Majeſty of viii t. by the yeare, by reaſon of the diflolution of 
the monaſterie of Leiceſter, and hath no other profytts but only hys manſion houſe 
and a little garden, ſet upon the Weſt part of the faid college, next to Gunne 
dyke. Alſo there hath no lands or other poſſeſſions to the fame belonging ſold or 
mynyſhed ſythen the tyme before limited; nor no zewels, plate, ornaments, or other 
moveable, goods, to the ſame appertaining.” | 
The revenues of this college were demiſed to Edward Holt, Eſq. by Queen Eli- 
zabeth z and at length by her granted, with other things, to the corporation of Lei- 
come fee-farm, and under that title are ſpecified in the chamberlain's accom pts

them by the thirteen, or ſeven of them, towards relieving the poor, mending the 
miniſter's wages, to the clerk, and other duties, on pain of is. for every default; by 
the eighth, every houſeholder is obliged” to pay, or ſee to be paid, for his in- 
mates, what they ſhall be levied: at for the purpoſes aforeſaid, on pain of 18. for 


every default. All the forfeitures are to be applied to the poor man's box. 


In the great South aile, at the Eaſt end, called Trinity choir, was founded a gild, 
or fraternity, called Trinity gild.

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P. 598. The Abbey of St. Mary de Pratis, ſituated near the fide of the Soat, 
near the Foſs road in the way to Loughborough, was founded by Robert Boſſu, in 
1143, for canons regular of the order of St. Augultine, add in honour of the Al- 
ſumption of the Virgin Mary. There is a large account of the endowmeat, bee 
' nefations, and donations, in the Monaſticon Anglicanum; but the fulleſt and moſt - 4 
particular e is in William Charity's Reutale in the Bodleian Library. The 
rincipal benefactors were, Henry IV. Henry duke of Lancaſter, Ralph earl of 

heſhire, William Avenel, Robert Colls, Hugh de Ardenne, Margaret de Quincy, 29 
Roger de Quincy, Arnold de Bois, the 1ft,2d, 3d, and 4th, Ankeld Malory, Ralph - 
Turville, Thomas Lathbury, Thomas Erdington, knight, and William Afton. 

Beſides thirty-ſix pariſh churches in and about Leiceſter, ànd ſundry lands, rents, 
and tithes, at Burton, Segrave, Aſerby, &c. &c. this Abbey dad liberty of procuring 
fuel and keeping cattle in divers other manors. Amicia, wife of the founder, 
gave two bucks annually to this houſe, one on the Aſſumption, and the other on 
the Nativity. of the Virgin Mary. Margaret de Quiney gave alſo a buck annually 
out of the foreſt of Charnwood, and land at Sheepſhead; and Robert de Quincy 
her huſband confirmed theſe grants; and added the tenth of all kay fold in Acle and 
Wyffeley, and the right ſhoulders of all the deer killed in the park of Acle.

In 1234 Stephen de Segrave, who had beert juſtice of England, falling into the 
king's diſpleaſure, and being called to an account for his adminiſtration, fled o 
this Abbey, pretending that he was a prieſt, and reſolved to ſhave his crewn again, 
to be a canon of this houſe ; but, upon ſecond thoughts, he made his peace. with che 
king, and came into action again; but died a canon regular here, 5 id. Nov. T24t. 

In 1279 the Abbey church was ſolemnly dedicated. It is ſuppoſed to have been 
originally built by Petronilla, daughter of Hugh Grentemeſnill, wife of Robert 
Blanchmaines; who is recorded to have made a long rope, or plat, of her hair, to 
be uſed with a pulley to draw up the great lamps in the choir, which was long after 
kept, and ſhewn as a precious relick.—** Other Robert Boſſue, erle of Leirceſter, or

William ClouneF, who was chofen abbot in 134 5, and prefided 32 years till 1377, 
is mich applauded for the lands and poſſeſſions which he obtained for his Abbey, 
and many other advantages which he procured to it. Among theſe it was reckoned 
a principal one, that whereas the abbot of Leiceſter had ſeveral times been ſum- 
moned to patliament, which in thoſe days were counted a burthen ; he, 26 E. III. 
obtained a patent for exemption from that ſervice, in the following words: |

In 1352 Henry duke of Lancaſter granted licence to the abbot and conyent to 
impark their wood, and gave them deer to ſtore it out of his foreſt of Leiceſter, 
and, by his perſonal mediation. with the Pope, procured fot them liberty to appro- 
-priate the churches of Humberſton and Hungarton to the Abbey, which was this 
year effected; in conſideration whereof they remitted and quitted-clain. to him 
their right in their lands and renements in Oyerley, and a cart-load of wood, which 
they had uſed to receive daily out of the. foreſt of Leiceſter. L 
la 1357 a great difference happened between the abbot, and John Laurence, 
and Stephen Laurence, his brother, and other inhabitants of Belgrave, about the 
bounds and limits of their fields and ground in a place called Le Stocking; where - 
upon one night the men of Belgrave, in a tumultuous and riotous manner, pulled 
up the ſtakes and fences which the abbot had made in that place; and, the more 
to ſpite the abbot and monks, ſtopped up the Foſs-way over the river Soar, and 
made barricadoes at the end of the bridge, ſo that the tenants of the abbey could 
not with their carriages bring the uſual proviſions to the abbey, to the great 
grievance of the convent. Hereupon the abbot obtained the king's writ to certain 
Juſtices, viz. Sir Robert Herle, Sic John de Folville, Simon Pakeman, and Lanrence 
Hanbert, before whom twenty-five men of Belgrave were indicted for the offence, 
and being found guilty, the ringleader, John Laurence, was bound in 401, for bet- 


ter behaviour, and paid 1001. for damages; all the reſt, who had been drawn into 


the fact by him, had only a fine of 101. ſet on them, to be paid among them all, 
and were pardoned, upon condition that they ſhould repair the Foſs way at Cowel(- 


walk, and clear the way from thence to the bridge, along the willows and the penny 


green, and ſhould clear the way over the bridge, and the faid Laurence to releaſe 
all the right that he claimed in the place where the abbot's fences: had been pulled 
down; and fo the difference was ended. | - ;

In 1364 ſome perſons, deſigning to rob the Abbey church; got into it through | 


the window over the altar of St. John the Evangeliſt ; but, being ſoon diſcovered 
the ſacriſt, they were forced to depart before they had done any damage. 
Archbiſhop Courtney held a viſſtation here in 139229. 
John Mackworth being dean of Lincoln in the time of William Sadyngton, who 
was abbot from 1420 till 1422, and a vacancy happening in the ſee 6 Licon 


he would have viſited the Abbey of Leiceſter, becauſe in the compoſition made be- 
tween Boniface archbiſhop of Canterbury, and the dean and chapter of Lincoln, 
the dean was allowed to viſit, jure epiſcapali, two monaſteries, during every vacancy 
of the biſhoprick, in each archdeaconry : but there being an exception of ſuch 
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"monaſteries as were under the patronage of the king; and the earldom of Leiceſter, 
to which the patronage” of the Abbey belonged, being by this time united with 
the Crown; therefore, when the dean came to the Abbey, the abbot ſent his gentle- 
man, Richard Taylerd, to the gates, forbidding him entrance ; upon which-the 
dean, with his attendants, went to the town, and did not make any further attempt 
to viſit the abbey. 
In 1530 Cardinal Wolſey, being ſent for up to London out of the North, came as 
far as this Abbey, , where he died Nov. 29, and was buried; for the viten ene 
of which, ſee his life. Upon my enquiries,” ſays Mr. Carte, * about the place of 
burial, the moſt probable account that I have met with is from Mr. John Haſtoe- 
(which ſee. in p. 598). That great Lover of Antiquity, Browne Willis, of Whad- 
don, Eſq. having knowledge of this, and having an extraordinary veneratien for 
Cardinal Wolſey, as the original founder of Chriſt Charch in Oxford, of Which 
he and his father were members, deſired me to try if I could find out the ſepulchre- 
of the Cardinal, which I did, hoping that when I had provided tools and labourers, 
ſome others would have contributed with me towards the expence; but finding that 
only one perſon would contribute twelve pence, 1 deſiſted.“ 
21 Hen. VIII. All the great religious houſes that were above the yearly value 
of 20cl. being given to the king, John Bouchier, the abbot,” and his canons, are 
particularly mentioned to have been very averſe and backward to make a ſurren- 
der, whereupon the commiſſioners were force? to make uſe of their uſual. art to 
induce them to it, viz. by threatening to charge them with adultery, and ſtill fouler 
crimes, &c. And they having no hopes of a fair trial, or impartial judges: in that 
caſe,” thought fit to comply at laſt, in order to tecure to themſelves the penſions 
which were promiſed them upon their ſo doing. 


- The following letter was written to Lord Cromwell, by one of the commiſſioners,. 
ſoon after the ſurrender :

The lead, by eſtimacion, is valuyd at 10cot, 
the bells at 881, For the diſchargeyne of thabbotr, convent, and ſervants of the 
feide/monaſtery, there haithe beyne payde, as dothe apere more particularly by the 
bouke we ſend your Lordſhippe, 149l, And for as moche as thabbot hathe not 
receyvyd of us but zel. he bathe requyride me to deſyer your lordfhippe to be fo 
good lorde unto-him, as he may have 20 pounds, or 20 marks.

The length of the remains of this Abbey is about 80 yards; the pendant woo of 
which are, in ſome places, alarming to the beholder. : The North and South walls, 
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which bounded the Abbey grounds, are in length above half a mile; the former of 
which is very little decayed, but the latter in many places is periſhed ; the Weſt 

one alſo is in the like condition. In the Eaſt bounding. wall ſtood the porters 
lodge, the entrance to which commands the front view of the Abbey ruins. - - On 
the South ſide, cloſe to the remains of à bounding wall ſhaded with ivy, ſlowly 
moves the river Soar to an antiquated mill. 

Mr. Bickerſtaffe, with his uſual accuracy, having taken much pains to aſcertain 
the exact admeaſurements; his deſcription is here annexed, _ 

The receſs within the brick part of the Abbey-wall, which etabraces the graſs: 
ground beyond the gardens, and 1s neareſt Leiceſter, has over the entrance a ſingle 
blank eſcutcheon, freeſtone, having z ſides equilateral, 8“ inches and a half to its 
bottom, a pointed ſquare on an exergue ſcalloping, like the edging or calix of 4 
ſtower, half as wide as the eſcutcheon, the radii or rays three inches long; the 
freeſtone incloſure is 1 foot 5 inches, and has a laſt incloſure exergue or edging : 
of brick, two inchgs and a half thick. The entrance to this receſs, reſembling a 
door-way, is a yard wide, pointed at top of its arch, and paſſing through the wall, 
which ſeems two bricks length in thickneſs, or a foot and a half. From the ground 
upwards it is 3 feet 4 inches, and then 9 inches to the point at top over the en- 
trance. It goes farther backward, beyond the level of the wall, x foot 4 inches 
and more; being, Iike its founder, beſſu or erooł · backed. The hollow overhead 
between the wall and the back part, meaſuring tom the arch's point, is 1 foot 

inches; the thickneſs of the ſtone or timber. ſeat was 8 inches; for ſuch is the 
width of the chaſm in the lower part of thé Wall facing the entrance, where it 
ſeems to have been inſerted nine inches deep from che floor, or rather ground within. 
On the back, about two inches up, appears an horizontal niche, in which, I 
apprehend, reſted a ſitting board or ſtone, as à ſeat of audience, or convenient 
reſting- place, under ſhelter.. I won't ſay that this was à place for eccleſiaſt ical 
or civil audience ef the Abbey Fathers; that che people of Leiceſter attended 
there to confeſs, or to be bleſſed: but the armorial enſigu ſhews it rather a ſmaller 
office of audience belonging to the founder, the Duke of Lancaſter, - The 
marble whole-length female figure, called My Lad), on a tomb in the old Tri - 
nity Hoſpital Chapel in the Newark, has 3 plain eicutcheons on its ſide much the 
ſame. A Duke of Lancaſter founded both the Abbey and the Hoſpital. It is by 
the way-fide at preſent, in that part of the wall which is brick, facing the North, 
and which on this fide extends a great way to join the freeſtone part; but its other 
end is near the ficſt houſe in Abbey-gate; there the wall runs Weſt, having an 
ornamented vacant niche at the curve, and an arm of the old Soar before it, and 
. Toon loſes itſelf in the freeſtone continuation; which, after a ſhort progreſs the 
. breadth of Abbey-cloſe, bears ſoutherly, parallel with the Soar, fo tutelary near as 
ſometimes to waſh the mural foundation wall. Why the wall for a great extent on 
the North fide the Abbey-paſture or graſs-ground is only brick, unfriended by a 
facing of watcr, and the oppoſite fide coaſting with the Soar is freeſtone, I wiſh to 
account for: the interfeCting freeſtone walls, which run, north and ſouth, ſupply - 
in ſome meaſure the impotence of the ſubſtantial. wall. of brick.

A circular ſtone dome, at the garden's end, on the water's edge weſterly, three 
yards one foot broad, as meaſured by the eye, directing my waiking-ſtaff on the 
bank on the oppoſite fide in the Abbey meadow as it is called, the race-ground 
on the other ſide the river, over an interval of a few yards, of old Soar water, 
having about its centre an aperture rather orbicular, a yard may be its extent 
every way; whether originally intended, or by accident, remains a ſecret. 
From this place a door on the Weſt by its North fide pierces the ſtone wall running 
from South-eaſt to North-weſt, ſeparating the garden from the graſs ground, whole 


breadth meaſures from the end of St. Sunday's Bridge extra; as the wall from'the 


garden continues ſtill on the Soar fide, now with no domes, but a door at 40 or 

o yards diſtance, opening to a terrace of two or three yards breadth, with many 
oop-holes in the wall, which, as it advances to the rown-fide, with an interval of the 
Abbey-meadow, a quarter of a mile over, has many breaches, even'to the ſurface of 
the earth, eſpecially ſeveral yards before it arrives at the junction of the wall that 
runs from the Soar Northerly coaſting on its ditch, till it meets at not half the 
cloſe breadth on the Weſtſide with the brick wall, almoſt on a line with the firſt 
houſe in the Abbey-gate ; at which angle is an elegant vacant niche. Then the wall 
begins to paſs from North to Eaſt, ſtill brick; and at no great diſtance opens by a 
fight door into the extenſive graſs ground.

Upon the diſſolution, many of the poſſeſſions belonging to this college were granted 
to Thomas Fiſher, alias Hawkins, Eſq, of Warwick, but whether he or ſome other 
had the houſes in the Newark, ſays Mr. Carte, I know not. Ar preſent, he adds, 
1721, there are three very fair houſes there, belonging to William Franks, Eſq. 
Laurence Carter, Eſq. and Mrs. Stephens; but they are all of late erection. I be- 
lie ve that Mrs. Stephens's ſtands where the prebendal houſe of Thomas Wigſton was

been cuſtomary for that body, on a certain day, to go from their hall in proceſſion to the caſtle, 
the ancient reſidence of the earls, to ſwear-in the new mayor. Going thither, when they arrived 
at a certain place, it was the cuſtom alſo to flope the great mace which 1s tarried before the 
mayor, thereby indicating reverence to the king, to whom the Lancaſter eſtates have deſcended, 
An election, replete with contending miſchieſs, excited the leaders of each party to counteract, 
even in the moſt trivial matters, the deſigns of each other. The then mayor of Leiceſter, warm 
in the cauſe he eſpouſed, and not thinking perhaps to whom the deference of ſloping the 
mace was due, ordered, on the procefſion-day that year, the mace to be carried, all the way to 
the caſtle, ere ; which could be intended for no other purpoſe than to ſhew oppoſition to the 
gentleman (who was of a contrary party) deputed to receive him there. When they came to the 
gates leading to the caſtle, the corporation were refuſed admittance on that account, and re- 
turned without the uſual ceremony, On the other hand, as the mayors of Leiceſter had enjoyed 
the power of placing into that hoſpital whom they might appoint, from the purpoſed neglect 
of the king and his deputy (very likely in conſideration of their benevolence to it); the oppoſite 
party to the corporation had intereſt enough to procure of the Chancellor the appointment of 
objects to the hoſpital. This has ſo irritated the body politic of Leiceſter, that, unhappily for 
the poor, they have withheld from them their annual liberal contribution, which they heretofore 
were uſed to make. In a place where the moſt exalted ſentiments of charity have {o conſpicuouſiy 
prevailed, it cannot be doubted but harmony would have produced the happieſt effects to this 
houſe, at a time when majeſty piouſly, ſet the example by a liberal diſplay of benevolenee.“

John, and read in the choir there, every holy-day ir che year, divine ſervice, pray- 
ing eſpecially for the ſouls of Peers Celler and his wife, and for the welfare and 
ſouls of all the members and benefaQors of the gild. And the maſter was to give 


the ſaid gild-prieſt ſufficient meat and drink, or in lieu thereof 408. yearly for his 
board, and the ſaid ſteward was to pay him the reſt of his ſalary, as he could 
agree with him, and find him a chamber within St. John. 

The chapel at the town 
to be the little chapel juſt without the Welt gate; but became ſatisfied that it was 
at the Eaſt end of the town, by the following paſſage in Leland, who fays, 
A litle above the Weſt bridge the Sore caſtith oute an arme, and ſone after it 
cummith in again, and makith one ſtreame of Sore.

' breketh into two armes againe, wherof the biggeſt goith by S. Maries abbay ſtanding 
on the farther ripe; and the other, caullid the Biſshoppes water, bycauſe the biſshop 
of Lincoln's tenentes have privilege on it, and after ſone methith with the bigger

chapel longging to the hoſpital of S. John. At this chapel lyith Mr. Boucher. 
Sore cumming again ſhortely' to one bottom, goith a 4 miles of, by the ruines of 
the-caſtel of Mountſorelle,” And finding in the chamberlain's rent roll that they 
receive 21, os. 2d; for an orchard, or piece of ground, formerly Thomas Chap- 
man's, Eſq. afterward Dr. Hartop's, on which it is ſaid that a houſe ſtood, called 
St. John's, Mr. Carte concluded that there it was that the abovementioned chapel 
ſtood, it being near what Leland calls the Biſhop's water. But to return from this 
digreſſion about the chapel to the hoſpital itſelf. Leland ſays, ** St John's hoſpital 
landes for the molt part was given by Edward IV. to the college of Newark in 
Leyrceſter; probably at the ſame time, and by the ſame means, as the Hoſpital of 
St. Leonard was conferred on them (fee p. 763); and at length they, with the 
lands belonging to the other colleges which were then in the Crown, were pur- 
chaſed of Queen Elizabeth by the corporation, in whoſe rental they are to be ſeen. 
The town being in this manner poſſeſſed of the Hoſpital, they, July 5, 34 Eliz. 
granted the ſite of it co Mt. Thomas Clark, for term of life, with the gappurte- 
nances, paying the queen's rent, to make a wool-hall thereof, at his own charge; 
he promiling to leave the ſame. to the corporation. At length the wool-hall grow- 
ing into diſuſe in the time of James I. or Charles I. fix poor widows were. placed 
in it; and whereas at firſt they had the lower, or ground rooms, aſſigned to them 
for their habitation; in 1682 they were removed up into the chambers, which were 
then fitted up for them. They are maintained by a revenue of about 231. 10s. given 
them by about twenty- four benefators, de they have bad till this time 1721, 
beſides ſome temporary gifts; and, ſor thelr better ſubſiſtence, it was agreed among 
the elergy of che town, to preach, in their turn, a ſermon “ upon charity or almſ- 
giving, annually, on St. John's day, Dec. 27, at the Hoſpital, or the church of 
All Saints, Which is near it. Aud theseupon, Dec. 27, 1688, at a common hall, 
the two companies, of twenty-four and fotty-eight, obliged themſelves, without 
ſummons, to attend the mayor on that day yearly in their gowns, to hear the ſaid 
ſermon; ory if abſent, to ſend to the chamberlains 129, if one of the twenty-four, 
and 6d. if one of the forty-eight.” Thus far. principally from Mr. Carte, 


Mr. Bickerſtaffe adds, 1788, The Top Hoſpital, called St. John's, contiguons 
to Bent's, by the Town-gaol, and conſiſting only of chambers, contains eight wi- 
dows; fix of whom receive 148. quarterly, and a ſmall ſtipend weekly, making 
together ſomewhat more than 28. a week; the other two about 18. 6@, They 

have firing allowed them; and two of them have by turns 25. 6d. each annually 
in lieu of a pair of ſhoes.” h . N 2

At a common hall, certain orders were made concerning theſe 
four widows, -to be obſerved by them ; and it was decreed that 6d. a week ſhould: 
be paid by the town to a keeper, to look to them in their illneſs ; and the keeper, 
to make them a fire in the morning, and then clean the public room every day; 
and that the chamberlain make the ſpare room below ſtairs fit for the keeper to 
lie in. Beſides that part which is employed for theſe purpoſes, there is another 
part of the ancient buildings of the old Hoſpital, that is converted into a gaol for 
the town. The four widows and the nurſe inhabit ground- rooms. The widows re- 
ceive 38 every Friday morning, and the nurſe 23. They have an allowance of 
coals; and each of them has 105. 8d. every year, left by Mr. Harris, and a gown 
every other year. 5 TR | 


; Ibid. The New Hoſpital, otherwiſe Wigston's Hoſpital *®, is that which Burton and 
the account religious houſes in the Monaſticon have called Sf. Urſula's Hoſpital, 
it being eretted in honour of the Virgin Mary, St. Catherine, and St. Urſula, &c. 
But the name aſſigned to it in the king's letters patent is“ The, Hoſpital of William 
« Wigſton the younger.” This William Wigſton was merchant gf the ſtaple at Calais, 
and was choſen mayor of Leiceſter, firſt in 1499, 15 Hen. VII. and again in 1510, 
2 Hen. VIII; and July 13, 1513, he obtained the king's licence for founding his 
hoſpital ; and another patent Dec. 10, 1516, to the ſame purpoſe. When he had 
built it, he endowed it amply with divers manors and other lands, March r, 1519. 
He had before this ſettled a maintenance for a chantry prieſt in St. Martin's church 
for a certain term of years; which when expired, he deſigned that the hoſpital ſhould 
be (if the revenue would thereunto extend) a maſter and rhree confraters; but there 
was at firſt a maſter and one confrater only, and ſo continues. * 

By the ſtatutes which he gave them, à e ordered that after the deceaſe of himſelf 
and his two brothers Thomas and Roger, upon any vacancy of the maſter or con · 
fraterſhip, the dean and chapter of the collegiate church of the Newark ſhould 
have power to chooſe, and put into the vacant place, a fit perſon for one fortnight; 
which if they neglected to do in that ſpace, then the mayor of Leiceſter for the 
time being, with the four juſtices of the peace of the ſaid town, or at leaſt with 
the two ſenior juſtices, ſhould have the power for the next following fortnight to 
name, entruſt, and put a fit perſon into the place vacant; and in caſe of their neg · 
lect, then the like power was granted to the abbot for the next fortnight; and in

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caſe of his negleQ, it reverted to the dean and chapter of Newark again for another: 
fortnight, and then to the mayor and juſfices, and to the abbot, 8 tilli 
the place was filled. He alſo ordered tharthe maſter and confrater ſhould conſtantly 
reſide within the precincts of the hoſpital, and not be abſent above forty days in a: 
year, unleſs upon the affairs of the hoſpital, without leave of one of the canons - 
of the Newark, with this proviſo, that the maſter and confrater ſhould never both: 
be abſent at the ſame time one whole day and night. He allowed the maſter to 
have one beneſice out of the town of Leiceſter, provided that he wy reſided * 
within the hoſpital 5 but confined the confrater to his preferment in the hoſpital, ſo 
that if he had any other benefice with cure or without cure, or any farm or pro- 
motion whatſoever, he ſhould be deprived and expelled immediately.

The hoſpital being erected in the pariſh of St. Martin, on the Weſt fide of the 


church- yard, there was an indenture made between Richard Pekeſall, abbot, with 


his convent, and Sir Nicholas Wagſtaffe, vicar of St. Martin's, aud Sir William 
Fyſher, maſter, and Sir John Thorpe, confrater of the hoſpital, and the twenty- 


four poor people, whereby it was agreed that the vicar ſhall adminiſter the Sacra» 
ment to the ſaid poor, and viſit them as they do their other pariſhioners when there 


is need, and bury their bodies in the church-yard when dead; that the ſaid poor 
ſhould be exempted from pay ing tithes, either predial or perſonal; that the abbot 
and vicar ſhall permit the maſter and confrater to celebrate divine ſervice in the 
chapel, and not compel them to be preſent at divine ſervice at St. Martin's church 
or church- yard, or to adminiſter the Sacrament to the pariſhioners, or to ſwear obe- 


dience to them; that at the death of any of the poor no mortuary ſhould be de- 


manded, but the maſter and confrater ſhould pay mortuaries. It was alſo agreed, 


that inſtead of tithes, oblations, and other parochial rights, due from the ſaid poor, 
the maſter ſhall every Eaſter-eve, before noon, pay 6s. 8d. on the high altar of St. 


_ Martin's church, to be divided between the abbot and the vicar, and in caſe of 


failure or neglect ſhall forfeit 138. 4d. to be divided between the abbot and vicar. 
And the parties abovenamed conſented that they ſhould be compelled to the obſer- 
vation of the premiſes by the biſhop of Lincoln or his commiſſary, dated July 10, 
1520; which compoſition was ratified by William biſhop of Lincoln July 12, 1520, 
who, June 1, 1520, granted licence to have and adminiſter the Euchariſt in the 
chapel of the hoſpital, provided it was done without damage to the pariſh church.

At the requeſt of the ſaid earl, the queen by ber letters patent, May 7, 14 Eliz. 
gave authority to him and Sir Ralph Sadler, knight, chancellor of the Dutchy, and 


* 'By this clauſe it is evidect that the confrater was only to preach at ſuch times as the pulpit 
ſhould be vacant, he having no power to thruſt out the vicar. But on the firſt of November, 
1730, Mr, Jackſon being then maſter of the hoſpital, and intending to officiate in the place and 
at the deſire of Mr. Hacket the confrater, Mr; Carte (then vicar), without ſending Mr. Jackſon 
notice, ſet the ſacriſtan-at the bottom of the pulpit ſtairs to refuſe him admittance to the pulpit,

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George Bromley, Eſq, attorncy-general of the ſame, to make ſtatutes: for the go» 


verument of the hoſpital, commanding the two chaplains and the poor folk to be- 
have themſelyes, and to be choſen accordingly. . The ſtatutes are theſe: 


« That every poor perſon, at his or her firſt entry, ſhall receive a corporal 
oath from the maſter, in which he or ſhe ſhall ſwear, to be true to the hoſpital; 
not to reveal any thing which may be prejudicial to the fame ; to be obedient to 
the maſter, and in his abſence to the brother; to make known to the maſter, . 
And in his abſence to the brother, all that they know may be to the detri- 
ment of the hoſpital ;. to reveal all other diſorders, when they ſhall be examined 
by the maſter, or in his abſence by. the brother, or by any lawful viſitor or viſitors. 

Item, that the poor which ſhall be taken into the hoſpital ſhalt be of good 
fame and name, and in no wiſe to be married; they ſhall be ſuch as have been in- 
habiting within the town of Leiceſter; or for want of ſuch, then of ſuch towns» 
where the lands and poſſeſſions of the hoſpital are, or elſewhere, They ſhall have 
no foul or noiſome diſtemper upon them; they ſhall not have any eſlate of lands, 
tenements, or hereditaments, to the clear yearly rent of forty ſhillings, or any 
moveable oY to the value of twenty pounds; or if any ſuch eſtate of inheritance, - 
or moveable goods, ſhall be afterwards given or bequeathed them, ſuch perſon ſhall: 
be removed out of the hoſpital.” 's 

Item, that each of the poor do lie in their ſeveral chambers alone; that: 
none do preſume to lodge out of their chamber one night without leave from the 
maſter, or in his abſence the brother, upon pain, for the firſt fault, to loſe their 
wages for one week, for the ſecond offence: four weeks, and for the third expulſion. 

Item, that they-ſhall dreſs their meat in their reſpective kitchens, and eat there, 
either together, or ſeverally, as they ſhall think good. The women ſhall have no 
acceſs to the men's kitchen, nor the men to the women's. ; TE 

Item, that all the poor ſhall be under the government of the maſter, or, in his 
abſence, of the brother; they ſhall reverence and obey the maſter, and in his ab- 
fence the brother, in all their lawful commands, or to be puniſhed at the diſ- 
cretion of the maſter.. i | | - Ep 

Item, each of them at their firſt entry ſhall- be examined, either by the maſter or 
brother, of their faith and religion; they ſhall every Lord's-day and week-day reſort : 
io St, Martin's Church, to morning and evening prayers. They ſhall bear the ſermons - 
there preached, and receive the Holy Communion'there at times convenient, .unleſs- 
the maſter do appoint the ſame to be done by the brother in the chapel belonging 
to the hoſpital. . They ſhall fit in St, Martin's church in the two ſeats appointed 
for them, the men in the ſeat on the north fide, and the women in the ſeat on the 
ſouth fide, . They ſhall always be preſent at the prayers in the chapel at ſeven. of 
the clock at night, unleſs leave be obtained of the maſter or brother. - | 

Item, that they ſhall endeavour to live godly: lives; they ſhall, be no ſwearers, 
curſed ſpeakers, drunkards, no haunters of taverns or ale-houſes ; they ſhall not com- 
mit adultery or fornication, nor uſe any filthy or ungodly talk; they ſhall be no 
pickers or ſealers, or liars or tale-tellers, -brawlers, chiders, quarrellers, fighters, . 


rallers,.. 


AU 
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railers, ſlanderers, common beggars, dicers, carders, table-players, bowlers, or 
uſers of any unthrifty or unlawful games; they ſhall be no hunters, hawkers, nei- 
ther keepers of dogs within or without the hoſpital, but ſhall live godlily, lovingly, 
and quietly, among themſelves, aud towards other perſons lowly and humbly, ap- 
- plying themſclves always to ſome ſuch labour as they can do; The offenders herein 
to be puniſhed at the diſcretion of the maſter. 
item, that the reſpective keepers ſhall receive the weekly wages of the poor every 
Friday morning, and alſo ſhall have every year, between the firit day of November, 
A and the twentieth day of December, freize bought them to make them gowns, ſo 
8 that the twelve poor men ſhall have the ſaid gowns one year, and the twelve poor 
women ſhall have gowns the year following :- and they wear on the ſleeves or 
: breaſts of their gowns the letter W.“ 50 | 
The men and women ſhall have allowance or wood and coals for their kitchens; 
they ſhall have oil for their: lamps from the beginning of October to the end of 
February; they ſhall have ſufficient oatmeal, ſalt, brooms, and other neceſſaries, 
as the maſters ſhall think convenient; and if any of them be fick and impotent 
that they cannot help themſelves, and have no friends to help them, then the 
maſter may make ſome allowance for fire and other neceſſaries during ſuch ſickneſs 
and impotency ; and if any of the poor be troubled with any noiſome and infectious 
. diſtemper, the ſaid: poor ſhall be removed out of the hoſpital, and receive his or 
her weekly wages, and upon recovery be reſtored to their ſeveral chambers again. 
Item, that none of the poor men ſhall go into the lodging of the women, nor \ 
any of the women into the lodging of the men, the keepers only excepted; nor 
ſhall they ſuffer any ſtrangers, men or women, to come into their chambers, as 
aforeſaid, unleſs two or one of the keepers at leaſt be with them at the time of 
: their being there. N | 
Item, chat the keys of the poor's boxes ſhall be kept by the elder of the poor 
men, and by the brother; which ſaid boxes ſhall be opened twice every year, viz. 
about the end of March and the end of September; the money ſhall be equally di- 
vided among the twelve men and twelve women by the overſight of the maſter, or 
in his abſence the brother. F | 
Item, that when any of the poor ſhall die, they ſhall make no reflament, but their 
money and moveable goods ſhall be left to the hoſpital, which the keepers ſhall 
take care of, and deliver to the maſter, who ſhall have authority to give ſome part 
thereof to the keeper which kept the perſon deceaſed ; and during the vacancy of 
any place, the wages of the vacant place ſhall be put into the poor's box weekly. 
T Item, that all penalty-money for breaking of theſe ordinances ſnall be put into the + 
. poor's box; and when any o the poor be expelled the hoſpital, the ſaid perſon or 
| perſons ſhall be never admitted into the hoſpital again. | 
Item, that if any of the poor men or women ſhall either marry or enter into 
contract of marriage, they ſhall be forthwith removed out of the hoſpital. 
Item, that theſe ordinances and ſtatutes relating to the poor, ſhall be read to 
them twice every year, about the feaſts of Eaſter and Michaelmas.“ 
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Ordinances concerning the Keepers of the poor Men and Women. 


„That there ſhall be two keepers for the men and one for the women appointed 
out of the ableſt and ſtrongeſt of the twelve poor women; the two keepers for the 
men ſhall have each of them the keeping of fix men, as they lie in order on the 
eaſt and welt ſide of the hoſpital ; the other ſhall have the keeping of the remain- 
ing nine poor women, The keepers of the men ſhall have for their lodging that 
one chamber adjoining to the men's kitchen, each of them lying in a ſeveral bed 
there; the keeper of the women ſhall have, for her ſeveral chamber, one of thoſe 
chambers adjoining to the women's kitchen, | | 
Item, that thoſe three keepers ſhall keep the reſpective kitchens; ſhall diligently 
attend and wait upon the poor men and women committed to their charge; they 
ſhall make the beds of the weak, lame, and blind, keep all the chambers clean, 
prepare and dreſs all the poor's meat, get them drink, waſh their cloaths, make 
their fires in their kitchens at due and convenient ſeaſons, light their lamps, keep 
all places in and about the houſe ſwept and clean from filth ; they ſhall keep the 
inventory of all the houſehold ſtuff and implements belonging to the kitchen or 
hoſpital committed to their charge, and upon application to the maſter may have 
them repaired or new bought at the diſcretion of the maſter. 
Item, that the keepers ſhall not waſte the wood, coals, ſalt, or oatmeal, com- 
mitted to their cuſtody; they ſhall ſee that the apparel and goods of the poor be 
clean and ſafely kept in their ſeveral chambers ; they ſhall help the lame, fick, and 
weak, off and on with their cloaths night and morning, provide them their neceſſa- 
ries, watch with them in the night; and when any of the poor ſhall die, the 
keepers ſhall wind them and prepare them for the grave, ſafely keep their money 
and goods without fraud, and deliver up the ſame to the maſter. 
Item, that the keepers, from the firſt day of April till the laſt day of September, 
ſhall open the hoſpital doors at five of the clock in the morning, and ſhut them at 
eight at night, or half an hour after; and from the firſt of Ofttober to the laſt day 
of March, they ſhall open the doors at ſeven in the morning, and ſhut them at 
ſeven at night, or half an hour after. The ſame hours ſhall be obſerved for the 
opening and ſhutting the doors leading to the lodgings of the poor women. The 
keepers ſhall always keep the keys of the doors, and deliver them to no perſon but 
the maſter, or in his abſence, to the brother. * 
Item, that if any of the keepers fall ſick, the maſter, or in his abſence the bro- 
ther, ſhall appoint out of the ſtrongeſt and ableſt of the other poor nine women, 
or it none of them be of ability, to hire any other poor woman to ſupply the 
place of the ſick keeper, who during her ſickneſs ſhall be removed from the hoſ- 
pital, and receive her weekly wages, and ſhall return again upon her recovery ; 
and if any of the ſaid keepers ſhall by age or other infirmity become ſo weak as not 
to be able to perform the office of a keeper, on the. firſt vacancy the maſter may 
put her into one of the places of the poor women, and appoint another keeper 
in her place. | 


5K | Item, 
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Item, that the keeper ſhall hot be abſent for the ſpace of an hour from the hof. 
pital, but by the leave of the maſter, or in his abſence the brother, unleſs it be 
occaſioned by ſerving the poor in ſome neceſſary provilion. 

Item, that the maſter ſhall appoint the keepers a convenient houſe, wherein they 
ſhall waſh the cloaths of the poor men and women, where they ſhall have fewel 
for that purpoſe, as ſtraw and ſuch like ; the keepers ſhall alſo have ſtraw to retreſh 
the beds of the poor twice every year; and if any of the poor be unfurniſhed of 
that which is neceſſary, and hath nov of themſelves, or by the help of friends, any 
thing to ſupply their wants, or for folly or frowardneſs will not provide, the 
maſter ſhall cauſe ſome neceſſary ſupply to be provided, either by levying the 
ſum laid out upon the weekly wages of the ſaid perſons, or of the revenues of the 
hoſpital, at his diſcretion.” 


Theſe ſtatutes being drawn up, an act was made, in the parliament held 8 Feb. 


18 Eliz. and continued till March 15, confirming the queen's letters patent of 


May 7, 14 Eliz. and the ſtatutes made in purſuance of them, with this ſaving, 
„to all and every perſon, &c. other than our Sovereign Lady the Queen, her 


heirs and ſucceſſors, all ſuch right to the uſe, profit, rent, commons, profits, com- 


modities, and hereditaments, whatſoever, which they or any of them might, could, 
or ought to have, if this act had never been had nor made.“ 


The allowance to the poor, beſides wood, coal, ſalt, oatmeal, gowns, &c. was 


at the foundation 8d. a week to the men, and 7d. to nine of the women, and to 


three women, who were nurſes, 8d.; and it continued the ſame at the making the 
ſecond ſtatutes, 14 Eliz. But fince then, as the rents incteaſed, it has from time 
to time been augmented. N 

In 1656 one of the poor women, who had been twenty-four years in the houſe, 
depoſed that when ſhe came firſt the women had 11d. a week, and that Dr. Clarke 
added 3d. a week to each of them. | 

In 1661 the weekly payment was 11. 14s. 8d.; in 1662 it was 21. 6s.; in 1668 
al. 10s. ; in 1674 21. 148.; in 1677 21. 18s. ; in 1681 31. ; and fo continued. 

In 1721 it was 3l. 8s. or 28. 10d, a week to each of the poor. 


In this chapel are many fragments of painted glaſs.

1. William Fyſher, the firſt Maſter, is joined with William, Thomas, and 
Roger Wigſton, in the patents for the founding of the hoſpital in 5 and 6 Hen. VIII. 
He procured from the Grey Friars the grant of Sir Francis's garden, paying 4s. a 
year, 21 July, 12 Hen, VIII.; and 29 Nov. 30 Hen. VIII. appeared in the court 
of avgmentations, to have the ſaid grant allowed and ratified. It is probable that 
he died the next year *, for : | 

2. Walter Brown is mentioned as warden of the hoſpital by the commiſſioners: 
of ſurvey in 31 Hen. VIII. He was buried Jan. 10, 1560-1. 

3. Nicholas Harwar ſucceeded, and died in 1567; for 

Thomas Sampſon gave up the accompts, partly for Mr. Harwar, and partly 
for himſelf, in 1567 and 1568. He was buried April 9, 158g, according to an 
inſertion in the pariſh regiſter. Hick 

5. Nathaniel Sampſon, alias Simpſon, ſucceeded him. He. died in 1611, and 
was buried Sept. 21. 3 

6. John Herault, of St. Saviour, had ſome difference with the executors of his 
predeceſſor. He was ſucceeded by | 

Samuel Clarke, D.D. who wrote a letter to the confrater Nov. 8, 161 3, about 
a ſuit againſt Sir Thomas Beaumont. In another letter he acquaints him that he 
was admitted one of the chaplains of the prince. But he was a very bad man ; for 
(on his conduct being called to an account) in 1640 it was made to appear that he 
had 10l. for placing Jeremy Tynnys in the hoſpital, and 101, for admitting George

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Cheſler, and that his wife had 10l. for placing Dorothy Everard there, and that 
Mr. Robinſon paid him 61. 138. 4d. for his mother's admittance, &c. | 

g. William Chillingworth, M. A. was his ſucceſſor, whoſe patent was dated 
10 March, 16 Car. I. This excellent divine has been already mentioned in the 
Hiſtory of Hinckley, pp. 328. 399. He was ſequeſtered from the office of Maſter 
of this hoſpital, Jan. 8, 1643-4, on being raken with the forces in arms againſt the 
parliament at Arundel Caſlle; and died a few days after at the epiſcopal palace ar 
Chicheſter. The Preſbyterian party were unwilling at firſt to allow him Chriſtian 
burial, but afterwards conſented that he ſhould be buried by thoſe of bis own per- 
fuaſion ;, which was accordingly performed in the cathedral church, moſt of the 


royal party of that city attending his body to the grave:

9. John Meredith, D. D. obtained his patent 3 Feb. 19 Car: I. On the ſe- 
queſtration of Chillingworth, the parliament directed the maſterſhip to be difpoſed- 
to the benefit of Mr. Job Grey, miniſter, brother to the earl of Kent. On the 
6th of March, 1643-4, finding by their Journals that the Chancellor of the Dutchy 
had not eomplied with their order for that purpoſe, he was again directed to do 
ſo. On the 11th of Auguſt it was recorded that John Meredith, D. D. was pre- 
ſented to it; who was thereupon ſequeſtered, anq Grey directed ro ſupply his place 
till the further order of the houſe. This paſſed? on till April 7, 1646,, when Me- 
redith was diſplaced by a formal ordinance, and: 

10. Job Grey was intruded. by the. parliament ; his patent. bearing date April 
16, 1646. He was a priſoner to the Royaliſts in 1645 ; and was exchanged by or- 
der of parliament, June 13 that year, for Sir William Riddall, knight. He con- 
tinued maſter till 1649 and part of 1650. 

11. Richard Lee was in poſſeſſion in 1659 and 1651, for which he accounted, 
ja a letter of his dated at Hatfield July 19, 166«c, directed to Mr. Stanley and Mr. 
Cradock, wherein he ſpeaks of ſeveral evidences, which he delivered jn the hoſpital 
chapel to them and their fellow truſtees, and prays them to conſult the two attorneys. 
their brethren in that forced truſt, that the evidences may be delivered to Dr. Me- 
redith, the maſter of the hoſpital, to whom (ſays he) I bad the honour to reſign, 
the place upon noble terms, &c. N. B. The conflitution of the place was much 
altered during the Uſurpation.— Dr. Meredith was reſtored in 1660; and the ſame: 
year: 
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year he was made provoſt of Eaton, and was alſo choſen warden of All Souls in 
Oxford Jan. 21, 1660. Jan. 24, 1664, he made his will, by which he forgave 
what ſums of money ſhould be due to him at his death upon account of Wig- 


ſton's Hoſpital, He died July 18, 1665, and was buried in All Souls chapel. 


12. Richard Clarke, M. A. had his patent Aug. 4, 1664. He was a very 
good man, and kind maſter of the hoſpital. He died Oct. 19, 1684, at Leiceſter, 
and was buried Oct. 24. See his epitaph, p. 775. 

13. John Pyke obtained his patent Nov. 1, 1684. 

- ts Hardwick ſucceeded ; and died in 1717-18, 

15. Samuel Clarke, D. D. rector of St. James in Weſtminſter, ſucceeded him. 
The life of this truly amiable man, like that of his predeceſſor Chillingworth, is 
ſo univerſally known, that I ſhall not detail it here. A conciſe character of him, 


however, by the late Dr. Salter of the Charterhouſe, is worth tranſcribiog : 


«SAMUEL CLARKE, D. D. 

Rector of St. James", Weſtmmfier : in each ſeveral part of uſeful knowledge and 
critical learning, perbaps without a ſuperior ; in a/l united, certainly without an 
equal: in his Works, the beſt defender of religion; in his practice, the greateſt orna- 
went to it: in his converſation, communicative; and in an uncommon manner in— 
ſtruQive ; in his preaching and writings, ſtrong, clear, and calm: in his life, high 
in the eſteem of the w/e, the good, and the great: in his death, lamented by every 
friend to learning, truth, and virtue. He died in the fifty-fourth year of his age,

16. John Jackſon, the confrater, ſucceeded him. He was the eldeſt ſon of the 
Rev. John jack ſon (firſt rector of Senſey near Thirſk, and afterwards rector of 
Roſſington, and vicar of Doncaſter, in Yorkſhire), and was born at Senſey in that 
county-April 4, 1686; and educated at Doncaſter ſchool under the famous Dr. 
Bland (after wards dean of Durham, and provoſt of Eton) who, obſerving his pro- 
ficiency, often left the inſtruction of the younger ſcholars is care. Thus ac- 
compliſhed, he was entered of Jeſus College, Cambridge, towards the end of 17023 
and from his refidence at Midſummer following proſecuted the academical ſtudies 
with diligence, and learned Hebrew under the celebrated Orientaliſt Simon Ockley. 
He proceeded B. A. at the uſual period; and leaving the univerſity in 170%, was 
appointed tutor to the children of Mr. Simpſon, at Renſhaw in Derbyſhice. In 
the mean time the rectory of Roſſington having been reſerved from the death of his 
father for him by the corporation of Doncaſter, he took deacon's orders in 1708 3 
and in 1710 was ordained prieſt, and entered into the full poſſeſſion of that rectory. 
But the parſonage houſe being gone to decay, he boarded at Doncaſter; and in 
1712 married Elizabeth, daughter of John Cowley, Eſq. colleQor of exciſe there. 
On this marriage, he entirely re-built the parſonage-houſe at Roſſington, and went 
to reſide in it. He commenced author in 1714, by publiſhing three anonymous 
letters in defence of Dr. 8. Clarke's ! Scripture Doctrine of the Trinity.“ He was 
not at that time perſonally acquainted with Dr. Clarke; but met with him ſoon af- 
ter at Lynne Regis in Norfolk. Mr. Tonſon, the bookſeller, intending in 1726 to 


publiſh 
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pop liſh a Bible with paraphraſe and notes by ſeveral hands, applied to him, by Dr. 
Clarke, to undertake the comment upon the Prophets, propofing a handſome gra- 
tuity ; but he declined the offer, and the fame year engaged in the cauſe of his 
friend againſt Dr. Waterland *. In the ſame year alſo there paſſed ſeveral letters be- 
tween him and Mr. Whiſton, on the ſubject of Infant-baptiſm. In 1718 he went 
to Cambridge, to take his degree of M. A.; but finding ſuch an oppoſition raiſed 
againſt it as he was unable to remove, he deſiſted from the purſuit. Preſently after 
his return, he received a conſolatory letter from Dr. Clarke, who alſo procured for 
bim this confraterſhip +, to which he was preſented in 1719 by lord Lechmere, in 
whoſe pift it was as then chancellor of the dutchy of Lancaſter, and to whom Dr. 
Clarke had been the year before indebted for the maſterſhip. On this promotion 
Mr. Jackſon left Roſſington, and removed to Leiceſter, where, as confrater, he was 
alſo afternoon preacher, or lecturer of St. Martin's church (ſee p. 770); but conſtanily 
viſited his flock at Roſſington for two or three months every year during his life. 
May 40, 1720, he took out a licence from his dioceſan Dr. Gibſon, biſhop of 
Lincoln, to qualify him for afternoon preacher at St. Martin's aforementioned. 
In 1721 and the following year ſeveral preſenements were lodged againſt him in 
the biſhop's court, as alſo in that of Dr. Trimne}, archdeacon of Leiceſter, for 
preaching erroneous doctrines ; but he ſo ſtrenuouſly vindicated himſelf: as to de- 
feat the proſecutions. Yet, after the caſe of the Arian ſubſcription was publiſhed 
by Dr. Waterland, he reſolved, with Dr. Clarke, never to ſubſcribe the articles 
any more, by which reſolution he loſt, about 1724, the hopes of a prebend of Sa- 
libury, which biſhop Hoadly refuſed to give him without ſach ſubſcription F. 
The biſhop's denial was more remarkable, as he had ſo often intimated his own: 
diſlike of all ſubſcriptions. However, he had been preſented by Sir John Fryer- 
to the private prebend of Wherwell in Hampſhire, where no ſuch qualification' was 
requiſite. In 1723 Mr. Jackſon publiſhed ** The Duty of Subjects towards their 
« Governors; a Sermon preached before the Hon. Charles Churchill's Regiment of 
« Dragoons, at their Camp near Leiceſter, Auguſt 1723; and in 1928, * The 
„Puty of a Chriſtian ſet forth and explained in ſeveral Practical Diſcourſes, being

in May 1729, he ſucceeded, by the preſentation of the duke of Rutland, then chan- 
cellor, of the dutchy of Lancaſter, to the maſterſhip of this hoſpital, which office he 
held till his death. He repaired and made ſeveral additions to the maſter's houſe; re- 
paired the Þoſpital, and by degrees augmented the ſtipend of the poor to 3s. a week. 
In 1730, he was denied the uſe of the pulpit at St. Martin's (fee pp. 7501. 770); and 
publithed that year ** A Defence of human Liberty, in anſwer to the principal Ar- 
* guments which have been alledged againſt it, and particularly to Cato's Letters 
* on that Subject, &c. The ſecond edition, to which is added, A vindication 
« of human Liberty, in anſwer to a Diſſertation on Liberty and Neceſſiiy, written 
* by Anthony Collins, Eſq.” 8vo. And in that and the following Lear, he pub- 
liked four tracts in defence of human reaſon, occaſioned by biſhop-Gibſon's “ Se- 


=” cond Paſtoral Letter.” In 1731 he attacked Tindal's © Chriftianity as old as the 


Creation ;“ in 1733 he publiſhed an anſwer to“ Things divine and ſupernatural, 
„ conceived by Analogy with Things natural and human,” a work attributed to 
biſhop Browne, of Cork; in 134, The exiſtence and unity of God proved from 
« his Nature and Attributes, &c. To which is added an Appendix, wherein is 
* conſidered the Ground and Obligations of Morality,” which led him into a con- 
troverſy with Mr. W. Law and other writers; in 1735, ** A Differtation on Matter

« peruſal, as a ſpecimen of that illuſtrious Band in which he has thought fit to inliſt;

« &c. To which are added proper Indexes “, 1752,” 3 vols. 4to.. He afterwards 


made many collections and preparations for printing an edition of the New Teſta- 


ment in Greek, with Scholia in the ſame language, and would have inferted all ibbke 


various readings, had not the infirmities of age, which he felt ſome years before 
his death, prevented him ſrom finiſhing the defign . His bodily ſtrength declining, 


and the faculties of his mind gradually decreaſing (of which he ſeemed but roo ſens 


ſible), he became incapable of cloſe application to ſtudy ; but retained his thirſt” 


after knowledge till his death, which happened at Leiceſter, on Aſeenſion- day, May 


12, 1763. By his wife, who died before him, he had twelve children; of whom one 


ſon and three daughters were living in 1764.— The following hints of Mr, Jackſon's 
character were given me by the late Mr, Ludlam, who was acquainted with him 


from the year 1750: He always ſeemed to me rather a man of induſtry than genius,

but ſaw the murderers executed. When king Richard III. marched into Leiceſter» 
ſhire againſt Henry, earl of Richmond, afterwards: Henry VII. he lay at the Rlue- 
boar inn, in the town of Leiceſter, where was left a large wooden bedſtead, gilded 
in ſome places, which after his defeat and death in the battle of Boſworth, was 
left, either through haſte, or as a thing of little value (the bedding being all taken 
from it), to the people of the houſe ; thenct forward this old bedſtead, which as 
boarded at the bottom (as the manner was in thoſe days), became a piece of ſtanding 
furniture, and paſſed from tenant to tenant with the inn... Jon the reign of queen 
Elizabeth this houſe was kept by one Mr. Clarke, who put a bed on this-beditead,.

The church and pariſh of St. Croſſe is only another name for that of 
St. Martin, and ſo called becauſe the High Croſs “ ſtood in this pariſh, This build-- 
ing, which was conſidered an ornament- to the town by moſt travellers, and has 
been ſpoken of by writers as a building of taſte and ſuperiority when compared 
with other market croſſes, was erected in 1576 by the corporation of Leiceſter, 
and was taken down a few years ſince, being conſidered an annoyance to the paſſage: 
in the ſtreet it ſtood in. The ſum it was ſold for was inconfiderable; a paltry' pit» 
tance compared with its intrinfic worth. The preſeot deſpicable ſubſtitute, com- 
pared to the former, is. © like the baſeleſs fabric of a viſion.” If the ſtreet in which 
it ſtood was ill ſuited to its magnitude, a few pounds would have removed it thence, 
to a place where its beauty would have been conſpicuous, and where it might bave 
remained an ornament to Leiceſter, and a monument of the taſte of thoſe who 
ereſted it. But now its fragments lie ſcattered and diſhonoured ; ſome are hidden 


in the foundations of buildings, and many of its component parts have been 
mangled by the ſtone-cutter for various uſes. 5

« Sir Nathan Wright was born at Thurcaſton in Leiceſterſhire, where his fa- 

ther was reftor. His mother was a ſiſter and coheir of Sir John Oneby, of the 

Bk ſame county, knight. In 1676 he married Elizabeth, the daughter of George 

| Aſhby, of Quenby in the ſaid county, eſq. In 1668 he was, by the care of his 

mother, placed in Emanuel College, Cambridge.; and in due time removed thence 

to the Inner Temple, where (notwithſtanding an eſtate left him by his father had 
been much improved during his minority) he loſt no time for more than ſeven years, 

which he entirely ſpent in the ſtudy of the Law. However, having a good fortune 

Wich his lady, he neglected to practiſe for ſome years, till the increaſe of his fa- 

'N mily, and the advice of friends, who foreſaw what a conſiderable figure he was likely 

| to make in-the profeſſion, prevailed with him to attend the bar, where he approved 

himſelf as conſummate a lawyer, and made as ample an acceſſion to his fortunes, as any 

of his contemporaries. In 1696 King William and Queen Mary by their writ called 

him to the ſtate and degree of a ſerjeant at law; in the ſame year that king conſti- 

tuted him one of his ſerjeants at law; and, May ao, 1300, made him lord keeper of 

the great ſeal of England. He would gladly have been excuſed accepting that great 

poſt for his health's ſake, which had been much impaired that ſpring by a dan- 

gerous fever. Beſides, he thought it imprudent to forego the great profits he might 

| make by his practice yearly, which might have laſted his life, for the precarious- 

enjoy ment of the moſt profitable place; but his Majeſty's commands maſt be obeyed.

He had an 
hearty and ſteady regard to the conftitution in church and ſtate; and as he always 
acted with difigtereſted views, he could never be induced to go into the exorbitant 
lengths and violence of parties; and this the King took notice of, and commended 
him for it; and though upon this account there were ſtrong endeavours uſed to get 
him diſplaced before the King died, it is well known the King's inclination. was 
otherwiſe, who would often expreſs his ſatisfaction in his Keeper's ſervice, and his 
_ unwillingneſs to part with him, Queen Anne had the fame value for him that her 

ptedeceſſor had; and when ſhe gave him the ſeals, was faid to tell him, * he ſhould 
not have had them if ſhe had known a fitter 5 in the kingdom.” He had an 
exact regard to juſtice, and was very angry if he heard the leaſt ſurmiſe of cor- 
ruption in any of bis domeſtics. He had a juſt reſpect paid to him whilſt in a 
public character, by all who knew what was moſt valuable in perſons of rank and 
diſtinction, and were not influenced by enyy or party paſſions; and during the 
time of his receſs, was loved and eſteemed for thoſe ſocial virtues which render a 
man acceptable in a private ſtation. He was ſucceeded in his eſtate by his eldeſt 
ſon George Wright, Eſq, on whom, for the ſake of his father's good ſervices, and 
his own high merit, King William had beſtowed the place of Clerk of the Crown, 
which he now enjoys. One particular in my view, when I mentioned his fidelity in 
counſeling the King, was his being earneſt with his Majeſty not to diſſolve that 
parliament which continued but a very little while, which, to be ſure, you take no- 
tice of; and, I dare ſay, find that it was as unacceptable as it was ſurprizing to the 
nation; as | remember it was faid the Archbiſhop, and Lord Godolphin, and ano- 
ther, whom I cannot recollect, were ſaid to join with bim in that application to the 
King.”—Sce Biſhop Burner's character of Lord Keeper Wright, in his Hiſtory, vol.

In this town was born the famous Thomas Simpſon 4, F. R. S. of whom ſome 
memorials, extracted principally from Mr. Throſby's publication, are given below.

* Boſworth field, ſo called, and Simpſon's name, will be handed down to poſterity in the hiſtoric 
and biographic page; but no pillar is erected to commemorate the one, nor head-ſtone ſet up to 
mark the ſpot that contains the remains of the other. The place of the former, famed for that im- 
portant event in the Engliſh annals, as well as the latter (of far inferior conſequence), are only 
-aſcertained by oral tradition, —Mr. Simpſon was born at Market Boſworth in 1710. His parents 
being poor, he was. only taught to read while under their care; but nature, notwithſtanding this for- 
bidding circumſtance, had formed his mind for knowledge. When about 14, there happened*an 
eclipſe of the ſun, which ſtruck the mind of this youth, uncultivated as his judgement was, with a 
ſtrong defire of knowing the cauſe; nor could youthful inclinations unbend him from his purpoſe, . 
Before he had reached his rgth year he taught himſelf to write; and about this time happening to 
be at a relation's, a travelling pedlar and fortune- teller took lodgings at the ſame houſe, Young 
Simpſon, wondering at the pretenfions of this man, took great paius to win his favour by every 
ut that complaiſance could diftate : and in return the fortune-teller, who was a man of ſome abi- 
lities, took every opportunity of ſatisfying ſuch an agreeable companion. The pedlar's neceſſities 
led him to Briſtol fair, but he left in Simpſon's hands Cocker's Arithmetic, to which was ſubjoined 
a ſhort appendix on Algebra, and a book of Partridge's, the almanac-maker, on genitures. The 
pedlar, on his return, found his pupil ſo expert at figures, that it excited his utmoſt aſtoniſhment. 
Soon after this he became the oracle of Boſworth and its vicinity; and laying aſide the buſineſs 
of a weaver, made a public profeſſion of caſting nativities. Though he found fortune- telling ra- 
ther lucrative, yet he was far from being ſatisfied with the knowledge he had obtained. Having 
procured Mr. Stone's book of Fluxions, he made ſuch-progreſs in-this moſt intricate part of the 
mathematics, as to compoſe a much more complete treatiſe on this ſubje& than had ever been 
Publiſhed, . He about this time married a widow with two children, by whom be had others. 
From increaſe of expences, and having left off the profitable profeſſion of an aſtrologer, he was 
driven to ſuch diſtreſs that he left his family and went to London, where he worked in Spital- 
fields as a weaver; and appropriated the evenings to teaching mathematics ; which ſucceeded 
ſo well, that he fetched his family to ſhare with him thoſe comforts which his profeſſion afforded,

He remained not long in this obſcurity ; for his ſchool increaſing, his abilities became known; 
which encouraged him to make propoſals for publiſhing by ſubſcription a new treatiſe on Fluxions, 
with the doctrine of Infinite Series, which were publiſhed with ſucceſs in 1737. Three years af- 
ter he publiſhed a treatiſe on the nature and laws of chance, which were followed by fome in- 
genious eſſays on ſeveral uſeful and curious ſubjects, in ſpeculative and mixed mathematics. 
Theſe performances gained him not only the reputation of a good mathematician. here, but pro · 
cured him a diploma from Stockholm, which conftituted him a member of the Royal Academy 
there, In 1742, he publiſhed his doctrine: of Annuities and Reverſions, which were followed by 
a treatiſe of Algebra, wherein the firſt principles are clearly ſhewn: to which he ſubjoined a 
number of geometrical problems, with the method of reſolving them. His extraordinary abili- 
ties were now generally known, which procured him the.iatereſt of ſeveral eminent perſonages' 
in this walk of ſcience; amongſt thoſe. of William Jones, Eſq. F. R. 8. through whoſe intereſt 
he was appointed profeſſor of mathematics in the academy at Woolwich ; and ſoon after was 
choſen F. R. S. At the academy he paid an almoſt unremitted attention to the inſtruction” of 
his pupils; and the rapid progreſs they made under his ſuperintendance was amazing. The 
manner of his conveying inſtruction to his pupils had the moſt happy effe& ; his dictates were 
not ſent forth like the abſolute mandates of a ſtern monarch, too frequent in our ſchools, 
but were tempered with a ſweetneſs that captivated while it allured ; beloved by his ſcholars, his 
injunctions were always obeyed. Such a certain degree of dignity was tempered with his mild- 
neſs, that it produced a laudable reſpe& without dread. Though the punctual diſcharge of this 
important truſt gained him the eſteem of his ſuperiors, yet it unhappily began to injure his health. 
His ſpirits funk gradually, from his cloſe application, till he became incapable of performing the 
duties of his office. His phyficians preſcribed without effect. His native air was at laſt adviſed, 
which was immediately ſought ; but, on his arrival at Boſworth, he was fo fatigued with the 
journey, that he betook himſelf to his chamber, whence he was never able to depart ; and died 
May 14, 1361. He had procured a commiſſion for his fon in the royal regiment of artillery; and 
the King, out of reſpe& to Mr. Sinypſon's great abilities, conferred a fingular honour on his wi- 
dow, by granting him a haudſome penſion, and genteel apartments adjoining*to the academy, 
where ſhe died, at the great age of 102, Dec. 14, 1982. Mr. Simpſon is an inſtrufting leſſon 
of the efficacy of natural tendency. Born, not to ſhare the comforts that flow from competency, 
but amidſt all the evils of uncertainty, concomitant on a low obſcure birth, his genius, formed 
to break the powerful fetters of indigence, ſoared upon the wings-of reſolution, and plucked a a 
laurel from the lofty eminence of Fame | * Belvoir Regilter,

This village of Brocton, Croxton Abbey Regiſter ſays, was given to Albert Buſſel 
by William the Conqueror **; and it afterwards ſays, it was given to Oſbert de 
Buſſel by King Henry, father of Richard and King John, to be held as parcel of 
the honour of Lancaſter, by the ſervice of one knight's fee, and ten ſhillings for 
the warden of Lancaſter caſtle, payable yearly to the ſheriff of Lancaſter; and

three weeks. This laſt account is moit probable, as in the Conqueror's time 
Lancaſter, &c. was the barony of that great earl Roger Pictavenſis, fourth ſon of 
Roger de Montgomery, the powerful earl of Arundel and Shrewſbury, and forfeited 
in the time of Hen. I. It is probable that this was only a compoſition, fince Ro- 
ger de Pictavenſis gave to Roger de Buſle ſeveral towns in Lancaſhire *. At the 
time of the ſurvey of Lancaſter the king had in his hands the moſt part, if not the 
whole, of the lands of Roger Pictavenſis rx.

The return was, The lands given to the Abbey of Crox- 
ton by Peter ſon of Radulf de la More lying in Broton owed. no ſuit to the county 
court of Leiceſter, or to any hundred court; but to the court of the honour of 
Lancaſter was worth by the year half a mark; and the view of frankpledge was 
worth a8.; and that no other ſervice was due to the king from the ſaid land, except 
LOS. 4d.twardam caftri de Lancaſtriæ . - 

. Buſſel had large poſſeſſions in Lancaſhire. Warenus de Buſſel &, who might be 
the ſon: of this Albert, to whom it is faid that William I. gave Broughton, founded 
either in the Conqueror's or William Rufus's time a religious houſe at Pentwor- 
tham in Leland Hundred; in the county of Lancaſter, making it a cell to Evet. 
ham l. Hugo de Buſſel * confirms to this cell the gifts and donations made by 
Warren his grandfather, and Richard his uncle, and Albert Buffel his father; to 
which deed Warine ſon and heir of Hugh is a witneſs. Dugdale's Baronage ſays, 
Buſly was baron of Pentwortham, and it is probable that this Brocton was part of 
his barony, and held of the honour of Lancaſter; upon that account the honour 
was of large extent, conſiſting both of ſervices and rents, which laſt could only be 
brought to accompr in the Exchequer, the ſervices being perſonal and occafional, 
and to be performed only in the field of war; but if theſe ſervices were not ac- 
tually done, but compounded for, the fine called efcuage-money was generally. paid 
to the fermor or cuſtos of the honour. 22 Hen. II. Radulphus ++ fon of Bernard 
accounts in. the Exchequer, for 2001. the firmie of the honour of Lancaſter.. In. 
| Bronghton there was reſerve of one knight's ſervice and ten ſhillings money with 
the profits of court. When the ſervice of one knight was rated at 40 8. eſcuage 
this village paid 40 8. which was anſwered by the inferior lord, but by him was 
laid upon all the lands in juſt proportion, as was the ten ſhillings annual rent for

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caſtle guard, viz. £'of a penny, i. e. 14d. per bovate. This village contained 
12 carucates, or 96 bovates or oxgangs, each cafucate being 8 bovates, which all 
belonged once to Buſſy or Buſſel. Before King John's time, Richard de Buſſy gave 
to Lenton Priory the church of Broughton with the appurtenances, and the chapel 
in the ſaid village, and the moiety of his own croft and garden, with 15 acres of 
his demeſne lands, for the ſervice of the ſaid chapel : he likewiſe. gave to Lenton 
Priory 6 bovates of his demeſne lands, and 6 bovates. in the tenure of his villani, 
with 3 bordarii, and one other toſt with one bordatius, and their ſervices, with 
half an acre of meadow under the land, '&c. * Croxton Regiſter, p. 3, gives much 
the ſame account of the Prior of Lenton's eſtate here, that he had the donation of 
the church, to which belonged two bovates of land; likewiſe 12 bovates of land 
and 7 cottages, which paid 15d. per ann, to the ward of Lancaſter Caſtle, and 
paid to the Abbot of Croxton 7s. per ann. and all forinſeca ſervitia; and ſays Al- 
bert de Buſſel, inſtead of Richard as above, made this donation to Lenton Abbey; 
and likewiſe lands to the Preceptory of Dalby, which are elſewhere faid to be three 
bovates. Brocton did not ſtay long in this family; for, after ſome deſcents, it 
paſſed by a daughter of Albert Buſſel to Ralph de la More, who had a fiſter mar- 
ried to Ralph Sakertofts, to whoſe fon Ralph he gave a third part of Brocton, viz, 
4 carucates, held by the dame ſervices to the capital lord, and by guard of Lan- 
caſter Caſtle. The reſt + of this town, viz. 8 carucates, went to Honora daughter 
and heireſs of Ralph de la More, who being a ward to the King as chief lord, he 
married her to a knight of his, Henry de le Faukenor. Ralph Sakertofts gave to 
the Abbor of Croxton one bovate of theſe lands, with his body to be buried in the 
Abbey : the reſt of his lands came to his five daughters, three of whom gave their 
ſhares to the abbot and convent of Creamton ; and moſt if not all the reſt of Sa- 
kertoft's lands were ſoon given to the Abbey of Croxton. Faukenor had by his 
wife Honora a ſon called Ralph, who took the name of De la More, whoſe ſon - 
Peter de la More enfeoffed Walter Cook in three virgates of land, paying yearly to 
him 54 ſhillings ; and he, Peter de la More, gave the manor and all his lands in 
the village of Broughton to the abbot and convent of Croxton, under the ſame te- 
nure and ſervice by which he held ir from the honour of Lancaſter, viz. by the 
ſervice of one knight's fee, tos. paid to the caſtle guard, and ſuit and ſervice to 
the courts of that honour. This gift of Peter de la More was before the year 
124T, Viz. 2 5 Hen. III. for in that year the Abbot of Croxton exhibits his com- 
plaims gain the Prior of Lenton, for ſubtraction of rents and ſervices due to him 
as lord of Broughton from the lands there belonging to the Priory of Lenton. 
Anno 47 Hen. III, to end theſe difputes, the Prior of Lenton gives up for ever to 
the Abbot of Croxton one of his 12 bovates and one of his 7 tofts, and 100 ſhil- 
lings befides. The Abbot of Croxton held ſome of theſe 8 virgates in demeſne. 
13 virgates were held by his villani; each virgate paid 16 NN to the abbot. 
The religious of Croxton, Lenton, and Dalby Preceptory, had all this village ſo 


entirely, that, except the rector's glebe, the whole town belonged to them, and 
Cook's three virgates, which paid 54 ſhillings rent per ann.

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The king being chief lord of Brocton, and all the tenants. ſubject to his courts 
and juriſdiction of his honour of Lancaſter, ir was conſidered in many reſpects as 

arcel of Þis ancient demeſne, and was as ſuch to he taliaged and aſſeſſed by the 
king's prerogative, and the taliage and aid paid to his uſe in virtue of that prerogative 
as often as his neceſſities required. This was a right ſo icherent in the crown, that the 
royal demeſnes, though after given even in frankalmoigne, if no expreſs words to the 
contrary, were til} raliable to the king as his ancient demeſne. In late times this 
was done by commiſſioners expreſsly appointed by the king. The manner in which 
this aſſeſſment or taliage was laid and collected from this town was anciently ſome- 
times done by the king's ſheriff, ſometimes by the judges itinerant, and ſometimes 
by the barons of the Exchequer, who, upon enquiring into the circumſtances of the 
inhabitants of the town and village, and the values of their eſtates or abilities, fixed 
the ſum the place was to be taliaged at in the whole; and proportioning the col- 
lefing of it from particulars was to be done by perſons appointed from amongſt 
themſelves. A remarkable inſtance we have in this village “, anno 1264. 
The ſecond day before the feaſt of Margaret the Virgin, the town of Crox- 
ton appeared before Roger de Sixtenby, a monk of Croxton, to fix upon four 
men of the ſame town, who ſhould be at London the day after St. Peter ad Vin- 
eula, purſuant to the precept of the king and his barons. The tax was laid at 
40 ſhillings, and the inhabitants undertook to pay it the Sunday after the feaſt of 
St. James. Each of the men was to be allowed 10 ſhillings to defray the ex- 
-pences of his journey to London. Towards raifing this ſum, every. virgate of land 
was taxed at 10d. every bovate 5d. from the cottagers who had cattle one halfpen- 
ny was to be paid for each cow, ox, or horſe; 4 bidentes paid one penny; the 
men who had no land were each taxed at ong penny pro capite ſuo defendendo. 

When any aid, ſcutage, or other tax, was granted by parliament, though in the 
£ firſt inſtance it was to be paid by the perſon who held the town by knight ervice, 
it was laid by the lord upon his tenants, and they were obliged to reimburſe that 
ſum to him, which was in proportion to the quantity of land held by them. ; 

In Eſtwall, Swanton, and Eyton, the abbot held by the ſervice of half a knight's 
fee ſix carucates of land. When the ſcutage was three marks for every knight's. 
fee theſe fix carucates paid 20 ſhillings, and each carucate 38. 4d. and every vir- 
gate 1cd, except the carucate of Robert, which only paid half, i. e. 5d.

In Brocton are lands which Peter de la More gave to Ralph Sakertoſt, and whick 
paid only one penny nomine ſcutag ii, the reſt defrayed by himfelf and other tenants ;

tributions to him on that account ; but theſe muſt be by a particular grant of. the 
landlord, otherwiſe the reimburſing him was a right he had over his tenants, who 
were generally made fubje& ro the ſame ſervices, as be held the lands from 
the firſt donor. Brocton contained 12 earucates, each of which was heid by the 
ſame ſervice, viz. ſcutage and cattle guard; and towards raifing this 10 ſhillings 
each bovate paid 14d. which, at 96 bovates, amounts to that ſum *. |

This method of raliaging the king's tenants being very expenſive, 40 ſhillings 
taliage coſting 40 ſhillings in the laying it befides, made them frequently agree 
upon a fixed ſum inſtead of a taliage upon particulars, and, if poſſible, to purchaſe 
an exemption from it. | |

The lordſhip of Elmeſthorp, the property of Lord Viſcount Wentworth, Mr. Ro- 
binſon informs me, is occupied by ſour tenants; whoſe houſes form nearly a ſquare, 
at the diſtance of about half a mile from each other. In one of theſe near the 
chapel lived formerly Lord Cutten: it is old; and ſome of the rooms large and 
ſpacious; and is now inhabited by Mr. Queenborough, one of the tenants. At 
this houſe within 50 years was taken down from under a covered gateway a coat 
of arms carved in wood, the date ſuppoſed to be on it 1010*;; but there is none of it 
remaining. The chapel (ſee Plate XXIX. fig. 5.) conſiſts of a ſmall tower and one 
large aile, with a chancel of the ſame width ſufficient for the congregation. The 
whole appears to be of a hard ſtone, common in the neighbourhood, and is ſup- 
ported with abutments of free ſtone. The tower and aile are entirely unroofed, 
and expoſed to all weather; the plaſter is off the walls, and not the leaſt remains 
of any monument or epitaph in the whole building. Some years ago, on opening 
the chancel for a ſaw-pit, human bones were diſcovered.”

We marched yeſterday after the 
King, who went before us from Daventry to Hayerbrowe, and quartered about fix 
miles from him. This day we marched towards him. He drew out to meet us. 
Both armies engaged. We, after three hours fight very doubtful, at laſt routed his 
army; killed and took about 5000; very many officers, bur of what quality we yet 
know not. We took alſo about 200 carriages, all he had, and all his guns, being 
12 in number; whereof 2 were demi - culverins, and (I think) the reſt lacers. - We 

urſued the enemy from three miles ſhort of Haverbrowe to nine beyond, even to 
the ſight of Leiceſter, whither the King fled. 

Sir, this is none other bur the hand of God, and to him alone belongs the glory, 
wherein none are to ſhare with him. The General ſeryed you with all faithfulneſs 
and honour ; and the beſt commendation I can give of him is, that I dare ſay he 
attributes all to God, and would rather periſh than afſume to himſelf, which is an 
honeſt and a thriving way: yet as much for bravery muſt be giyen bim in this action 
as to a man. Honeſt men ſerved you faithfully in this action. Sir, they are truſty. 
I beſeech you, in the name of God, not to diſcourage them. I wiſh this action may 
beget thankfulneſs and humility in all that are concerned in it. He that ventures 

his life for the liberty of his country, I wiſh he truſt God for the liberty of his con- 
| ſcience, and you for the liberty he _ for. In this he reſts, who is your humble 
ſervant, OLtvex Caomwelt.” 


and Britons in aticient'times may ſeem to have uſed for a wood, confidering that two mighty great 
woods, ' the one in that part of Gaul called Gallica Belgica, and the other, amongſt us, in War- 
wickſhire, are by one and the ſelf-ſame name termed Arden, For the foreſt of Dean in 1 
county of Glouceſter, ſo called, as he conjectures, from cutting off the firſt ſyllable of the wo 
Arden, was a wondet ful thick foreſt, and in former ages ſo dark and terrible, by reaſon of crooked 
and winding ways, as alſo the griefly ſhade therein, that it made the inhabitants more fierce and 
bold to commit robberies; for in the reign of King Henry VI. they ſo infeſted all, the Severn 
ſide with robbing and ſpoiling, 'that there were laws made by authority of the parliament to re- 
ſtrain them; but ſince that rich mines of iron were found here, thoſe thick woods began to thin 
by little and little® (p+ 558). Tradition informs us Harborians that the ſite of our ancient St. 
Mary's church and its cemetery were formerly encompaſſed with a thick wood, which extended 
Weſtward beyond the town, Camden tells alſo that ** the pretty mercat town of Henley in Ar- 
den in the county of Warwick is ſeated among the woods” (p. 566). And my nephew, the Rev,

Maudien, or Maudlin, is a well-known contraction for Magdalene. The piece is 
very heavy, and ſhaped with exact proportion; in length 16 inches, and in weight 
17 pounds. Many vague and unſatisfactory conjectures are formed about it. A 


- woman's name cut on the ſide ſhould lead one to ſuppoſe it once appropriated to the 


ſervice of that fex. We cannot conſider it of great antiquity ; yet there is a de- 
gree of pleaſure in comparing ancient with modern inventions, by which we may 


form a judgement of our preſent improvements. Had this ſtone been dug up near 


to ſome celebrated place, and wanted the handle, it might have embarraſſed 
many of our Antiquaries 4. |

Contiguous to the churcyard eaſtward, where at preſent is ſituated a farm- 
houſe belonging to Edward Hartopp Wigley, of Little Dalby, Eſq. the preſent 
impropriator of the great tithes, ſtood formerly a cell dependent on the Abbey 
of Leiceſter, in which it is ſaid fix friars or brothers were maintained. The 
houſe in which they lived. was taken down with great difficulty, from the great 
ſtrength and firmneſs of the materials, about the year 1726. Tradition relates the 
following particulars reſpecting this place: That if a lay brother travelling be- 
tween the Abbeys of Leiceſter and Laund, arrived at the cell of Humberſton 
about eight in the morning, the brothers were to find him a breakfaſt and a pint of 
beer; if he arrived at noon, he was to have a dinner and beer; if after eight at 
night, he was to be provided with a ſupper and lodging, and. to proceed to Lei- 
celter before breakfaſt in the morning. : 

To the N. W. of the village, in a part of the field at preſent known by the name 
of Hoſton, it is ſaid, another religious houſe or nunnery was ſituated, and thofe 
who are fond of the marvellous bave not failed to ſay, that there was a ſubterra- 
neous paſſage from thence to Leiceſter Abbey. The teſtimony of ſome the inhabi- 
tants, who declare that. ſteps have been diſcovered thereabouts, is more deſerving 
of credit; and it is certain that ſeveral articles of iron houſehold furniture have 
been found. As the ſpot is a pleaſant eminence, it is very probable that what re- 
port has called a religious houſe may have been, like Stoughton Grange, a country 
reſidence belonging to the abbots of Leiceſter. | | 

Near the ſame place is a ſtone which confirms the generally received opinion of 
naturaliſts concerning the growth of thoſe bodies: for notwithſtanding great pains- 
have been taken by a late proprietor of the land to keep it below the ſurface, it 
defeats his efforts, and riſes gradually, though not inſenſibly. It is remarkable as 
being the only ſtone of the fame kind nearer than Charnwood: foreſt, which is 
about eight or nine miles diſtant, and is poſſibly the peak of a vaſt bed of rock.

In the firſt year of Edward I. the 1 abſent, the regency 
again inveſted him with the ſame office p. But what has rendered his name meſt illuſtrious, was 
the munificent foundation of his college, the firſt literary community in this kingdom that had 
the ſanction of a royal charter ||, He was a munificent patron of his church, obtaining 
many grants for it, eſpecially the manors of Cobhambery in Kent, and of Middleton in Ox- 
fordſhire, which were annexed to the ſee. | Theſe donations, and the , judicious eſtabliſhment of 
Merton college, are noticed by the Rocheſter annaliſt, though without the leaſt mark of appro- 
bation, But, poſſeſſed with the evil ſpirit of a monk, he does not forget to cloſe his account of 
this prelate with informing his readers, that though he was a perſon of ſo great authority and 
power, he neither did any good thing ſor the prior and convent himſelf, nor was the inſtrument 
of procuring from others any fignal favour **, He ſurvived his conſecration only three years and 
a few days; for, being on a journey, and improvidently paſſing through a river, the depth of 
which was unknown to him, he fell from his horſe. The ſervants with difficulty drew him to 
ſhore, but after a ſhort interval he expired Oct. 27, 1277 1. Merton had made his will with the

king's licence; but owing ſeveral debts to the king and queen, the king ſeized on all his goods 
and chattels till his executors had put in good ſecurity into the Exchequer to ſatisfy the ſame, on 
which they were reſtored, The executors had afterwards-the king's protection, and all perfons 
were ſummoned by royal writs and patents to pay the ſeveral debts they ed to the biſhop into 
the Exchequer, to enable his executors to perform his will L. The remains of Walter de Merton 
were honourably interred on the North fide of the choir near St, William's ſhrine; and he is 
the earlieſt prelate of the ſee of Rocheſter whoſe place of burial can be aſcertained by his tomb. 
The original monument was made at Limoges in France, where the art of enaqeling mot 
flouriſhed, and which, as Mr, Warton has obſerved from Carpentier, v. Limogia, was anciently 
a common ornament of ſumptuous tombs 1. The whole expence of the tomb, according to an 
account printed by Mr. Warton, amounted to 671, 148. 6d, The price for providing and poliſh» 
ing the materials prepared in England, when compared with the ſum paid to the ingenious 
artiſt at Lymoges, has the appearance of an exorbitant demand; nor is there ſufficient ground to 
ſuſpe& there being an inaccuracy-in the manuſcript, or in the tranſoript, as 223, would hardly 
be thought adequate to the charge. With reſpect to the ſtructure of this tomb, it may be re- 
marked that it could not well have been raiſed as high as the preſent monument, becauſe in that 
caſe it would have concealed the glaſs window given by Hubert de Burgh, as mentioned in the 
Cuſtumale Roffenſe, p. 171, and which, from one of the items in the account abovementioned, 
muſt have been now repaired, perhaps enlarged. The original tomb was almoſt entirely deſtroyed 
at the Reformation, It doubtleſs had ſome ornaments of a ſuperſtitious kind, and, from its vi- 
cinity to the ſhrine of St. William, was the more expoſed to the view and intemperate zeal of 
thoſe who ſtrained the power given them by the crown, and by the ſtatute 3 and 4 of Edward VI. 
to deface and deſtroy all carved or painted idolatrous images. A new and elegant monument was 
erected under an arch in the North wall of a chapel North of the choir, where hes the effigies of ar 
biſhop, on a tomb of white and black marble ; and in a pannel under his head is this inſcription :

Loughborough, the ſecond ® market town of note in the county, is ſituated 86 
computed, and 109 meaſured miles from London, 11 miles from Leiceſter, 14 from. 
Nottingham, and 17 from Derby, in the hundred of Weſt Goſcote, parted only by 

the river Soar from Nottinghamſhire northwards. It is ſuppoſed to have been in the 
time of the Saxons a royal village; and as Marianus Scotus, an hiſtoriographer in the. 
reign of William the Conqueror, affirms, was taken from the Britons by Cuthwul- 
fug the Saxon, about the year of Chriſt 572; but of the truth of this affirmation: 

Camden ſeems ſomewhat doubrful. = 

As to the etymology of the name Loughborough, Camden, ſaith it was originally 
called Lieganbunxe,.or Lyzeanbuph, in the Saxon tongue; but it is perhaps more 
probably derived from the river Leire, now called Soar, not far from which this 
town ſtands; ſo that the true and proper name might have been Leireborougb, that 
is to ſay, a borough, or market town, ſtanding on or near to the river Leire, 
which in length of time was corruptedly called Loughborough. And what in ſome 
meaſure- ſtrengthens this conjecture is, that Leiceſter, now, ſo called, was once 
ſpelt, and called Leircefter, ſignifying a city, caſtle, or fortified town, ſtanding on, 
or near to the abovementioned river Leire, ſince and now called Soar. | 

However this may be, after the Conqueſt it belonged to the family of the De- 
ſpencers, and in Henry the Second's time Hugh Deſpencer was lord of the manor, 
and to him were granted a weekly market on the Thurſday, reputed to be one of 
the chiefeſt markets in the ſhire, particularly for corn, and two annual fairs, one 
on the iſt of Auguſt, the other on the 2d of November. | | 

From the Deſpencers, on account of treaſon, King Edward the Third granted 
the manor to Henry lord Beaumont; and it was forfeited again by a deſcendant from 
him, on an act of attainder, in the reign of Edward the Fourth, who gave it to Sir 
William Haſtings, knight, afterwards Lord Haſtings. By Henry the Seventh it 
was reſtored again to a Lord Beaumont; but on the attainder of Lord Viſcount Lo- 
vel his ſucceſſor it reverted to the Crown, and King Henry the Eighth granted it to 
the Marquis of Dorſet; but on an attainder of his ſon Henry duke. of Suffolk, 
Queen Mary granted it to Edward lord Haſtings of Loughborough, from whom it 
deſcended directly to the Earls of Huntingdon, to whom it gives title of baron, and 
is now enjoyed by the preſent earl, whoſe ſeat is at Donnington Park, a few miles 
from Loughborough, | 

Burton, in bis Hiſtory of _ Leiceſterſhire, ſays this town is great and large, well 
ſeated on account of wood and water, and is adorned with many fair buildings, and

| a large 
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a large church; though, ſince Camden's time, who ſpeaks of it as the largeſt and 
beſt-built town in the county next to Leiceſter, it hath been much diminiſhed by 
fire, In former times it had many pleaſant woods about, and near it; particularly 
the foreſt of Charnwood, or Charley, on the Weſt and South-weſt, ſpreading it- 
ſelf a great way. This is now a foreſt disforeſted ; and in reſpect to timber almoſt 
barren, but affording paſturage for cattle, theep, &c. being ſtocked therewith by 
the inhabitants of many adjacent pariſhes and places, who have a right of common 
thereon. Hiſtory informs us that King Richard the Second in 1387 holding a 
council at Nottingham caſtle, held his marſhalſea at Loughborough at the ſame | 
time, for the ſpace of. fix days. | | 

In an old regiſter belonging to this pariſh, it appears that a plague broke out in 
the town, on the 24th of Auguſt, 1609, which ended Feb. 19, 1610, in the reign 
of James I. whereot died in that ſpace of time, within the ſaid town and pariſh, 452 
1 „ men, women, and children; and within a mile of this place is a ſpot of 
ground to this day called the Cabbin Lees, whereon many of the inhabitants pru- 
dently built themſelyes huts and encamped, to avoid the infection. But be it noted 
here, that this was an accidental and local plague only, which happened in ſome 
particular parts of the country at this time, and bore no reſpect to that general 
plague in the year 160 in the reign of the ſame king, mentioned by our Engliſh 
biſtorians; and which made ſuch terrible havock and devaſtation in London, and 
other parts of the kingdom. (See pp. 271. 667.) | 

Loughborough ſtands on a gravelly ſoil; the ſprings lying high, the water in 
ſome parts harder than in others, but in general pure and good; the wells are of 
no conſiderable depth, the air for the moſt part wholeſome, and its inhabitants heal- 
thy. Owing to a variety of entertaining landſcapes ſurrounding it, a fine tract of 
rich meadow ground, edged by the river, lying near it, good roads, extenſive proſ- 
pects, and pleaſant. walks about it, not forgetting that beautiful wood called Qua- 
rendon or Button wood, the delight of travellers; it is certainly by far the moſt 
agreeable ſituation in the whole county of Leiceſter.

The late open fields belonging to this town, known by the names of the Park- 
field, Middle-field, Wiadmill-field, Tuthill-field, and Burleigh-field, were all in- 
cloſed, according to the mode of the times, in the year 1761, as were allo the Over 
or Upper-meadow, and the Moor or Cow-paſture. 
The laſt horſe race in Loughborough meadow was on Sept. 20, 17 56. 
Cloſe. adjoining to the Park- field juſt mentioned, on the farther ſide thereof 
next the foreſt, lies Loughborough park, and the out-woods, the ſame being a 
park long ſince diſparked *; part thereof being on a hilly ground, and covered with 
wood, affords à delightful proſpect towards the town, whilſt other parts are con- 
verted into tillage and paſturage, for the uſe and benefit of the proprietors. 
Through theſe grounds runs a rivulet called the Wood · brook down to the town ot 
Loughborough, and through the ſame, formerly well repleniſhed with trout. and 


Another park thereto adjoining, called from the keeper's name Norton park, was imparked by 
Henry Earl of Huntingdon in the reign of Queen Elizabeth; and diſparked about the year 1630. 
| 5 * 2 cray- 
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cray-fiſh. At the town's fide it ſupplies a water-mill, called the Malt-mill ; and 
paſling the ſame, through the lordſhip, runs into the Soar. 

Within half a mile of the town, on the road leading towards Nottingham, begins 
a Chain of ſtone-bridges, which is continued on for half a mile more, near to Cotes; 
where the laſt of theſe bridges, having not leſs than thirteen arches for the paſſage 
of the river, terminates the ſaid chain. 

Hard by, upon the ſaid river, at about half a mile diſtant from each other, ſtand 
two ancient corn-mills, called Loughborough mills, though with' more propriety 
King's mills, as they belong to the Crown, and are granted out to the Earls of 
Huntingdon as lords of the manor, on a certain fee-farm rent made payable by 
them to the preſent Sir James Daſhwood's family. 

In the town of Loughborough there is a free-grammar ſchool ſtanding in the 
Eaſt angle of the church- yard, and conſiſting of two rooms, one above, the other 
below, diſtinguiſhed by the names of the high, and low ſchool ; both of them not 
many years ſince flouriſhing, and in good reputation; but by ſome means or other, 
to the manifeſt detriment of the place, the high ſchool is now let down and @rindled 
to nothing, 'whilſt the low ſchool, by perhaps more care taken, is ſtill preſerved in 
good condition. The preſent annual ſalary allowed the upper maſter is 40l. with 
a large convenient houſe for boarders ; the under maſter's ſalary is gol. with a ſmall 
dwelling-houſe annexed ; both which ſalaries, as I am informed, the feoffees, of 
whom 1 ſhall preſently make further mention, are impowered to raiſe or diminiſh 
at their diſcretion, This ſchool, as appears by an inſcription placed over the door 
(ſee p. 485), was founded by Thomas Burton in 1496, and re-built in 1748. 

rom an abſtra& of ſome writings lately put into my hands by a friend or two 
amongſt the feoffees, I find that the town and pariſh of Loughborough ſtood in a 
very eminent degree indebred to the fortunes and eftates of the ſaid Thomas Bur- 
ton, a gentleman and inhabitant of the ſaid town, who died in the year 1496; how, 
and in what manner, will appear as follows; viz. that by a deed of feoffment 
dated the 2gth day of April, 1495, Thomas Burton, of Loughborough in the 
county of Leiceſter, the elder, merchant of the ſtaple at Calais, granted and con- 
firmed to Richard Lymingdon, otherwiſe Lemington, of Loughborough aforeſaid, 
merchant, and others, all his lands and tenements in Loughborough aforeſaid, 


* Willoughby on the Woulds, Eaſt Leke, Harby, Statherne, and Thruſſington; 
and in the ſame year (149 5), by letter of attorney impowered one Thomas Barker 


to enter upon all the ſaid lands and tenements, and in his name to deliver the ſame 
me the full and peaceable ſeifing of the ſaid Richard Lymingdon and others, as 
Above. 
Theſe lands and tenements, as far as it appears, were by feveral deeds of feoff- 
ment continued down to the reign of Queen Elizabeth, during whoſe reign, a com- 
laint ws made in chancery, an order was ifſued from thence dated in June 1596, 
y Sir Nicholas Bacon, then lord keeper, directing that if any diſpute ſhould ariſe 
touching the miſapplication of the rents and profits of the ſaid lands, or the choice 
of new feoffees, the ſame' ſhould be determined by the lord chancellor, or lord

geeper for the time being; or by the judges of the circuit wherein ſuch lande 
ſhould lie. 6 5 3 

After this, in the 3th year of the ſaid Queen (1596), a fine was levied by Ri- 
chard Parkyns, of Bunny in the county of Nottingham, Eſq. and John Brown, of 
Loughborough aforeſaid, clerk, who were at ſuch time enfeoffed in the ſaid lands; 
and who, by a deed of feoffment conſequent on the ſaid fine, did affign the. ſaid 
lands to Simon Mudd, and other perſons in the ſaid deed mentioned, declaring: the 
uſes of the profits thereof in the following words: 

« Upon this ſpecial truſt and confidence, and to the intent, that the ſaid Tho- 
mas Mudd, &c. ſhall permit all the revenues, iſſues, and profits of the ſaid lands, 
to be employed towards the relief of the poor people: which. now are, or ſhall be 
hereafter inhabiting within the ſaid town of Loughborough, and towards the making, 
amendment, maintenance, and repairs, from time to time, of fifty arches of the 
bridges in and about the ſaid town of Loughborough, be they more or lels,. and all 
ether the bridges which have been accuſtomed to be repaired at the common charge 
of thegſaid town, and towards the maintenances of, and keeping a free ſchool in 
the ſaid town of Loughborough, and for and towards the diſcharge and payments 
of fifteenths, taxes, muſters, wars, and other common charges and impoſitions-upon the- 
ſaid town of Loughborough, wherewith the ſaid inhabitants thereof ſhall or may be 
charged, and in-eaſe and relief of the poor-people of the ſaid. town for the time- 
being; and alſo ſhall permit and ſuffer the ſaid yearly rents, iſſues, &c.. of the ſaid 
lands, to be gathered by ſuch as ſhall be appointed to be bridgemaſters. within the 
ſaid town, and the ſaid bridgemaſters to be yearly choſem by the moſt reputed, ho- 
neft, and ſubſtantial men in the ſaid town; and = diſpoſitions of the profits of the 
ſaid lands to be to ſuch of the uſes-aforeſaid; as the ſaid bridgemaſters for the 
time being ſhall think fit, and to none other uſe or otherwiſe ; and then when ſe- 
4, or eight of the ſaid feoffees are dead, the number of them to. be made up 
twelve.“ | 7 

The aforeſaid lands were by another deed of feoffment, made in the ſixth year of- 
James I. made over by the ſaid John Brown, clerk, aforementioned, and Robert 
Blunt, rector of Walton on the. Woulds, to Geoffry Goodwin, . Thomas Hebb, Ro- 
bert Henſhaw, James Slack, Robert Welland, Richard Smith, Magnus Barfoor, 
Edmund Tiſley, George Sareſon, John Fowler, Humpbry Blower, Iſaac Woolley, 
in whoſe hands the truſt continued till the ſixth year of Charles I. when a complaint 
was exhibited in chancery againſt the ſaid Tiſley, Hebb,.Henſhaw, Sareſon, Blower, 
Fowler, and Woolley, the then ſurvivors of the ſaid feoffees ; whereupon, by virtue 
of an act of parliament made in the 43d year of Queen Elizabeth, a commiſſion for 
charitable uſes was iſſued out of that court directed to John Levinge, and John 
Davenport, Eſqrs. Arthur Helderſham, John Brown, John Foxcroft, John Porter, 
and Henry Abberly,. clerks, as alſo John Holt, gent. ; which commiſſioners having 
by a jury impannelled by the high ſheriff of the county enquired into the eſtates be- 
longing to the ſaid town of Loughborough, and the uſes and abuſes thereof, and 
upon hearing the whole matter, it was decreed that the rents and profits of the. 
Lands ſhould be employed to the maintenance of a free-ſchool, repairs of the bridges,

highways, and other good and charitable uſes in the ſaid town of Loughborough, 
and that the bridgemaſter ſhould be choſen one year by the feoffees, and another 
year by ſuch inhabitants as are aſſeſſed to the relief of the poor, and that he ſhould 
give ſufficient ſecurity: to the miniſter and churchwardens of the pariſh for the time 
being; and it was alſo deereed that the aforementioned George Sareſon, Humphry 
Blower, John Fowler, and Iſaac Woolley, ſhould no longer act as feoffees; where- 
upon they made a choice themſelves, . and appointed the aforeſaid John Davenport, 
Eſq. John Brown, clerk, &c. But upon objections made to this freſh choice, Tho- 
mas lord Coventry, lord keeper, ordered a competent number of the principal in- 
habitants of Loughborough to be laid before him, both by the plaintifls and de- 
- fendants, and, according to the aforeſaid order made by Sir Nicholas Bacon, choſe 
twelve feoffees out of the ſaid liſts; but confirmed the decree made by the ſaid 
commiſſioners in every other particular. | 
Finally, in Oliver-Cromwell's time, on another complaint made againſt John Al- 
len and others, at that time feoffees, an inquifition was taken at the Biſhop's Fee, 
near to the borough of Leiceſter, on the 14th of January, 1652, by virtue gf a com- 
mi ſſion out of the ſaid court, directed ro Thomas Beaumont, John Goodman, Tho- 
mas Pochin, and John Pratt, Eſqrs. and Andrew Collin, gent. when by a decree 
for ſuch purpoſe iſſued, dated the 21ſt day of February, in the year 1652, the ſaid 
feoffees were all fined for neglect, and abuſe of their truſt; rhe ſaid Allen too, having 
bought an houſe of the value of 96l. in his on name, with the money belonging 
to the truſt, was obliged to refund it; and by the ſaid decree it is ordered, that the 
rents and profits of the eſtates ſhall be employed to ſuch uſes and fot ſuch purpoſes 
as are mentioned in the ſaid deed from the aforeſaid Richard Parkyns, Eſq. and John 
Brown, clerk, to Simon Mudd and others; the particulars whereof are before re- 
cited. And thus the whole matter ſtands to this day, ſaving that the value of the 
ſaid eſtates hath been greatly improved by the late incloſures and alteration. ef the 
times; the yearly ſum or income whereof now amounts to 390l. and upwards; the 
lands lying and being in the pariſhes of Loughborough, Hoton, Thruſſington, 
Stathern, Harby, and Long Whatton, in the county of Leiceſter; and in thoſe of 
Sutton, Great Leate, and Willoughby, in the county of Nottingham. 
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Beſides the aforementioned eſtate of Burton's, Loughborough is farther benefited

Mansfield's gift, 40s: a year, to twenty poor men at 2s. each. 

Hawley's gift of 20s. a year, to ten poor widows; at 28. each. 


Next, as to the town of Loughborough. And whatever herein might formerly 
have been deemed fair buildings, at the time when Burton wrote the hiſtory of the 
county, I cannot poſitively fay; bur it is certain that at the time of my writing this 
[1770 they are in general but very indifferent; the beſt, comparatively ſpeaking 
o: however, not the leaſt tincture of elegance graces any one ſingle building in the 
whole place. | 

A great part of the town belongs to the Earl of Huntingdon; and the greater 
part of the worſt buildings fell to his lordſhip's ſhare. Should a fire happen here | 
with a high wind, what owing to the thatch and rotten timber, the devaſtion enſuing. 9 
muſt in all probability be very terrible. 

And now I am obſerving what might happen, let me not omit ſaying what has | 
heretofore already happened by fire ;. for by an old church brief now under my in- 
ſpection, dated March 1, 1668-9, it appears that two dreadful fires had happened 
inthe preceding year (as related already in p. 483, where, for“ 1666,” r. * 1668”). - 
The firſt of theſe two fires is ſtill known by the name of Webſter's fire; as it is ſaid 
to have firſt began in a malt-kiln in one Webſter's yard, in a ſtreet called the 
Woodgate, in this town. The latter happened in an obſcure place in the outſkirts 
thereof, called the Bear's-hole; fince which time, and ſome time in the year 17.., 
another terrible fire happened in the ſame ſtreet, viz. the Woodgate, which burnt” 
furiouſly, and did much damage; this is called Jefferies fire, as beginning near his 
dwelling-houſe, in ſome of his out buildings; and indeed the chaſms betwixt the 
houſes now ſtanding in that ſtreet, are plain judications of the abovementioned cala- 
mities. 0 

June 6, 1645, there fell the violent ſtorm of hail “ deſcribed in p. 485; and on 
Thurſday March 5, 1761, a fire in the Ruſhes at noon, with a very high wind, 
which greatly endangered the town. | 

On Thurſday July 31, 1735, there happened here a very violent rain, attended 
with thunder and lightning ; it began about ten o'clock in the forenoon; and held 
for rwp hours without intermiſſion ; at noon it abated for a very little time; then re- 
turned, and continued with as much violence as before for near three hours ſucceſ- 
fively, which on a ſudden occaſioned ſo great an inundation in the North-weſt parts

of the town as was never known in the memory of man. The torrent of water ran 
with great impetuoſity even down the lower fide of the market-place knee - deep, 
and filled the ſhops, and little lower than the middle of the Swan-ſtreet it would 
ſwim a horſe. Many families near the brook were driven up, and confined for ſome 
time in the upper ſtories of their houſes. | 

At the lower end of the market-place, on the ſame ſpot of ground- where the old 
croſs ſtood, ſtands the preſent butter and hen croſs, the lated roof whereof is ſup- 
ported by eight round brick pillars ſet up in an octagon form, arched above from 
one to the other; with an aſcent of four ſtone gradations, or ſteps on the inſide. 
This building was erected in the year 1742; ou the ſummit hereof is fixed a ſpindle 

in a ball, bearing the four cardinal points of the compaſs, E. W. N. S. with a 
proper vane, ſhewing the ſitting of the wind, topped with an earl's coronet, all of 
wrought iron manufacture. 

Cloſe to one fide of this ſtructure is placed Hudibras's wooden fail, or pariſh 
ſtocks. Near to the croſs alſo is one of the principal inns, known by the name of 
the George and Dragon. | | 

On the upper end of the ſaid market-place ſtands a ruinous brick edifice, called 
the Court Chamber, where is annually held the lord's leet ; and which, by an in- 
ſcription over the door, appears to have been built in the year 1688, but does no 
more honour to the architect than the ſhambles and ſhops beneath it. 

Adjoining to the ſhambles, in an obſcure corner, is a ſmall priſon, or black hole, 
for the confinement of vagrants and diſorderly perſons. 

A few paces lower from the court chamber, on the North-weſt fide of the ſtreet, 
is the corn market, where ſtands an old whipping-poſt, ſome years ago plentifully 
encircled with bags of corn on a market-day ; but of late, by artful management, 
and the iniquitous combinations of avaricious farmers, there has hardly been ſer 
out a fingle bag ; but the grain in general hath been bought and ſold in the public 
inns and ale-houſes, by ſample. | | 

Lower down in the market-place, and on the other fide extending near to the 
croſs, ſtands, detached from all other. buildings, a row, or rather clump, of mi- 
ſerable bouſes, with petty ſhops belonging to them; an unſeemly nuiſance, which 
if removed would render the ſtreet now ſpacious and uniform. 

This market, not only in reſpect to corn but all other hinds of proviſions, is got 
abundantly dearer than before the late incloſures took place. Forty years ago, or 
perhaps ſomewhat Jeſs, the malt trade was very briſk here and extenfive, but is re- 
duced to little more than a home conſumption ; not is trade in general to be boaſted 
of in this place. The chief manufactures at preſent carried on here, are wool- 
combing and frame-work-knitting ; but I know not of any perſon in the pariſh that 
bath made a fortune by either. | 

Beſides the old fairs aforementioned, there are fince two new on:s added to the 
number, or rather old ones new-revived, in the year 1730, which are annually 
held in the ſpring ſeaſon, viz. one on the 28th of March, the other on the 25th of 
April, chiefly for ſheep and horned cattle ; and theſe, I am informed, anſwer very 
well. As to Holy Thurſday fair, commonly ſo called, it is no fair by grant or 

| : procla- 
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proclamation, but only a cuſtomany, refort of numbers of young people to Lough- 
borough on that particular day, for their pleaſure and amuſement. 

From the croſs, as the centre, branch out ſome of the principal ſtreets of this 
town; that is to ſay, Southward through Huckſter's-row, the High ſtreet or High- 
gate, being the high road to Leiceſter, and fo to London; Weſtward, the Swan» 
ſtreet, leading through the Ruſhes towards Derby; Northward, Silver-ſtreet and 
Church-gate, leading to the church, and forwards for Nottingham; whilſt the Mar- 
ket ſtreet, upwards, directs through the Ward's-end' to the parks, or along the 
Forelt-lane to the foreſt, | « 

At the bottom of the High-gate, and on the right from the croſs, ſtands the 
other principal inn, known by the ſign of the Bull's Head, the. Earl of Hun- 
tingdon's creſt, being his property, where the poſt-office and exciſe-office are at 
prelent kept. A great part of this inn was re-built in 1754 and 1755, and is made 
far more commodious for the reception of gueſts than it was before. 

Nearly oppoſite to this houſe runs a long ſpacious ſtreet- called the Baxter-pate, 
leading upwards to the common bake-houle, which faces the top thereof. Why 
this ſtreet is called the Baxter- gate I am not clear: the tradeſman here, denominated 


a baker, in Scotland is called a baxter ; therefore, perhaps, as leading to the ſaid 


common bake-houſe, the only one, formerly, in the whole town, and to which con- 


ſequently there was in thoſe days great reſort, it might poſſibly take us name of 
Baxter, or Baker's-gate. 


Turning ſhort at the top of this ſtreet on the right, is a ſtreet called the Pinfold- 


gate, as running towards and beyond the pinfold or common pound, and a ſorry 
ſtreet it is. 

Turning ſhort to the left, commences another ſtreet called Sparrow-hill, unitin 
with the upper end of the church- gate, at the great entrance into the church- yard, 
paſſing at the ſame time on toward the town's end for Nottingham road. 

The laſt ſtreet I ſhall think worth my while to mention is the Wood-gate ; this, 
being perhaps the moſt ſpacious ſtreet in the town, would, if the buildings were 
good, make an handſome figure. In former times it was the principal road to 
thoſe extenfive woods which then ſpread over the whole face of Charnwood. 

The pavement of the ſtreets in general, chiefly owing to the weight and number 
of heavy carriages paſſing thereon, are but in an indifferent plight, conſequently 
very dirty in bad weather, and moye eſpecially ſo, as there is no public ſcavenger 
appointed to Femove and carry away the dirt. 


Towards the upper end of the church-gate, on the right hand (going up the 


ſtreet) ſtands a very ancient ſtone building, for many years known by the name of 


the Old Gaol, which in 1753 was repaired, ſtuccoed over, and beautified, 
and was then appropriated to the uſe of the higa ſchoolmaſter, for the re- 
ception of his boarders. Before the ſaid alteration, notwithſtanding it had been 
inhabited from time to time by various perſons, and, as ſome ſay, by Burton the be- 


nefactor aforementioned ; from the thickneſs of its walls, the particular form of the 


{tone door-caſes, its windows croſſed with iron bars, a dark deep cell in one cor- 
Rer of the houſe reſembling a dungeon, and other diſmal marks of durance, it hath 
5 Z always 
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always wora the appearance of a priſon ; but ag what period of time it really was 
ſuch, is not at this day known. 

Farther up, and oppoſite to the broad entrance into the chureh-yard, ſtands the 
houſe (though of late years much modernized) where formerly dwelt Baron Haſtings. 
of Loughborough, whom Burton ſpeaks of ; and in the Cunnery inclofure behind 
the ſaid hall or houſe, which at that time of day was uſed as a rabbit-warren for 
the ſervice of the family, formerly ſtood, as it is ſaid, a chapel for the private uſe 
of the ſame ;z and at the bottom of the ſaid inclofure or warren there are yet the 
remains of a large fiſh- pond, called now the Cunnery pool, belonging to the ſaid 
hall-houſe. From the faid warren, and cloſe adjoining thereto, lie many other 
ſmall old incloſed parcels of land, part of the ſame eſtate, which, on account of a 
their vicinity to the town, let well, and are called the Cunnery-cloſles. 

Loughborough conſiſts but of one pariſh, to which belong two hamlets, Wood. 
thorpe and Knight-thorpe, each about a mile, or ſomewhat more, from the town, 
having their proper officers and maintaining their own poor. 

Within the ſame pariſh alſo, and about the ſame diſtance off, Weſtward, ſtands 
upon an eminence near to the foreſt, Burleigh hall, a neat box, now belonging to 
Benjamin Tate, Eſq. which commands 8 pretty proſpects round the adjacent 
country. L | 

On a ſpot of ground in the higheſt part of the town, Northwards, ſtands the 
Church; at the Welt end whereof riſes a ſtrong handſome tower, adorned with 
proper battlements. On the cornices of the ſteeple were once four tall beautiful 
pinnacles of exquiſite workmanſhip, with vanes or fans ſpiring above them, topped 

with coronets; theſe being by a violent wind, which happened in February 1715, 
known in this county by the name of Bird's wind, ſuddenly blown down, were ſome 
time afterwards ſubſtituted by the four ordinary and ſhabby pinnacles now ſtanding, 
which, it muſt be confeſſed, are in beauty no ways equal to the tower. 

The height of this tower from the ground to the ſummit of the preſent pinnacles 
meaſures 35 yards, and the ſteeple contains fix bells and a clock; the bells were by 
fubſcription all new eaſt at Kettering in Northamptonſhire in the year 1753. 

The ſtone with which the tower is built is firm, hard, and durable; and within 

the arch of the Weſt or belfry window, without-ſide the church, are ornamentally 
cut in ftone-work ſeveral coats of arms, portcullifles, and other devices. 

The church itſelf ſeems, by the ſtone it is built of on the outſide, to be a very an- 
cieat firufture, much more ſo than the tower juſt mentioned; and, as an argument 
to prove it ſo, the church and tower are buildings apparently diſtin& from each other, 
they being not tieg-in together, nor are they ſeemingly of the fame kind of ſtone, 
The infide of the church is capacious and noble, conſiſting of three ailes, the roof 
upheld by regular handſome arches, ſupported by able pillars; the whole fabric 
extending itſelf (including the tower and chancel) on the infide from Eaſt to Weſt 
in length 156 feet; in breadth from North to South 67 feet; in height over the 

middle aile to the roof 45 feet. | 

The church was new pewed in a handſome and regular manner, by ſubſcription, 
with Engliſh oak, in 1747, Richard Sanſome and Robert Worth being the _— 

| wardeDs z; 
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wardens ; the pews alſo were duly numbered; a pulpit likewiſe, and ſounding- 
board of Norway oak, of neat workmanſhip, with a good and convenient reading- 
deſk of Engliſh oak, were ſoon after put up on the ſame ſport, and againſt the ſame 
pillar where the old ones ſtood. 

At the upper end of the North alle is a large veſtry-room, for the keeping of 
the veſtments and communion-plate ; and for the tranſaction of pariſh buſineſs. 

Over the arched entrance out of the church into the chancel are the king's arms 
painted on the wall, done in the reign of King William, near which are alſo the 
arms and creſt. of the Earls of Huntingdon, formerly patrons of this living. On 
the North wall are the Lord's Prayer and the Apoſtles Creed; and below them 
near the door are handſomely executed, in water colours, the portraits of Moſes and 
Aaron duly habited, ſupporting the two tables of the Ten Commandments, | 

Nov. 4, 1775, the King's arms were freſh painted, and finiſhed for the church, 
by Baguall. | 

At the Weſt end of the church, dividing the ſame from the tower, is an arch 
carried up from the ground to a very great height, worthy of the ſpectator's ob- 
ſervation, which formerly lay open to the belfry; but ſuch communication is now 
ſtopped. | 

Here is alſo a gallery, or loft, erected in the year 1713 ; the four front boxes 
or pews whereof were purchaſed at the rate of 5]. each, by ſome of the better fa- 
milies then in the pariſh, as frecholds to their houſes. Behind theſe are ſeveral rows 
of long ſeats, aſcending gradually above one another, on either fide of the loft, 
divided by a flight of ſteps riſing up to the door of a convenient ſeat, or rather ano- 
ther gallery, appropriated to the ſingers ; under this loft is the baptiſmal font. 

Burton mentions many coats of arms within the church belonging to ancient fa- 
milies, none of which are to be met with now. However, up and down in various 
places thereof, and on the walls, as I have been informed by thoſe who remem- 

ered them, were to be ſeen the manifeſt traces or appearances of divers Romiſh 
ſaints and other figures, the works of Popiſh times, which by repeated white-waſhe 
ings are now totally obliterated ; and I mylelf well remember a gigantic form of 
St. Chriſtopher bearing our Saviour on his ſhoulders, painted on the wall near the 
entrance by the great door into the church, on the right hand, over which door 
the figures of Time and Death yet remain. _ + p 

Near here is a repoſitory for the decrees, deeds, and other writings, relative to 
Burton's truſt and other charities. 

I cannot here omit mentioning the ingratitude of ſome of the inhabitants of this 
place, who in a rude unmannerly way rejected the noble and generous offer made 
the pariſh by the late worthy. rector the Rev. Thomas Alleyne, B. D. formerly fel- 


low of Emanuel College, Cambridge, of placing an organ in the church at his ſole 
expence ; and I have reaſon to ſay that I am pretty confident, had they not have 
thwarted his intention, he would have ſettled an annual ſalary for the maintenance 

of an organiſt for eyer out of his own eſtates. 
Throughout the ailes, and other parts of the church, are diſperſed a number of 
grave-ſtones, whoſe inſcriptions in general record little more of the perſon yo_ 
: 5 42 ut 
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but that he was born on one day, and died upon another; the whole hiſtory of 
his life being comprehended in thoſe two circumſtances that are common to all man- 
kind. However, thoſe that by their dates favour moſt of antiquity, I ſhall here 
mention : 


t. Engraved on a plate of braſs, in Latin, and in old text, is one of Giles Jor- 
dan and Margaret his wife; which Giles died in the year 1415. This is near the 
veſtry door, and is noticed by Burton. 


2. At the upper end of the middle aile, that of Gifbert Meering, gent. wilo 
died the 15th day of February, in 1481. This is alſo noticed by Burton; and fur- 
ther, that he, with two of his ſervants, Oliver Farnſworth and John Lilly, were 

ain in a quarrel at Loughborough at the ſame time. 


3. Thomas Marſhal, merchant of the Staple, and Agnes his wife; which faid 
Thomas died the 31ſt day of July, 1480 (fee p. 667). Here are the portraits of 
the ſaid two perſons, and underneath them thoſe of twelve children in braſs, all 
buried here (as I ſuppoſe) with their parents. This is near the laſt aforementioned, 
in a croſs aile facing the South. | | 


4. William Goodwin, in old Monkiſh verſe, cut alſo in braſs and old text (ſee

5. At the bottom of the middle aile lie buried the two Hicklings, viz. Bartho- 
lomew and John, recorded as benefactors to the town; John died July 21, 167:;

6. Juſt within the entrance, by the North door, into the church, is a ſtone laid 

down over the remains of the Rev. Mr, Martin, late maſter of the grammar-ſchool 
here. This I mention, not for antiquity fake, but for the ſake of the Latin inſerip- 
tion, penned by his ſon the Kev. Mr. Martin, of Gotham in Nottinghamſhire, fone

The lower part of this ſtone, containing the remainder of this inſcription, re- 
lative to Mrs. Martin, wife of the above Mr. Martin, being by accident ſhattered, 
and ſeveral of the words defaced, I made no farther attempt. 


In the veſtry is a ſtone which covers the aſhes of Thomas Burton, on which is 
inſcribed as in p. 485. 


At the Eaſt end of the chancel of this church is a neat altar. piece of the Doric 
order, made of Norway oak, the entablatures whereof are ſupported by two pilaſ- 
ters, and two columns of the ſame order, but fluted with that of the Corinthian. 

The communion-table is alabaſter, ſupported by a wrought-iron frame painted 
and gilt, ſtanding on a ſtone pavement, two aſcents or ſteps higher than the chancel 
floor, encompaſſed by a rail and bannifters of the ſame oak. 

The chancel is allo wainſcotted with the ſame; and at the lower end were erected 
fix pews of the like wood, belonging to the rector for the time being, three'whereof 
were, in the year 1763, converted by the then rector Mr, Bickham into one lagre 
pew for the uſe of his tamily. 

The floor of the chancel was alſo new-laid, part with Iarge quarries of Swithland 
late, and the remainder with grave-ſtones of the ſame ; and this was all done in the 
year 1748, at the ſole expence of the then rector Mr. Alleyne, who was alſo 
a generous contributor to the new-pewing of the church, the new-coating and 
hanging the bells, and towards the pulpit and ſounding-board aforementioned. 

The communion plate belonging to this church contiſts of two large filver flag- 
gons, given by the late Mrs. Dorothy Wilſon, of Knight-thorpe in this pariſh 5: two 
filver cups or chalices, with covers, one given by John Olderſhaw, of this pariſh, 
Eſq. who lies buried on the North outſide of this chancel, the other by Mr. Bar- 
tholomew Hickling, heretofore mentioned; two filver ſalvers (no name inſcribed), 
| faid to be a further gift of the ſaid Mrs. Wilſon ; and two filver plates to collect 
the alms in, being“ the gift of the late Edward Butler, LL. D. for the uſe of 
the pariſhioners in the church of Loughborough in the county of Leiceſter, 
« 1727,” as appears from a Latin inſcription engraven on the ſame. 


On the South ſide of this chancel is an ancient grave-ſtone, on which is ſtil] re- 


maining a plate of braſs, whereon are engraven the four following verſes in Monkiſh. 
pagling rhyme *:

On the North ſide of the chancel, and at the lower end, is a ſmall vault, covered 
with a large ſlate ſtone, in which lies buried Mrs. Catherine Meachum, who died 
April 17, 1726. She was daughter of Meachum, gent. who at that time 
lived at Loughborough, and generouſly beſpoke an altar-piece for the church; but 
on his receiving an affront here, he left the. place, and retired to Rugby in the 
county of Warwick, where he finiſhed his days; but during his life-time made a 
preſent of the ſaid altar-piece to the pariſh church of Dunwich in the ſaid county, 
where it was erected at the donor's expence. 


Againſt the North wall, and: at the upper end, is placed a ſubſtantial and bean- 
tifol monument of white marble (if kept clean) properly decorated and gilt; on 
the face of which is inſcribed, * Joanna Walters,“ &c. as in p. 490. 


On the left hand next to the above, is erected a monument of white marble for 
Dean Bright, formerly rector of this church, who gave meadow land in this pariſh, 
uſually valued at 10l. a year, for the reading of morning prayers on the week-days, 
The inſcription “ (as I am informed) was written by the learned Dr. Burnet, Maſter 
of the Charter-houſe, and runs as follows :

Within the church are kept in readineſs, on any ſudden alarm, two fire- engines; 
viz. a large one and a ſmall one. The firſt, it is ſaid, was many years ago purchaſed

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by the feoffees for the uſe of the pariſh; the laſt, one of Newſham's and Wrag's, 
it appears by the pariſh books, was purchaſed by their order Feb. 25, 1745, during 
the bridgemaſterſhip of the late Dr. Butler, for the ſame uſe, and coſt 261. 

Here are two churchwardens, one choſen by the miniſter, the other by the pariſh, 
as alſo two ſideſmen, who ſucceed the churchwardens in their office. 

The church-yard, or cœmetery, though nearly two acres and two roods of 
ground, ſeems not over-and-above ſufficient for the decent reception of the dead; 
on the South fide they are very much crowded ; and though fixty years ago there 
was not the mark of a grave to be ſeen, but of a felo de ſe, or excommunicated 
perſon, on the North fide, yet now this fide is nearly covered over with them, an 
argument of the late increaſed population of the inhabitants. Though it is plain, 
from the bones found in every grave now made, that this plot of ground hath been 
dug over heretofore ; and from a conſiderable number of pieces of decayed ſculls, 
and fragments of bones ſome years ago turned up in making one ſingle grave, in a 
line betwixt the North door and the oppoſite boundary wall; it is not improbable 
but that many of the bodies of thoſe who died of the aforementioned plague in this 
town were buried there. 


Beſides, a certain bye-law, to this day called the Dead-law, always reported to 


have been the road uſed, during that terrible time, for carrying the dead from the 


more interior parts of the town, to the place of their burial, ſeems to bend its di 
rection to the Weſt gates of the church-yard. | 
The grave-ſtones are of Swithland flate. 


A little diſtance from the faid gates ſtands the rectory or parſonage-houſe, ſeem- 
ingly an ancient, ſtrang edifice, built in the times when good "Engliſh oak was 


plentiful hereabouts, as appears by the roof of this building in the inſide. 
The patron of this church is Emanuel College, Cambridge, to which Society the 


living was given by Henry the third Earl of Huntingdon of the Haſtings family. 


This donation was made in the 28th year of the reign of Queen Elizabeth, two 
years only after the foundation of the college, which was in 1584, during the 
prefidency of the firſt maſter, the Rev. Dr. Chadderton, who lived to the age 


of 103 years. 'This donation was alſo afterwards conteſted with the college by 


George the eighth earl of this family in 1688; but determined in favour of the college. 


The living is a reEtory, valued in the king's books at 40l. 168. 3d. yearly tenths- 


4]. 18. 72d. and dedicated to St. Peter and St. Paul. This benefice, before the 
late incloſure, was reckoned, communibus annis, worth 3ool. a year; it is now (1770) 
ſaid to be worth more than g<ol. *

In December 1788, was diſcovered at Sapcote, in digging a 
ve under the North wall of the chancel, a large ſtone coffin, quite entice, which 
the Rev. Mr. Burrough, rector, cauſed to be opened. It contained a human ſke - 
leton, very perfect, turned almoſt black; and was afterwards, by his order, re · bu · 
ried, The coffin was made remarkably ſtrong: the lid raiſed in the middle about 
one inch and a quarter from the plain ſurface of the ſtone lid, of a white cement, 
on which were carved devices, the whole length of a human figure; one part was 
alſo in the form of a breaſt · plate, nearly reſembling what is ſketched: in Plate 
XXXI. fig. 14. (perhaps the Baſſet's arms); but no viſible inſcription. The whole 
appearance of the coffin was like that of a trunk, from the cement laid on, rifing 
gradually from the edges to the middle, and not concave under it; the inhabitants ſay 
it contained the body of ſome officer buried there in the time of the civil wars, as - 
the ſoldiers lay encamped on both ſides of the town; but more probably of ſome - 
grandee, buried there in the time of Lord Baſſet, or the Barons“ wars, which hap- 
pened in the time of Ralph Baſſet, who was ſummoned to Parliament as a Baron 
49 Henry III. They have been lately repairing and modernizing the chancel win- 
dow of the pariſh church; and as theſe reliques of painted glaſs may be thrown about 
with indifference, ſhould there be any curioſities, it is hoped ſome able antiquary 
will forward ſuch obſervations * as he may think of conſequence to amuſe the public, 
and. preſerve from oblivion the few remains of that noble and ancient family,

- ever wid the honour of her lineage, her forturſe was ſmall ; and about two years after her mar- 
riage; me was left a widow with one child, a daughter, and pregnant with another, having no 
means of ſubſiſtence but an annuity of 2ol. which her huſband: had purchaſed for her in England 
immediately after his marriage. In this diſtreſs ſhe was taken with her daughter into the family 
of Godwin, her huſband's eldeſt brother; and on the zoth of November, 1669, 'ahourſeven months 
after her huſband's death, ſhe was delivered of a ſon, whom ſhe called Jonathan in remembrance 
of his father, and who was afterwards the celebrated Dean of St. Patrick's, In 1669 ſhe quitted 
the family of Mr. Godwin Swift in Ireland, and retired to Leiceſter, During the remainder of 
her life ſhe was treated by ber ſon with the utmoſt duty and affetion;; . and. ſometimes viſited 
him after bis ſettlement at Laracor. She died in 2710, as appears by a memorandum in one of 
the accompt-books which Dr. Swift always made up yearly, and on each page enteted miuutely all 
his receipts and expences in every month, beginning his year from Nov. rt, He obſerved the ſame 
method all his life-time till his laſt illneſs. At the foot of the page which inddudes his expences 
in the month of May 1710, at his glebe-houſe in Laracor, in the county of Meath, where he 
was then reſident, are theſe remarkable words; which ſhew at the fame time his filial piety, 
und the religious uſe which he thought it his duty to make of that melancholy event :— 
« Mem. On Wedneſday, between ſeven and eight in the evening, May 10, 1710, I'received a let- 
« ter in my chamber, at Laracor (Mr, Percival and Jo. Beaumont being by) from Mrs. Fenton, 
« dated May gth, with one incloſed, ſent from Mrs. Worrall at Leiceſter to Mrs. Fenton, giving 

1 „an account that my dear mother Mrs. Abigail Swift died that mortiug, Monday April 24, 
« 4-10, about ten o'clock, after-a long ſickiieſs, being ill all winter and lame, and extremely ill 

% month or fix weeks before her death. 1 have now loſt my barrier between me and death; 

God grant I may live to be as well prepared for it, as I confidently believe her to have been! 
« If the way to Heaven be through piety, truth, juſtice, .and charity, ſhe is there. J. S.“

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It is an anecdote not generally known in Swift's life, that 2 and Thomas Swift / 
were at that period, in conjunction with James Lee and Thomas Baſs, the owners 

of the ſtage-waggons ® from Leiceſter to London. The lady to whom Swift was 
then ſuppoſed to have paid his addreſſes was a Betty Jones, who was afterwards + 
married to a Mr. Perkins, an innkeeper either at Loughborough or Lutterworth,.. 
though probably the latter, as William Perkins was at that time owner of the Lute | i 
terworth waggon. A daughter of Mrs. Perkins, in January 1728-9, having been 
left a widow by one Giles, an Iriſhman, who pretended to be a barrack-maſter ge-- 
neral of Ireland, applied to the Dean for advice and aſſiſtance; on the ſcore of his 
former friendſhip for her mother and grandmother, the latter of whom was related 
to Dr. Swift's family. The young woman having brought with her ſome letters 


from his mother; the Dean tells Mr. Worral, “ he is ready to ſacrifice five pounds, - 
* on old acquaintance, to help the woman; though he ſuſpected her mother's let-- | 
ters to be counterfeit, as he remembered ſhe ſpelt like a kitchen-maid,?” | -

elleccions were made by ſuche way, maner, and fourme, as aforetyme hath been 
uſed and accuſtumed, in, of, and for, the ſame elections in the ſame bourgh ; and 
that the voices of every other perſone or perſones, other then been afore reherced, 
in all cleccions within the ſaid. towne, as to choſyng any officers of the ſame, be 
voide, and of none effecte in the Jawe. And over this, that all other officers of the 
Taid towne, that by dutie of their offices owe to be attendant upon the maire and 
. maires that nowe be, or that. herafter in the ſaid bourgh ſhall be electe, choſen, and 
made, only by the ſaid maire and his brethren for the tyme beyng,-or the more 
parte of theym, without aſſemble of any other perſones, inhabitauntes of, in, or for 
the ſame. Provyded always, that yf in the faid eleceions, or any of theym, the voices 
tbe evenly divided and equall for ſondry parties, then the voice of the maire for the 
| tyme 
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beyng, to ſtand and be reputed for 11 voices in the ſame election; and yf any 
eleccion or eleccions herafter happe to be made, of maire or maires in the ſaid 
rowne, in other wiſe then in this acte afore is reherced, then that elleccion or ellec- 
cions to be taken voide, and of no ſtrength ne eſſecte. And over this, be yt ordeyned- 
by the ſaid auctorite, that yf any of the inhabitauntes nowe beyng, or that herafter- 
ſhall be inhabited in the ſaid borough and towne, attempte or do to the breche, im- 
dyment, or lett, of this preſent acte; and then the ſaid perſone or perſones to 
orfeite the ſum̃e of xt. the moite-therof to be to the kyng, and the other moite-' 
to be to the maire of the faid rowne for the tyme beyng, to employe to the charges 
of the ſaid towne. And that it ſhall be lefull to the maire of the ſaid bourgh and 
towne for the tyme beyng, to cõytte every ſuch perſone or perſones, troblyng or 
lettyng the ſaid elleccion, to priſon within the ſame towne, and there to remayne 
without baille or maynprize, till the ſaid ſomme or ſommes of money be fully levyed 
and paide.

The honour of Leiceſter is of very great antiquity, as alſo a court leet held for 
the ſaid honour annually at Leiceſter, to which court all the men and tenants of 
' the ſaid bonour are ſummoned, and pay ſuit and ſervice ; within which honour is 

the town and borough of Leiceſter. 

The men and tenants of the ſaid honour have time immemorial been free, quit, 
and exempt from. payment of toll for all their goods and things, in and throughout 
the realm of England, and. had been ſo, ſo long ago as the 4th year of King Hen- - 
ry IV. for that king granted his letters mandatory, under the Great Seal of Eng- - 
land, at the town of Leiceſter, the-24th day of May, in the 4th year of his reign; -

The men and tenants of the ſaid honour of Leiceſter haue accordingly all along 
uſed and enjoyed the aforeſaid privileges and liberties. of . all places in England 
without any hindrance or moleſtation, upon producing a certificate under the hand 
and ſeal of the mayor of Leiceiter, ſignifying that the perſon therein named was a 
freeman of Leiceſter, and as ſuch entitled to the atorefaid privileges and liberties, 
when other perſons who have been in company have been obliged to pay toll. 


The form of the certificate, as granted by the corporation of Leiceſter: to a bur.

In the 11th year of Queen Anne a cauſe was tried between George Bent, 
gent. (one of the men of Leiceſter) plaintiff, and Thomas Gifbourne, Eſq. mayor 
of Derby, and Ifaac Barker, bis toll-gatherer, defendants, in an action of trover, 
for one heifer taken by defendants at Derby for non-payment of toll; which cauſe, 
by conſent of all parties, was tried at Nottingham, and the plaintiff ſacceeded 
therein 3 but the action being in trover, the point then in queſtion does not appear. 


In another cauſe, tried in 1743, between Thomas Ayre, the younger, plaintiff, 
and- john Hornbuckle, Eſq. mayor of Bedford, and John Marchant,” nis toll-gatherer, 
defendants, the following arguments were urged in the plaintiff's brief: 
Mr. Ayre the. plaintiff lives at Leiceſter, and is, and for ſeveral years paſt hath 


been, a very conſiderable grazier, and a freeman of the town of Leiceſter, and as 


to take his cattle to diwers fairs and markets in order to ſell them; therefore, that 
they might paſs and re-paſs unmoleſted upon account of toll, he obtained a certifi- 
cate, dated the 25th of March, 1735, under the hand of William Bruſhfield, then 
mayor of Leiceſter, and under the common ſeal of the ſaid town of Leiceſter, fig- 


titled to thè aforeſaid liberties and privileges; and Mr. Ayre hath, ſubſequent td 
ſuch certificate, taken his cattle to a great many fairs and markets, Which have al- 
ways been permitted to paſs and re- paſs toll-free, without any hindrance or moleſta- 


tion whatſoever, upon producing the ſaid certificate, until the inſtance now in 
queſtion, 


proper to ſend them to Newport Pagnell in the county of Bucks; and it being ne- 
cellary for them to paſs over the bridge over the river Ouze at Bedford, in their 
road to Newport aforeſaid, that they might paſs over the bridge unmoleſted, deli - 
vered his certificate to defendant Horhbuckle, then mayor of the town of Bedford,

toll paid for them, although. the plaintift's ſaid certificate was then produced t to 
him; but, after ſome diſpute, let them all paſs except the two ſteers in queſtion, 
which be ſtill ſtopped for the toll of the whole drove; and after ſome more time 
. ſpent in diſputing about the toll, the refidue of the drove being gone over the 
bridge along the road, plaintiff's ſervant was obliged to leave the ſaid two ſteers to 
the pleaſure of Marchant, and in his cuſtody upon or near to the ſaid bridge, in 
order to follow and take care of the others which were gone along the road. 
That Marchant, after having kept the ſaid two ſteers for about an hour upon or 


near to the ſaid bridge, impounded them; therefore plaintiff brought this action to

At the general board held next before Midſummer, a treaſurer ſhall be 
annually choſen out of the governors, who ſhall give ſecurity to ſuch perſons as the 
general board ſhall appoint, for the due accounting for all ſuch money as he ſhall 
weceive for the uſe of the Infirmary; and ſhall pay all ſuch bills as are ordered b 
the general, or weekly board, ſuch order being firſt ſigned by the ſecretary, | 

VIII. The treaſurer at every weekly board is to take the chair, or in his ab- 
ſence a chairman ſhall be appointed by the members then preſent; who ſhall have 
a caſting vote. And at every general board, the proceedings of the former, and 
at every weekly board the proceedings of the laſt weekly board, ſhall be read over; 
and all laws and orders made at one general board ſhall be in force until the next 
general board, but no longer, unleſs confirmed by two thirds of the governors 
preſent at ſuch ſubſequent general board; and all orders of the weekly committee 
are to continue in force till repealed by ſome ſubſequent weekly or general board.

A tahleg it rer ekley, church (ſee p. 42.) preſeryes the memory of two perſons of this name 
both braſiers, ifle on and the grandſon probably of this Mr. William Savidge. An apprentice to 
the laſt of them, now living, recollects there being a drawer full of theſe tokens in his maſter's 
hop, in good preſervation many of which were occaſionally uſed in the making of ſolder,

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A late aſſize tryal at Leiceſter* having rendered The Biſhop's Fee (ſee pp. 606, 
795.) an object of converſation in that town; Mr. Carte's deſcription of it is 
1 copied : ** The ancient Lords of Leiceſter were the Earls of Mercia and the 
biſhops +. The manor which the biſhops had lay iu the ſuburbs on the Eaſt fide 
of the town, in the pariſh of St. Margaret and in Knighton, containing of old 
thirty-two houſes and two churches. It is {till called the Biſhop's Fee, arid remains 
out of the juriſdiction of the town, though attempts were made in the reigns of 
Edward VI. and Queen Elizabeth to have it united to, and reduced under the 
government of it; but without effect. The biſhops made the parſonage of St. 
Ta a prebend of Lincoln, and the manor remained in them in 1138, as ap- 
pears by a bull of Pope Innocent III. dated 4 kal. of May in that year, confirming 
it to Alexander the then biſhop and his ſuccefſors; but it was very ſoon after this 
transferred to the Earl of Leiceſter, in exchange for the manor of Weſtcotes, and 
other lands. in Eſtfordeby and Segrave, under the title of the manor of Cnihinton 
or Knighton (as appears by Mon. Ang. vol. II. p. 315); and by Robert Boſſu, 
founder of-the abbey, -was given to.the monks there, and does now belong to the 
Duke of Devonſhire. The reſt of the town and ſuburbs belonged to the Earl 
of Mercia before the Conqueſt 1. Thus far Mr. Carte. | 
The following extract from Domeſday will ſhew the ſituation of the town when 
the poſſeſſions of the Earls of Mercia devolved to the Conqueror; and the fubſe- 
quent ſituation of the borough of Leiceſter will beſt be underſtood by a peruſal of 
the charters here printed 9. | | | 


* The caſe was argued in the Court of King's Bench, May 19, 1789, Blankley againſt Win- 
ſtanley and Burnaby, on an action of treſpaſs and falſe impriſonment againſt the defendants, who 
were juſtices of the peace for the county of Leiceſter, . for cauſing the plaintiff to be apprebended 
and ſent to the houſe of correction by virtue of a warrant iſſued by them, they not having any 
juriſdiction over The Bi/hop's Fee in the ſaid county, inaſmuch as it is within and under the ex- 
cluſive juriſdiction of the magiſtrates of the borough of Leiceſter, 'and not under the juriſdiction 
of the juſtices of the county. Plea, Not guilty,” A ſpecial verdict had been found on this cafe at 


the preceding affizes for the county of Leiceſter ;. which ſtated the borough of Leiceſter to be 


an ancient borough and body corporate, &c. and after citing ſeveral of the charters, ſtated the 
treſpaſs to have been committed within the pariſh of St. Margaret, commonly called The Bi- 
ſp1p's Fee, &c, The point on which the queſtion turned was, Whether the charter of Elizabeth, 
referring to former charters, has granted an excluſive juriſdiction to the borough magiſtrates 
over The Biſhop's Fee, or only a concurrent juriſdiction with the county juſtices ?* By the 
determination of the Court for the defendants, the juriſdict ion of-courſe becomes concurrent, See

By the Biſhops, is meant the Biſhop of Lincoln for the time being. At the time of the 
Domeſday Survey, Remigius de Feſcamp, the then Biſhop, held ten carucates of land in Leiceſ- 


ter, with two churches, and other large poſſeſſions; among which, he had land © extra murum, 


<tres bordarii, cum prefbytero, & x11'bordarii.”** The Archbiſhop of York had two houſes at 
that time in Leiceſter (with ſeveral carucates of land in Gartrey Hundred), the abbey of Coventry 
ten, the abbey of Croyland three; Hugo de Grenteſmainell had two churches and nearly 200

A Proclamation for feſlorcing Corporations to their antient Charters, Liberties, 
37 Rights, and Franchiſes, * | 

W HERE AS wee are informed that ſeveral! deeds of ſurrender, which have 
been lately made, by ſeverall corporations and bodyes corporate of and in our 
e RE | g ; 5 DEE cityes 
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cityes and townes, within our kingdome of England and dominion of Wales, of 
their charters, frauchiſes, and priviledges, are not yet recorded or enrolled; and 
that upon the proceedings and rules for judgement which have been lately had 
upon the Que Warrantos, or informations in nature of a 20 Warrants, judgements 
are not yet entered upon record; wheteupon notwithſtanding new charters have 
been granted in the reigne of our late deare brother and in our reigne; which ſaid 
deeds, being not enrolled or recorded, do not amount unto, or in law make any 
ſurrender of the charters, franchiſes, or liberties therein mentioned; and ſuch of the 
ſaid corporations or bodyes politique, againſt which rules for judgements bave.been 
made, in the lifetime of our late deare brother or fince, in our court of King's 
Bench, but no judgements entered upon record, are not diſcorporate or diſſolved; 
and that it is in our power to leave ſuch corporations in the ſame eſtate and con- 
dition they were in, and to diſcharge all further proceedings and effects that may 
be of ſuch rules for judgements and deeds of ſurrender: We doe hereby publiſh 
and declare, that, upon due ſearch and examination made, we have fatisfation that 
the deeds of ſurrender made by the corporations and bodyes politique of the ſaid 
cities and townes, except the corporations following, that is to ſay, Thetford, Not- 
tingham, Bridgwater, Ludlow, Bewdley, Beverley, Tewkeſbury, . Exeter, Don-

mouth, Danwich, St. Ives, Fowey, Eaſt Looe, Camelford, Welt Looe, Tintegall, 
Penryn, Truro, Bodmyn, Hadleigh, Leſtwythell, and Saltaſh, are not inrolled or 
recorded in any of our courts; and that though rules for judgements have paſſed 
upon informations in nature of a Quo Warranto againſt the corporations and bodies

And wee, of out meere grace and favour, 
being reſolved to reſtore and put all our cities, townes, and burroughs in Eng- 
land and Wales, and alſo our town of Barwick upon Tweed, into the ſame ſtate 
and condition they were and was in our late deare brother's reigne, before any 
deed of ſurrender was made of their charters or franchiſes, or proceedings - againſt 
them, or the corporations or bodies politique in or of the ſaid cities, townes, or 
burroughes, upon any Qu Warranto, or informations in nature of a -Quo:Warrants 
had; wee da hereby therefore publiſh, deelare, direct, and require, that the ſaid

p. 856. A Sketch of the Hiſtory and Antiquities of ELmsTEORPE; communi- 
cated by an ingenious correſpondent, who - ſubſcribes bimſelf HrizexLetgxsrs. 8 
ELMSTHORPE Ci. e. a village among Elms] derived perhaps the name from the 
many Witch and other Elms growing on this ſpot, as there are very old ones 
ſtandiag at this day z and the Saxon word thorp, or tharpe, fignifying a village. It 
is ſituated in the hundred of Sparkenhoe. William the Conqueror very probably 
gave this place to Hugh de Grentemaiſnel, baron of Hinckley, as he came over 
with him, and for his valiant behaviour gave him great poſſeſſions in Leiceſterſhire; 
and this, being ſo near Hinckley, was included in the gift, and of courſe took 
its riſe into a village. Burton tells us, © This manor was formerly the inheritance of 
Robert Beaumont, earl of Leiceſter, who gave it to Ernald de Bois.” In 7 RI 
chard I. Ernald de Bois granted it to William de Charnel, who bore * Azureza croſs 
engrailed + Or.”

Charles Cockaine, 
the eldeft-fon to Sir William, was created. Viſcount Cullen Aug. 1, 1642; and the 
eſtate came afterwards into the hands of Brian Lord Cullen, who refided at Elmf- 
thorpe, at the time of the civil War, 1644, only 22. years after Burton wrote. 

From Lady Noel, who bought Elmſthorpe of Charles Lord Cullen about the 
beginning of the reign of Queen Anne, it has deſcended to the preſent owner, 
Lord Viſcount Wentworth, Baron of Nettleſted in the county of Suffolk 

Elmſt horpe is bounded on the South by Sapcote and: Aſton: Flamvile; on the 
Weſt by Burbach and Bar well; on the North by Earl Shilton; and on the Eaſt by 

Stony Stanton. This lordſhip, from traditional accounts; is ſuppoſed to be one of 
the earlieſt ĩnelaſures in the kingdom by a ring fence, the uſual mode of -inclofing 
at that time, excepting it being afterwards divided into two or three diviſions for 
the convenience of farming. It is watered by a ſmall brook that runs through the

This place contains only four odd or lone farm-houſes, now in the tenure of Mr, 
Samuel Queenborough, Richard Fowke, John Lapworth, and Richard Garner, 
who occupy the whale of the lordſhip, about 1280 acres. 5 1 4. 

This town has been much greater many yeats ſince, but was depopulated about 
the reign of King Henry VII. Burton ſays, “ no houſes now remaining #1 uy 
but the chief houſe and, aneient church, which houſe. was afterwards the feat of 
Lord Cullen, but has long fince been pulled down, and Mr. Queenborough's farm- 
houſe built in its ftead. The ancient hall ſtodd on an eminence, and was a very large 
and extenfive bullding; and about forty, years ago the remains of the porter's lodge 
was taken down, and an old coat of arms, ſaid to be dated 1010, more probably 1610. 
From appearances it ſeems to have been the refidence of ſome reſpectable families, 
by the traces which now remain of the extenſive pleaſure- grounds, &c. In the gar» . 
den of the hal]-houſe was lately found a braſs ſeal (fee Plate XI. V. fig. 3), bearing 
the Charnel arms I (ſome what different from thoſe in Burton 3), Which probably is 
of great antiquity; but, as it is not much corroded, it was perhaps loſt in a part of 
the building that has not long been taken down. 3 : 

There is buried in the chancel of Rarwell church à Richard Breton, gent. late 
of Elmſthorpe 1659. On a plate of copper fixed in the wall are rudely etched 
the father and mother with the three ſons and four daughters, and the following 
inſcription :* * Here lyeth the body of Richard Breton, late of Elmidhorp. gent, 
ſonn to Robert and Alice Breton, of this pariſh, gent. tie had ro wife Elizabeth, 
the daughter of James Bayly, Eſq. by whom he had three ſons and four daughters.

c. Near this part, on the road fide, ſtands a-very large oak tree, which meaſures 


ſeven yards in cixcumference round the middle of the butt; once an orna- 
ment to Lord Cullen's pleaſure-ground, and now two or three hundred year; old. 
Near the houſe is alſo a remarkable large yew tree, which has ſtood a great num- 
ber of years to arrive at the preſent ſize; the girth being ten feet in the middle 
of the butt. Near the aforeſaid oak tree, and in different parts of the lordſhip, 
there have been ſeveral fiſh-pools, from ſmall ones to fix or ſeven acres apiece; one,

Burton ſays, the lordſhip is very large, exceeding good ground and fertile, and 
contains many good ſheep-paſtures in it.” But he ſeems to have been miſinformed, as 
one half or more of it is but of a cold quality, which lies very. flat and low; prin- 
cipally fo, except round the church and hall-houſe. Poſſibly he might only juſt viſit 
the charch and ancient houſe, round which is the beſt land, and not makiog re- 


- Tearches into the other parts of the lordſhip, gave his opinion from what he 


there ſaw. 80 lately as 60 years fince, the poor, cold land was overgrown with 


gorſe or furze. At the time Burton wrote, land was but of half the value as 


at this period, there being but- one houſe ſtanding. Perhaps only the beſt 
land was cultivated at that time ; the cold land run over with rubbiſh, and only 
now and then a piece ſet out for cultivation. Mr. Queenborough, who now 
lives at the hall, has a conſiderable quantity of the beſt land. Mr. Lapworth's 


- houſe was built about rwenty-five years ago, at his firſt coming to Elmſthorpe; 
for before him the family of the Bees (formerly Lord Cullen's groom, who built 


him a houſe next Shilton fields, though now not the leaſt veſtige remaining) held 


this farm. About eighty years ago was built the honſe now in the occupation of 


Mr. Fowke, for a Storer, who a few years kept it as a public-houſe, 
being on the road formerly leading from Market Boſworth to Lutterworth. The 
Fowkes* anceſtors came from Rodeley in this county to this place, in 1734.

+ Mr. Mounſey early in the year 1782 began the repair of the monuments, which took up much 
of his vacant time for near three years, He was not only the director, but the operator in every 
reſpect ; no werkman. ever entered the church but himſelf, not even a common labourer for the 
drudgery. All the carving, &c. was, from the beginning to the end, wrought with his own hands. 
"We have not been able to diſcover when the rectory-houſe (ſee p. 997.) was built. A part of 
it now pulled down was a large open hall ſupported by wooden pillars; adjoining to this was 
a building, part one, and part wood, apparently more anticut than the other, but containing 
nothing remarkable except a very high octagon freeſtone chimney, of good workmanſhip ; ſome 
of which ſtones were very large and fingle, having a true circular hole cut in the middle for the 
ſmoke to aſcend. Somewhere in the walls of this oid building was the fragment engraved in Pl. LII. 
In the whole pariſh are 188 families, and 772 inhabitants. By mentioning the families in every 
pariſh as well as inhabitants, one may form an average in different places of the inhabitants in a 
Family; and the average deaths at the time will ſhew in ſome meaſure the healthineſs of the place, 
which may ſtill be compared with larger towns, &c.

CLAYBROOK is pleaſantly ſituated on the raad between Hinckley and Lutter- 
worth in Leiceſterſhire. It ſtands upon the edge of Warwickſhire, from which it 
is divided by the Watling Street Road, which is interſected by the Foſs Road at 
a place called High Croſs, about two miles below the church. Camden conjec- 
ures, that High Croſs was the ſtation of the Bennones, or Venones, in the time 


near the ſpot where Claybrook now ſtands, there was a very flouriſhing Roman 
city, which in the time of the Saxons went by the name of Cleyce/ter. If ever 
there was ſuch a city, it may truly be ſaid, in the words of the Poet whom Camden 


quotes, Etiam ipſe periere ruine ! | 


There are two villages in Claybrook, the one called Great Claybrook, the other 
Little Claybrook. The church ſtands in the latter. The pariſh is populous and ex- 
renfive. It contains, beſides the two Claybrooks, the village of Ulleſthorpe, 
which is divided from Claybrook by a ſerpentine brook which flows into the Soar ; 
the lordſhip of Bitteſby, and the two chapelries of Wibtoft and Little Wigſton. 
The pariſh of Claybrook is bounded on the South and South-weſt by the Watling- 
- ſtreet Road, and by the pariſhes of Willey and Monkſkirby, in the county of 
Warwick; on the Weſt and North-weſt by Menkſkirby and Burbach; on the North 
by Aſton Flamvile, Sharnford, and Froleſworth ; on the Eaſt by Aſhby Parva ; and 
on the South-eaſt by Bitteſwell and Lutterworth. The greateſt length of the pariſh 


tains about 4000 acres of land: its diſtance from London is 93 miles, and from the 
county town 13 miles; the diſtance from Hinckley is 7 miles, and from Lutter- 
worth 4 miles. - | | ; 

At the General Survey made by William the Conqueror, it appears that Fulco

There are ten acres of land in this lordſhip, known by the name of The Poor: 


Plott, which by the act of incloſure were aſſigned to be held in truſt for the 
benefit of the poor of Clay brook Magna, and the profits to be diſpoſed of among 
them as the freeholders ſhould think fit. There are likewiſe about ſixteen acres and 
2 half in this lordſhip, held in truſt for the benefit of the whole pariſh, of which 


the annual rent is nine pounds, twelve ſhillings; which ſum is appropriated to the 


repairs of the pariſh church, as is alſo the rent of a little piece ot land in the 
ſame lordſhip, amounting to ten ſhillings a year. Theſe two ſums, added to the 
rent of a {mall cloſe in Claybrook Parva-(of which mention has already been made), 
make the annual amount of the profits, ariſing from the church-lands, eleven pounds, 


eleven ſhillings. © This ſum is regularly accounted for by the church-wardens, to the 


reſtry, in Eaſter-week ; and it has enabled them frequently to paſs their accounts 


without being obliged to aſk for a levy; or- at leaſt with ſo ſmall a balance in their 
favour as to have been liquidated by a very moderate aſſeſſment. X 


The annual rent of the lands and houſes in the lordſhip of Great Claybrook is 


rated, in the levy-book of the overſeers of the poor, at near a thouſand pounds ; 
and the poors rate is from 1s. 6d. to 28. in the pound, communibus amis ; the county 
rates, and conſtables expences, being included in that aſſeſſment. | 
Though the two Claybrooks have ſeparate poor-rates and overſeers, they are 
both ſubject to the juriſdiction of one conſtable ; and the land · tax in both lordſhips 
is collected by the ſame aſſeſſors: the annual ſum paid by them, at 48. in the pound, 
amounts to 1921, 10s. 57 * 10 
[ have already obſerved, that the hiſtory of the manor or manors of the two 
Claybropks cannot be traced with certainty lower than the/reign of Queen Eli- 
ꝛabeth. There was formerly in Claybrook' a confiderable family of the name of 
Byrd, who, I have been informed, about ſixty or feventy years ago, poſſeſſed the 
greateſt part of both the lordſhips ; but whether they were lords of the manor at 
any time, I have not been able to diſcover ; it appears indeed, flom the act of in- 
cloſure, that the common and waſte ground in Little Claybrook; which. the lords 
of Welton Court. now claim as their own, was claimed by the Byrd family a hundred 
years ago; but how chat claim came to be relinquiſhed by their ſucceſſors, or at 
what period, is uncertain. There is a lofty grove of elms cloſe to the Church of 
Claybrook, which marks the village of Little Clay brook at the diſtanee of many 
miles. This grove, which has long been the favourite reſidence of rocks, and 
which adds a very ſuitable ſolemnity to the church · yard - ſceuery, is claimed by the 
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Lords of Weſton Court as their property “; and it is hoped that neither the preſent 
lords, nor their ſucceſſors, will ever be cruel enough to diſpoſſeſs their cawin 
tenants, nor ſhew themſelves ſo devoid of taſte as to ſtrip this grove-of its honours, 
But to return to the Byrds. I can trace this family no farther back than 1681, 
at- which period the repreſentative of it was William Byrd +, Eſquire, who had 


been bred to the bar, and was a counſellor. His ſon Thomas Byrd, Efquire, 


who ſucceeded to the eſtate about the beginning of the preſent century, was a 
very active man, both in the public affairs of the county, and as a magiſtrate ; and 
it is ſuppoſed, that a good deal of his property in this pariſh had been acquired by 
means not the moſt direct and honourable 1. His name is ſtill kept alive in the

« of Members of Parliament, and by a Declaration of the ſaid Mr. Byrd's,” it is ſaid, ** his father 
© was the firſt of the family of any note, who, from a mean pedigree and eſtate, was brought up 
* to the law, as a barriſter ;” and from ſome application, little reading, and no modeſty, became 
thoroughly acquainted with that part of the dummum Jus which is deſervedly called Summa Injuria. 
By dry and artful infinuations he became the reſult of the country where he lived, and was made 
guardian and truſtee for many orphans and widows, How he diſcharged his duty, I need not tell 
you, In ore eff omnis popult.

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FOR LEICESTERSHIRE. 1937 
The reverend William Paul “ was born at Little Aſhby, a village within. two 
miles of Claybrook, in 1678. His father, Mr. John Paul, had a freehold eſtate in 
the pariſh of Aſhby, of about ſeventy pounds a year, and was à man of ver 
reputable character. His mother was daughter to Mr. Barfoot, of Street Fields, in 
Warwickſhire. They had five children, of whom William was the eldeſt. He was 
indebted for the firſt rudiments of his learning to the reverend Mr. Thomas Sea- 
grave, rector of a neighbouring village, called Leir. About the year 1697 he was 
removed to Rugby ſchool in Warwickſhire, where he remained for near two 
years, under the care of Mr. Holyoak, the maſter. From thence he went to Cam- 
bridge, and was admitted a fizar of St. John's College in 1698. He was afterwards 
made a ſcholar of that ſociety, and took his Batchelor of Arts degree in 1701. Soon 
after which he went into orders, and in 1705 became M. A. His firſt appoint- 
ment was the curacy of Carlton Curlicu, near Market Harborough in Leiceſterſhire; 
and he was at the ſame time chaplain to Sir Geoffry Palmer. From thence he went 
to Tamworth in Staffordſhire, where he was curate, and uſher of the free-ſchool. 
After having ſpent ſome time there, he removed to Nun Eaton in Warwickſhire, 
| where he continued, as curate to Mr, Foxcraft, till 1709, when the biſhop of Ox- 
ford preſented him to the vicarage of Orton on the Hill, in Leiceſterſhire, where 
he was inſtituted May 5. - 

He went, with a Mr. Gaſcoigne and others, to meet the Rebels when they were 
at Preſton, in Lancaſhire ; and I have been informed, that, on the Sunday before he 
went off, he preached a ſermon in his own church from the following text: 
« Thus faith the Lord God, remove the diadem, and take off the crown; exalt him 


the leaſt : and, on ſecond thoughts, we had as good compound, by leaving him any poſt here, to 
keep him out of the Houſe of Commons; for ſhould he be there, I conſider, when he is taught, 
like a Parrot, to ſay Yea and No, he may do the nation more miſchief by theſe two monoſyllables 
than all his elaborate noiſe and nouſenſe is capable of doing in this country. According to your 
deſire of news, I have ſent you the account above, and ſhewn you our new preſumptive Candi- 
date, as well as my inſufficient hand could draw him; but I am always eaſy when I write to you, 
becauſe-I know you good enough to forgive all my inabilities, I ſhall conclude in aſſuring you, 
that Sir Jeoffery Palmer, and Sir Thomas Cave, our other Candidates, are men of unblemiſhed 
reputation, both well deſcended, of ample fortunes, and ſuch as will never fee the landed in- 
tereſt go to wreck, if their voices can prevent it. They are / gentlemen of thought, reaſon, and 
underſtanding ; both their integrities have already been tried in Parliament; and the honour and 
reſolution of each of them is conſpicuous to all the world. How blind then we ſhould be, and 
what an odium we ſhould caſt on ourſelves, to leave either of theſe worthy gentlemen, and 
chooſe to be repreſented by an owl, I leave you and all the world to judge. =

On his way to Preſton, he was ſeized by Major Bradſhaw, and one Matthews, a 
Clergyman ; but was ſet at liberty again by Colonel Noel, a juſtice of the peace in 
that county. After this he went to Preſton, where, it is ſaid, that he read prayers 
w the Rebels three days together in the pariſh church, and prayed for the Pre. 
tender by the name of * King James the Third,” Juſt before King George's troops 
zoveſted that town, he made his eſcape ; and only calling in Leiceſterſhire by the 
Way, he came to London, and diſguiſed himſelf in coloured cloaths, a laced hat, a 
long wig, and a fword by his fide. In this diſguiſe he was accidentally met, and re. 
' cognized by the above-mentioned Thomas Byrd, Eſquire, who took him priſoner, 
and carried him before Lord Towaſhend, by whom, after a ſhort examination, in 
which he-would confeſs nothing, he was committed to the cuſtody of a meſſenger, 
and about a fortnight after was ſent to Newgate. On the 15th of June, 1716, he 
was brought to trial before the Judges in Weltminſter-Hall, having been arraigned 
on the 31ſt of May, and pleaded Not guilty ; but when he appeared at the bar to 
take his trial, before the jury were ſworn, he retracted his former plea, and pleaded 
Guilty. In mitigation of his crime, he alledged, that he had never taken the oaths 
to King George, and that, when he was among the Rebels, he diſapproved of many 
of their proceedings, and had taken the firſt opportunity to get away, which he 
actually did before the action at Preſton, However, he would not inſiſt on that, 
but threw himſelf on the King's mercy, fincerely repenting of his fault, and begged 
the interceſſion of the Court in his favour. After this, his plea being recorded, he 
received ſentence of death as in caſes of high treaſon ; in purſuance of which ſen. 
rence, he was on the 13th of July following drawn on a fledge from Newgate to 
Tyhurn. He went to the place of execution in the canonical habit of the Church 
of England; a circumſtance which greatly affected the ſpectators, and excited their 
ſympathetic feelings exceedingly in his favour. When he was removed into the carr, 
be began to read a ſpeech, vindicating the princip;es for which he was about to 
- Juffer, and containing ſevere reflections upon the Revolution; but he had not pro- 
ceeded far, before he was interrupted by ſome of the by-ſtanders, who told him, 
that was not a place to preach up rebellion and ſedition; upon which he ſtopped, 
and delivered his ſpeech to the Sheriffs, which was afterwards publiſhed, and which 
is here extracted from an authentic Diary of the Times N

J am juſt going to make my appearance in the other world, where I muſt give 
an account of all the a ions of my paſt life. And though I have endeavoured to 
make my peace with God, by ſincerely repenting of all my fins ; yet, foraſmuch as 
ſeveral of them are' of a public nature, I take it to be my duty to declare here, 
in the face of the world, my hearty abhorrence and deieſtation of them. And 
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Grſt I aſk pardon of God and the King, for having violated my Loyalty, by taking

« And as I aſk pardon of all perſons whom 1 have injured or offended, ſo I do 
eſpecially defire forgiveneſs of all thoſe whom I have ſcandalized by pleading guilty. 
Jam ſenſible that it is a baſe and diſhonourable action; that it is inconſiſtent with my 
duty to the King, and an entire ſurrender of my loyalty; human frailty, and too 
great a deſire of life, together with the perſuaſions of ſeveral who pretended to be 
my friends, were the occaſion of it. | 

« | truſt God, of his infinite mercy, upon my ſincere repentance, has forgiven 
me; and I hope all good Chriſtians will. You ſee, my countrymen, by my habit, 
that I die a ſon, though a very unworthy one, of the Church of England. But I 
would not have you think that I am a member of the Schiſmatical Church, whoſe 
Biſhops ſer themſelves up in oppoſition to thoſe Orthodox Fathers who. were un- 
lawfully and invalidly deprived by the Prince of Orange. I declare that Frenounce 
that communion, and that I die a dutiful and faithful member of the Nonjurin 
Church, which has kept itſelf free from Rebellion and Schiſm, and has pee 
and maintained true orthodox principles, both as to Church and State. And 1 
defire the Clergy, and all members of the Revolution Church, to conſider what

« Having aſked forgiveneſs for myſelf, I come now to forgive others. I pardon 
thoſe who, under the notion of friendſhip, perſuaded me to plead guilty. I heartily 
forgive all my moſt inveterate enemies, eſpecially the Elector of Hanover, my Lord 
Townſhend, and all others who have been inftramental in promoting my death! 
Father, forgive them! Lord Jeſus, have mercy upon them! and lay not this fin to 
their charge! © N | 

„The next thing I have to do, Chriſtian friends, is to exhort you all to return 
to your duty. Remember that King James the Third is your only rightful Sovereign 
by the laws of the land and the conſtitution of the kingdom; and therefore, if 
you would perform the duty of juſtice to him which is due ta all mankind, you 
are obliged in conſcience to do all you can to reſtore him to his Crown; for it is 
his right, and no man in the world befides himſelf can lawfully claim a title to it; 
and as it is your duty to ſerve him, ſo it is your intereſt, for till he is reſtored the 
nation can never be happy. You ſee what miſeries and calamities have befallen 
theſe kingdoms by the Revolution; and I believe you are now convinced by woeful 
experience, that ſwerving from God's laws, and' thereby putting yourſelves our of 
his protection, is not the way to ſecure you from thoſe evils and misfortunes Which 
you are afraid of is this world. Before the Revolution, you thought your religion, 
liberties, and properties, in danger; and I pray you to conſider how you have pre- 
ſerved them by rebelling. Are they not ten times more precarious than ever? Who 
can ſay he is certain of his life or eſtate, when he conſiders the proceedings of the 
preſent Adminiſtration ? And as for your Religion, is it not evident, that the ye 
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lution, inſtead of keeping - out Popery, has let-in Atheiſm? Do not Hereſies abound 
every day! and are not the teachers of falſe doctrines patronized by the great 
men in the Government? This ſhews the kindneſs and affection they have for the 
Church ;: and, to give you another inſtance of their reſpe& and reverence for it, 
_ You are now going to ſee a Prieſt of the Church of England murdered for doing his 

duty; for it is not me they ſtrike at ſo particularly, but it is through me that they 
would wound the prieſthood, bring a diſgrace upon the Gown, and a ſcandal upon 
my ſacred function; but they would do well to remember that he who deſpiſes 
Chriſt's Prieſts, deſpiſes Chriſt; and who deſpiſes him, deſpiſes him that ſent him. 

And now, beloved, if you have any regard to your country, which lies bleeding 

under theſe dreadful exttemities, bring the King to his juſt and undoubted right; 
that is the only way to be freed from theſe misfortunes, and to ſecure all thoſe 
rights and privileges which are in danger at preſent. King James has promiſed to 
protect and defend the Church of England; he has given his royal word to con- 
ſent to ſuch laws which you yourſelves ſnall think neceſſary to be made for its pre- 
ſervation; and his Majeſty is a Prince of that juſtice, virtue, and honour, that you 
have no manner of reaſon to doubt the performance of his royal promiſe. He 
ſtudies nothing ſo much as how to make you all = and happy; and whenever he 
comes to his kingdom, I doubt not but you will be fo. | 
hall be heartily glad, good people, if what I have faid has any effect 
upon you, ſo as to be inſtrumental in making you perform your duty. It is out of 
my power now to do any thing more to ſerve the King, than by employing ſome of. 
the few” minutes | have to live in this world, in praying to Almighty God, to 
ſhower down his bleihogs ſpiritual and temporal upon his head, to protect him and 
reſtore him, to be favourable to his undertaking, to proſper him here, and to 
reward him hereafier. I beſeech the ſame Inſinite Goodneſs to peſerve and defend 
the Church of Eagland, and to reſtore it to all its juſt rights and privileges. And 
laſtly, 1 pray God, have mercy upon me, pardon my fins, and receive my ſoul into 

his everlaſting kingdom, that with the Patriarchs, Prophets, Apoſtles, and Martyrs, 

I may praiſe and magnify; him for ever and ever. Amen. | 
As to my body, brethren, I have taken no manner of care of it; for 1 value 
not the barbarous part of the ſentence of being cut down and quartered. When 
I am once gone, I ſhall be out of the reach of my enemies; and I wiſh I had 
quarters enough to ſend to every pariſh of the kingdom, to teſtify that a Clergy- 
man of the Church of England was martyred for being loyal to bis King *.

I hape beard that & Parſon Paul,“ as be is commonly called, was betrayed by 
Mr. Byrd into the hands of his enemies under the maſk of friendſhip ; but of this 
I have vo evidence further than vague report. Whether the report be founded in 
truth or not; the active part which that gentleman took in bringing Mr. Paul 10

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trial hath powerfully contributed to affix a laſting ſtigma to the name of * old 
« Juſtice Byrd,” in this-neighbourhood; To bring a traytor to juſtice, however, 
was certainly his duty, both as a magiſtrate and a good citizen; but Mr. Byrd ap- 
pears to have rendered himſelf ſo unpopular in other reſpects, that his neighbours 
in Leiceſterſhire were far from being diſpoſed to put a favourable conſtruction upon 
any part of his conduct. There is a great propenſity in the bulk of - mankind; to 
« ſnatch the balance and the rod” from the hands of divine juſtice; and accord - 
ingly it is a common ſaying in this neighbourhood, *©* that the Byrd family “ have

Me. Wigley's property in Ulleſthorpe, which is pretty conſiderable, formerly 
belonged to a family of the name of Bradgate, and came into the poſſeſſion of the 
preſent family by marriage. It appears from a Terrier of the glebe lands belong- 
ing to the Yicarage of Clayhrook, dated. 1638, that there was a confiderable pro- 
prietor then in the pariſh of the name of Faunt; and 1 ſuſpect that it was by mar- 
riage with a branch of that family, that the Bradgates came into poſſeſſion of the 
eſtate which now belongs to Mr. Wigley. The ground 1 have for this conjecture

There was an old and reſpectable family of the name of Faunt at Foſton in 
Leiceſterſhire ; but I have not been able to learn whether they bore any affinity 
to the Faunts of Ulleſthorpe. The above - mentioned Thomas Bradgate, Eſquire, 
had two daughters, Anne and Frances. Anne married the Rev. Henry Wigley, 
Rector of Eccleſton in Cheſhire, and formerly fellow of St. John's College, Cam- 
bridge; ſhe died in Septembers1731, and was buried in the chancel of Clay brook 
Church. Henry Wigley was ſucceeded in the eſtate by his fon Edward, who was 
a Phyſician, and practiſed many years at Leiceſter : he had retired from bufineſs 


ſome years before his death, and lived at the manſion-houſe in Ulleſthorpe, which 
is now-occupied by a farmer, and is faſt haſtening to decay. Dr.

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Dr. Wigley died in 17517 and was buried in St. Margaret's Church at Leiceſ-

Dr. wigley 8 memory is {till revered in the pariſh ; for during his reſidence in it 
he went about continually doing good, and exerting his medical ſkill gratis among 
the poor. The preſent proprietor is the ſon of that Gentleman, 


I obſerved that Mr. Bradgate had another daughter named Frances: ſhe became 
the wife of Roger Smith Eſquire, of Froleſworth, a village within two miles of 
Claybrook, eldeſt brother of John Smith, Eſq. Lord Chief Baron of the Exchequer 
in Scotland, and grandſon. of Sir Roger Smith, Knight. This Lady died in the year 
1729, aged 74; and there is a monument erected to her memory in the pariſh church 
of Froleſworth, which informs us that ſhe and her huſband lived together 57 years; 
and that ſhe had many children, of whom Roger, Mary, Olivia, Grace, and Fran» 
ces, ſurvived her. Her character is given iu the following words: She was very - 
excellent in all her relative duties; if ſhe be conſidered as a | miſtreſs, friend, wife, 
mother, and a Chriſtian, her hopes were full of immortality.” 

The houſes in which Roger Smith her huſband, and his brother the Lord Chief 
Baron, refided at Froleſworth, till remain in their original ſtate, and are now o- 
cupied by farmers. © The houſe in which Roger Smith lived, which I take to have 
been the family matiſion, bears marks of great antiquity, The Lord Chief Baron's 
houſe has nothing remarkable about it, excepting its plain and humble appearance, 
which would beſpeak it to have been always the reſidence of a \ farmer.

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Lord Chief Baron Smith, who was ſome time alſo a Baron of the Exchequer in E 


land, was much attached to his native village Froleſworth, where be has raiſed a mo- 


nument to his fame, more durable than braſs, and which will tranſmit his name to 


the remoteſt poſterity, with the godlike character of having ** cauſed the widow's 


i heart to ſing for joy.” 


Amongſt many other acts of charity and beneficence, he founded and ned an 
hoſpital in Froleſworth, for the ſupport and maintenance of 14 poor widows of the 
communion of the Church of England. The objects of this excellent charity have, 
each of them, 12 pounds a year, paid quarterly ; they live in ſeparate houſes, formin 

a ſmall neat ſquare. Four of the houſes were built by the above-mentioned Dr, 
Edward Wigley, aud Thomas Boothby, Eſquire, executors and relations to the Lord 
Chief Baron ; and the remaining ten were built in the year 1761 by Mr, Boothby, 
the ſurviving executor. The-paſſenger's eye is attracted by the following coupler,”

. ® The Lord Chief Baron, by a codicil "annexed to his will, bequeathed the reſidue of his 
perſonal property for the endowment of the above Hoſpital ; and 1 am informed the value of that 
property is now fo conſiderably improved, that it is expected the Truſtees will ſoon be enabled to 
add a few more houſes. The Lord Chief Baron was the zd fon of Roger Smith, Eſquire, of 
Frolefworth, by Anna, daughter of Thomas 'Cotton, of Laughton, in Leiceſterſhire : He was 
born the 6th of January 1656, and departed thi life on the 24th of June, 1726, aged 750. _ 
The Lord Chief Baron's eldeſt brother Roger, the buſband of Frances Bradgate, had a fon 
named Roger, Who was Rector of Huſband's Boſworth, in Leiceſterſhire. The Smiths of 
Froleſworth were deſcended from Eraſmus Smith, Eſq. of Huſband's Boſworth, in Leiceſterſhire, 
who died in 1618. His ſon Sir Roger Smith, otherwiſe Heriz, of Edmundtborpe, was the Lord 
Chief Baron's grandfather, and great grandfather to the rector of Boſworth, who died in 1736; 
(ſee p. 937). Of another branch of the family we have this hiſtory from Mr. Granger : 
* Eraſmus Smith, Eſq. a ſon of Sir Roger by a ſecond wife, was largely portioned for a younger | 
ſon, his mother haviog brought a very conſiderable fortune into the family. He, in the former 
part of his liſe, engaged deeply in the Turkey trade, and became an alderman of London. Af- 
terwards, upon the ſettlement with Ireland, in the reign of King William, he, by purchaſe, ac- 
quired a great and improveable property in that kingdom. When the beneticent and judicious 
ioſtitutions of charity and public utility were ſet on foot there, he gave, for theſe purpoſes, lands 
of great value. This donation alone would render him memorable as a benefator. Having 
bought the manor of Weald, in Eſſex, with a good old ſeat upon it, he, when advanced in years, 
married Mary, daughter of Hugh Hare, Lord Colrane, by whom, beſides daughters, he had 
three ſons; of whom the two elder dying without iffue, his eſtate devolved to Hugh his third 
fon, who left two daughters his coheirs; namely, Dorothy, who married John Barry, fourth ſon 
of James Earl of Barrymore ; and Lucy, who eſpouſed James Lord Strange, eldeſt ſon of Edward 
Earl of Derby. Theſe ladies, in purſuance of their father's will, have borne the name and arms 


of Smith and Heriz, in conjunction with their own, Hugh, ſon of Eraſmus Smith, Eſq. married

The annual amount of the land-tax paid by Ulleſthorpe, at 48. in the pound, is 
831. 48. 9d. from which it appears that they are conſiderably under-xated- The 
annual rent of the lands and houſes, as rated in the levy-book of the overſeers of 
the poor, amounts to near nine hundred and fixty pounds. The ſums raiſed for the 
relief of the poor, during the laſt ten years, amount to 9521, 18s. 13d. The 
average ſum raiſed for the three firſt years of that period, was 581. 10s. gd. at the 
rate of 14d. in the pound. The average ſum of the poor-rates for the three” laſt 
years amounts to 124], 68. or 28. and 7d. annually in the pound rent, from whence it 
appears that the poor rates have increaſed more than double within the laſt ten years, 
The county rates and conſtables expences are defrayed by a ſeparate levy afſeſſed 
by the conſtable, and an annual 4d. or gd. levy is generally found adequate to

On the ſouth fide of this bridge, there lies a meadow, containing about fourteen 
acres, and which goes by the name of Baldwin's Green *.

Ten acres of Baldwin's Green belong to the lordſhip of Ulleſthorpe, and the remainder to 
Little Claybrook. There is a tradition in the pariſh, that eight acres of this piece of ground 
were originally the property of two old ladies of the name of Baldwin, and given by them to 
the uſe of the freeholders and landholders of Ulleſthorpe and Claybrook for ever, to turn their 
cattle upon the paſture on May-day ; and ſuch, I have been informed, was the cuſtom many 
years ago: but as every freeholder and occupier had an unlimited right of common on the Green, 
they generally drove the greateſt part of their ſtock of horſes and neat cattle upon it on the dax 
of apening, in conſequence of which, it was of very little uſe to uny perſon, and if it happened 
to be a wet ſpring, the meadow was ſoon trampled into à mire, and was good for nothing during 
the remainder of the year, 'The landowners-and occupiers of Ulleſthorpe, having been convinced 
by experience of the ſmall benefit that accrued to the village from locking the Green according

to the original intent of the donors, eame to a reſolution, that only a certain limited 
number of cow- commons ſhould be kept upon it. They are now annually diſpoſed of on Can. 
dlemas-day, at a public meeting, in the following manner: In the firſt place, every day- 
labourer, or other perſon in the village, who can purchaſe a cow, is allowed to turn the ſaid cow 
upon the green from old May-day to Martinmas, paying to the overſeers of the poor eleven 
ſhillings; and of this claſs there are ſeldom more than three or four: after the poor people have 
declared their intentions, the remaining commons are put up to the beſt bidder, amongſt the 
other inhabitants of the village. Theſe commons generally let from 25s. to 308. each, and the 
money is paid down immediately to the overſeers, The annual rent arifing from g commons, the 
limited number, generally amounts to about 10l. a third of which is uſually given in caſh among 
ſuch of the poor people as do not receive parochial aſſiſtance; and the remainder is given in 
cloaths, linen, or ih any other way that is moſt adviſeable, according to preſent circumſtances, 
among ſuch of the poor as are hurthenſome to the pariſh ; the winter graſs, that is, from Mar. 
tinmas to. Candlemas, is likewiſe diſpoſed of to the beſt bidder ; the ſum given is generally about 
208. or 288. and is laid-out in repairing the fences, or in other improvements of the land, under 
the direction of the conſtable for the time being. | 

The proprietors of Little Claybrook have, for a long time, let that part of the Green which 
belongs to them to à ſingle tenant, and. appropriate the rent (which generally amounts to about 
gl.) to the poor-rates ;.and the overſeers account for it in their leyy-books. | 


The only authentic record that I have met with reſpecting the Hiſtory of Baldwin's Green, is 
the following extract from the Articles of the Incloſure of Ulleſthorpe, dated February 7, 1725. 

And whereas, in and by theſe preſents (amongſt the aforeſaid lands and premiſes) is con- 
veyedunto the ſaid John Smart, William Binley, and Thomas Morley, their heirs and aſſigns,” 
all that plot, or part of late-incloſed ground, with the appurtenances, lying in the ſaid field called 
Mill-field, in or upon the faid plots or farlengs, called Farm - piece and Slade-gutter, containing 
in the whole and admeaſured to be 4 acres and 3 perches, adjoining to that part of the ſaid lands 
allotted and laid out to and for the ſaid Thomas Byrd, John Perkins, and. Thomas Garrat, 


on or towards the Eaſt, to a certain piece or parcel of ground called Baldwin's Green on or 


towards the South, to the road leading from Ulleſthorpe to Clayhrook on or towards the 
North, and to the lordſhip of Claybrook Parva on or towards the Weſt. . Now it is hereby 
further mutually covenanted, declared, concluded, and'agreed, by and between. all and every 
the ſaid parties to theſe preſeuts, for themſelves, their heirs and affigns, and every of them,

Morley, their heirs and afligns, upon this ſpecial truſt and confidence nevertheleſs in them repoſed, 
and to the end, intent, and purpoſe, that they and the furvivors and ſurvivor of them, and the 
heirs and affigns of ſuch furvivor, ſhalt and will, from time to time, and at all times for ever 
hereafter, permit and ſuffer the major part of the freeholders and landholders (now and for the 
time being) inhabiting or occupying lands and hereditaments in Ulleſthorpe aforeſaid, and they

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parts of which, the view of the church and village of -Claybrook;- with its lofty 
grove, exhibits a btautiful rural landſcape. : Towards the Northern part of the 
eminence, a wide proſpect opens to the view, extending to Hinckley and the 
Foreſt-hills ; and towards the Southern extremity of the village (where Mr. Wigley's- 
houſe ſtands), the diſpoſition of the grounds, though perhaps it might be improper 
to call it romantic, yet may be ſaid to approach nearer to that ſtyle of landſcape, 
than what is uſually met with in Leiceſterſhire. The writer of this has often re-

At the time of the Survey made 
by order of the Conqueror, M eſtone, Mibetot, and Welei belonged to Fulco, who held 
them under the Earl of Mellent; ſoon after to the families ſucceſſivxely of De Bois 
and Zonch. Lands here were granted by Ralph Arraby to the Abbey of Leiceſter;

It has been already ſaid, p. 1030, that the abovementioned family of De Bois 
once poſſeſſed the manor of Claybrook, and that there were four Ernalds of this family 
in lineal deſcent, The firſt Ernald de Boſco lived in the reign of King Stephen, 
and was Seneſchal to Robert Earl of Leiceſter; he founded the abbey of Bittleſden 
in Buckinghamſhire. The third of that name was living in 1241, 26 Henry III. 
The fourth Ernald had two ſons, John and William, who died without iſſue; and 
a,daughter named Iſabell, who was married to John Lovell, whoſe daughter Ma- 
tilda was married to William de la Zouch, of Harringworth in Northamptonſhire, 
by which marriage the manor of Wibtoft, as well as other manors in Warwickſhire 
and Leiceſterſhire, belonging to the family of De Bois, came into the poſſeſſion of 
_ the Zoanches, of whom I now proceed to give ſome account. Alan de la Zouch, 
= Ty from whom Aſhby de la Zouch in Leiceſterſhire derives its name, lived in the reign 
5 of Henry III. and obtained large poſſeſſions in this county by marrying one of the

The lordſhip- of Wibtoft is incloſed; but I am not able to diſcover at what pe- 
riod of time the incloſure took place, nor am I in poſſeſſion of any documents that 
can enable me to throw much light upon the hiſtory of the property in Wibtoſt. 
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There was an old family of the name of Winterton in this place 3 of whom the 


following account is tranſcribed verbatim from a graye-ſtone that lies in the middle

Little Wigſton is a copy hold of the manor of Rowington Þ in Warwickſhire. It 
a year. There are a few cottages belonging to this lordſhip in Smockington hol- 
low, on the right hand fide of the road to Hinckley. The village of Little Wig. 
ſton, in which the chapel ſtands, is about a quarter of a mile to the Eaſt of Smock- 
ington, and lies fo very low, as to be ſcarcely diſcernible till one is cloſe at it; it 
contains four ſubſtantial farm-houſes, and about the ſame number of labourers cot- 
tages, and exhibits the appearance of a neat rural ſquare. 

The ſourhern part of this lordſhip is conſiderably elevated, and opens ſome good 
proſpects into Warwickfhire, and over a conſiderable part of the county of Leiceſ- 
ter; in ſome points of view to the diſtance of twenty-five miles. Being in general 
rather a Hat country, it cannot be ſaid to abound in pictureſque beauty; and yet, 
upon the whole, the profpet is pleaſing, not only from the rich and cultivated ap- 


- pearance of the country, but from the variety of objects; ſuch as gentlemen's ſeats, 


towers, and ſpires, which ſtrike the eye in almoſt every ditection. From the ele- 
vated parts of this lordſhip may be ſeen the ſeat of Sir Roger Newdigate at Ar-

: Two of the chief ingredients of pictureſque beauty, I mean water, and the in- 
terchange of hill and dale, are ſeldom to be met with in Leiceſterſhire ; it is cer - 
tainly a flat and heavy country, but the- proſpects which it exhibits: impreſs the 
mind with thoſe ideas of induſtry, comfort, and plenty, which naturally conne& 
themſelves with the view of rich paſtures, abounding with flocks and herds, and of 
well cultivated land, interſperſed with populous villages and ſubſtantial farm-houſes. 


About mid · way between Wibtoft and Little Wigſton, ſtands the pillar. called High 
Croſi; on which, at the time of its erection, were depicted the arms of the Earl of 
Denbigh, Lord Brook, Lord Willoughby, Lord Leigh, the Earl of Coventry, 
Lord Compton, and Lord Conway. It conſiſts of four Doric columns, regarding 
the four roads, ſurmounted by a globe and ſun-dial, erected by ſubſcription in 1712 ; 
on two ſides, between the four "Tuſcan pillars that compoſe a ſort of pedeſtal, are 
- theſe inſcriptions, compoſed by Mr. George Greenway, ſchoolmaſter at Coventry:

The pariſh church of Claybrook is in the dioceſe of Lincoln, and in the deanty 
of Guthlaxton, It is ſaid to be dedicated to St. Peter; on the Sunday following 


* «© Dr. Stukeley, who traveled along Watling-ſtreet with a deſign to make obſervations on it, 
affirms, that Venonz ſtands at the interſe@ion of the Foſſe with Watling-ſtreet at High Croſs, and 
that many Roman bricks, coins, &c. are found here, and foundations all the way to Cleyceſter. 
He adds that this is probably the centre and higheſt ground in this part of England, fince the r1- 
vers all run from it every way, From this elevated ſpot 57 pariſh churches may he ſeen with the 
aſſiſtance of a glaſs.

zord Claude, fignifying a ditch, becauſe it is ſo near the Foſſe. | |

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which feſtival, the wake is annually celebrated. It is a handſome. ſtone edifice, 
containing three ailes; the. breadth of which, or the diſtance between the North 
and South doors, is fifty-cight feet ſeven inches; and the length, including the 
chancel, eighry-fix feet ſeven inches. The body, or middle aile, riſes aboũt ten 
feet higher than the two fide ailes, and is thirty-four feet high, and twenty-four 
feet broad ; this aile has pillars on each fide, very handſomely fluted, terminating 
in pointed arches, of which there are four on each fide, in parallel directions, 
farmounted by an equal number of Gothic-ſhaped windows. The middle aile 
is alſo terminated to the eaſtward by a lofty pointed arch, which leads into 
the chancel. The two fide ailes have each four windows; two in front, and 
one at each end. There are two porches at the North and South entrances 
inte the church; the North porch is built of brick, and was erected about ſe- 
venty-three years ago; the South porch is chiefly built of ſtone, and appears to 
be as ancient as the church itſelf. The body of the church, and the two fide ailes, 
are covered with lead. The church is chiefly conſtructed of ſuch ſort of ſtones as 
are are found at Stanton and Sapcote in this county. The chancel and tower are 
built of free-ſtone. I have not been able to diſcover at what period of time either 
the church or the chancel was built. I ſuppoſe the tower to have been built in 
- 1614, from its having that date inſcribed upon the wall in two different places. 
The roof of the middle aile bears marks of conſiderable antiquity ; it is of rafter, 
and there is a great variety of groteſque figures carved out in the wood, beſides or- 
naments of a ſimilar kind in ſtone upon the walls of this aile. The church was 
covered afreſh with lead, and otherwiſe underwent a thorough repair, in 1767 ; for 
which purpoſe 135]. was levied upon the pariſhioners, and 1651. collected by a brief. 
A South-eaſt view of the church, taken by Mr. Pridden in June 1789, is en- 
graved in Plate LV. a 


A neat gallery was built at the Weſt end of the church about three years ago; and 
it is adorned with an organ, which was purchaſed by a ſubſcription among the pariſhi- 
oners. The organiſt (a poor blind man, a native of the pariſh) died about a year and 
a half ago, and his place has not yet been ſupplied by another. The erection of this 
gallery, and the introduction of an organ into the church, were violently oppoſed 
by the pariſh churchwarden, who (mirabile difzu) was encouraged by a proctor in one 
of the courts to fly in the face of his own conſtituents, and to inſtitute a proceſs, 
with the view of making a whole pariſh bend to the humour of one unreaſonable 
man. The indiguant feelings of the pariſhioners were rouſed when they were made 
acquainted with the churchwarden's intention, and a public veſtry was immediately 
called for the purpoſe of taking bis conduct into conſideration. The meeting was 
uncommonly full ; and the two following reſolutions were unanimouſly agreed to, 
and figned by upwards of. forty heads of families: | 
oY, a % Claybrook, 'OR.

Notwithſtanding the above reſolutions, the churchwarden ſtrenuoufly” perſiſ- 
ted in his oppoſition to the unanimous ſenſe of the pariſn declared in public 
veſtry, and his proctor no leſs ſtrenuouſly encouraged him to perſevere; nay, the 
learned gentleman ſhewed his zeal in behalf of his elient by taking a journey 
from Lichfield to Claybrook, to furniſh himſelf with loci caganici, or, to ſpeak. 
in plain Engliſh, with topics for the diſplay of his eloquence in the archdeaconry 
court; for this purpoſe he minutely ſurveyed the intended fite of the new gallery; 
and I well remember that ſome of the moſt formidable objections muſtered up by 
him were, that, by the erection of a gallery, the rays of light would be-intercepted 
in their progreſs through a few panes of glaſs, and that the occupiers of the front 
ſeats in the new gallery would have it in heir power to diſturb the devotions of 
thoſe who ſat below, by ſpitting upon them, and by other acts of rudeneſs. Theſe, _ 
and many other objections of equal importance, were anfwered with ſuitable gra- 
vity by the learned proctor on the other fide ;, and it is hard to fay when the con- 
teſt would have terminated, had not the churchwarden died, pendente lite, and left 
the defendants at liberty to erect the gallery. | 


The ſeating of the ehureh is very irregular, partly conſiſting of pews, and partly 
of plain benches in the old faſhion, running at right angles from either fide of the 
The chancel is a very handſome edifice ;, it is forty-two feet ſeven inches long, 
eighteen feet ſeven inches broad, and twenty-ſeven feet and a half high. It bag

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three Gothic · hnaped windows on each fide, facing one another, whoſe dimenfions 
are fifteen feet ſeven inches high, and ſeven feet ten inches wide. At the Eaſt end 
of the chancel there was formerly a very magnificent window, which was barba. 
roully taken away by the avarice of a quondam vicar, who grudged the expence of 
keeping it in repair, and walled up the whole ſpace with brick work. The 
height of this window was twenty-three feet, and its breadth was thirteen feet eight 
inches. The inſcription over the communion table is ſimple and ſuitable: Do this 
in remembrance of me.” There ate ſeveral niches in the abutments on the outfide 
of the chancel, which, doubtleſs, in the times of Popery were receptacles for images. 
They are five feet three inches high, and one foot and a half wide. They exhibir 
marks of conſiderable antiquity, and they are ſurrounded with various groteſque or- 


naments in ſtone.

I have not been able to collect any particulars of the life of Marke Smith, fur- 
ther than what is given above, nor of the period in which he Hved. His pious 
legacy to the pariſh of Clay broek ariſes from the rent of a houſe in the city of Co- 
- wventry; and from the preamble of a leaſe, which was granted a few years ago, it 
appears that the miniſter and pariſh. officers of Claybrook ad under the authority 
- of a decree in chancery, which was made in the 21ſt year of the reign of Charles 
the Second. The original rent of the houſe was 321. the exact ſum bequeathed by 
Marke Smith. In the time of © Old Juſtice Byrd,” who was one of the truſtees 
of the charity, a fine of 100]. was paid by the occupier of the houle for a renewal 
of his leaſe at the old rent; for which ſum his Worſhip never condeſcended to ac- 
count to his brother truſtees. I have been informed by one of the pariſhioners, who 
bad the account from one of the truſtees, that while they were all aſſembled at a 

public houſe, debating about the diſpoſal of the money, which lay before them 


et upon 
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upon a table, and the truſtees widely differing in their opinions, Juſtice Byrd ſwept - 


the money into his hat, and told them he would take care of it till they had made 
up their minds upon the ſubject. In 1752 the rent of the houſe was advanced from 
121. to 20l. a year; and the reſidue was applied by the truſtees to the augmenta- 
tion of the ſchoolmaſter's ſalary, op, condition of his teaching a few more poor chil- 
dren belonging to the pariſh, to read and write. In 1780 a new leaſe was granted 
for twenty-fqur years at the advanced rent of 3ol. a year, which left au annual ſur-

A true Terrat of the glebe land, tythes, buildings, &c- belonging to the viea- 

rage of Claybrooke in the county of Leiceſter, taken by us whole names are

The Vicarage Houſe was erected by the learned Mr. Herbert Thorndike +, con. 
. taining eight bays. At the firſt entrance into it is a porch, and then a large ſpace; 
on the right hand an hall and a pantry, both floored with boards; on the left hand 
- a parlour and cloſet, both boarded; In the next bay is the, ſtair-caſe on the left 
hand; and on the right a ſtill-houſe, through which is the paſſage into a large cel- 
lar under the hall and pantry. The ſpace leads into the kitchen, both which are 
paved with bricks. On the right hand of the kitchen goes a ſpace into the bake. 
bouſe; on the right hand of which is the dairy ; on the left is the brewhouſe, all 
floored with bricks. On the top of the ſtair-caſe, which is boarded, is a ſpace, 
on the right hand of which is a chamber with a cloſet, both boarded ; on the left 
hand another chamber with a cloſet, both plaſter floors ; and in the middle the vi- 
car's ſtudy. From this ſtair-caſe goes another; at the top of it a garret, boarded 
floor; and forwards two other garrets, one boarded, the other plaſter : till up 
ſtairs a balcony covered with lead. From the ſtair-caſe aforenamed, on the right 
hand, is a chamber, boarded floor; forward is another chamber with two cloſets, 
chamber plaſter and one cloſet, the other boarded. From the fairs on the left 
hand of the kitchen is a chamber, boarded floor; on the right hand of which is 
another chamber, floored with plaſter ;. and ſtill on the right another chamber with 
a boarded floor. The houſe is timber building; one half is rough-caſt, the other 
pained with brick : the roof is covered tyles, all in good order.

The glebe, containing about ſeventy-one acres, and which is minntely deſcribed 
in the above terrier of 1708, lies wholly in Claybrook Par va. At the time of the 
melofure (1681), the Rev. Samuel Byrd was vicar ; and by the articles of incloſure, 
the refidue of the lordſhips was charged with the annual payment of nineteen 
pence three farthings an acre, in lieu of all tythes, and all other oblations and 
duties whatfoever, amounting to the ſum of thirty pounds a year. 

Ar the time of the incloſure of Great Claybrook (1694), the Rev. Lionel Legat 
Was Vicar of the Pariſh, and the yearly payments charged by their articles of in- 

cloſure, in lieu of ſmall and great tythes, amounted to the ſum of fifty-one pounds, 
reſerving, however, to the Vicar, the tythes of the mills, tythe pigs, and furplice 
fees, from the payment of which the townſhip of Little Claybrook was exempted 
by their articles of inclofure, I ſuppoſe,” on account of the great proportion which 
the glebe bears to the reſt of the lordſhip. e | 

* When the above-mentioned articles were confirmed by act of parliament, a 
power was given to the Vicar to diſtrain for arrears of tythes (if not paid wichin 
20 days after the alloted times), either upon the premiſes of the perfons making de- 
fault in payment, or upon any part reſpectively in the name of the whole. 


: Upon the back of one of the printed acts of incloſure in my poſſeſſion, the con-

J have peruſed this bill, and alſo the original articles for rhe incloſure of Little 
Claybrook, dated October the roth, in the year 1681 ; together with the original 
articles for the incloſure of Great Claybrook, dated December 26, 1694. And 
being perſuaded that a reaſonable proviſion was and is made for the vicar of the 
pariſh and his ſucceſſors, and being willing that the ancient agreement ſhould be 
confirmed, and the poſſeſſors of the ſeveral allotments quieted in their reſpedlive 
zoffſeffions, I do give my conſent that this bill may paſs into a law, provided Mr.

The great tythes of Ulleſthorpe are the property of the Earl of Denbigh, and of 


Trinity College, Cambridge. The ſmall tythes of this lordſhip belong to the liv- : 


ing of Claybrook, and the value of them has been conſiderably advanced by the 
preſent vicar. Formerly there was an annual compoſition of between eight and nine 


pounds paid out of this lordſhip to the vicar; but within theſe" few years it has 


been raiſed to the annual ſum of thirty-two pounds, 


Dr. Hutchinſon, one of the former incumbents, was in hot water with the people 
of Ulleſthorpe concerning the tythes for ſome years before his death. The far- 
mers pretended a modus, which the vicar was enabled entirely to fer aſide, by the 
diſcovery of a leaſe granted by one of his predeceſſors. Dr. Hutchinſon died, 
however, Without accompliſhing his purpoſe ; but he left behind him a reſtimony 
of his zeal in the cauſe he had undertaken, and of his regard for the rights of the 
church, by bequeathing 1001. with the intereſt arifing from it, forthe uſe of any of 


his ſucceſſors Who might be obliged to have recourſe to legal remedies for the re- 


covery of the tythes. 


Mr. Jenner, the next incumbent, 'who died a few years after he came to the 
living, did not think proper to reſume the conteſt ; but the preſent incumbent, 
who ſucceeded in 1774, ſignified his intention, ſoon after his inſtitution, of endea- 
youring to raiſe the value of the tythes; and in 1775 he addreſſed the proprietors 


and occupiers of land in a printed circular letter, the inſertion of which may not be 


deemed altogether unintereſting in a topographical work of this kind.

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to it the better prepared, I have thought proper to acquaint you before-hand with 
a propoſal that 1 ſhall then make. I have thought proper to acquaint you for 
bow much 1 am willing to lett my tythes of Ulleſthorpe annually by the pound- 
rent, or by the yard-land, whichever ſhall be molt approved of, for the term of 
21 years, provided | enjoy the living ſo long. And here let me defire you to ob. 
ſerve, that I am not going to make a demand at random, without having firſt con- 
ſulted the opinions of learned counſellors, and experienced landholders, on 
the ſubject. My Counſellors have told me, that every thing which. does not pay 
tythe to ſomebody elſe is obliged to pay tythe to me, and that 1 am accordingly 
entitled to tythe, not only of lambs and wool, calves and foals, milk, pigs, and 
eggs, but alſo of the agiſtment of all barren cattle of every ſort; and upon ac- 
quainting them with the preſent circumſtances and management of Ulleſthorpe 
"Jordſhip, they have aſſured me, that the ſmall tythes of ir, at the loweſt and moſt 
moderate eſtimation, cannot be worth leſs than two ſhillings a year in every pound- 
rent.

come off every yard-land in lieu of tythes, as it is poſſible for that quantity of land,

The Reverend Charles Hutchinſon, D. D. of ode; College, Cambridge, 
was appointed to the Vicarage of Claybrook in 1744, which he heſd with the 
Rectory of Willoughby, in the County of Nottingham. He was the third ſon of 
Julius Hutchinſon, Eſq. of Owthor| e, in Nottinghamſhire, by a daughter of 

William Norton, Eſq. of St. Edmond Bury, in Suffolk. Dr. Hutchinſon was 
| twice married: his firſt wife was one cf the daughters and coheirs of Norton Han- 
ſon, Eſq. a citizen of Coyentry; and his ſecond wife was a daughter of the Rev. Joſeph

No man was more abundant in labours than he, who was never 
weary of his work, and ſeldom wearied in it. He had the happy art of winning fouls to Chrif, 
His daily converſe was 2 continual preaching of the Goſpel, His ſweet and chearful temper made 
him amiable to all. None that knew him could lightly ſpeak evil of him. Many that were of 
a different judgement from him had yet an high veneration and reſpect for him. He had learned 
that heavenly alchemy from his Lord and Maſter, to turn earth into heaven, and to make a ſpiri- 
tual improvement of all earthly buſineſs and occafions he was concerned about, It was a queſ= 
tion whether he did more good, and converted more fouls, 'in the pulpit or out of it, by his 
familiar diſcourſe. After his ejectment, he often preached in his own houſe, and in other houſes 
in Kettering, and lived there 30 years; in the latter part of which time he opened a meeting - 
houſe ſtill in being, and had a conſiderable congregation to the laſt; who about 60 years ago 
built a larger place, in Which the excellent Mr. Benjamin Boyce was many years miniſter to a 
flouriſhing congregation, - Mr. Maidwell was buried in the pariſh church of Kettering, where he 

ad a grave-ſtone, which yet remains, with a Latin inſcription, now almoſt worn out; whence 

” however it appears that he had been miniſter there, that he was -a man of learning, and that 
he died Jan. 9, 1692, aged 83.

ſon, D. D. wkoſe piety as a Divine, Knowledge and impartiality as a magiſtrate, 
and every qualification which diſtiogaiſh the Chriſtian, the gentleman, and the 
friend, rendered him uſeful to his country, exemplary to his pariſhoners, dear to 


his intimate acquairyvance, and reſpectable to all who knew him. After a long and 


painful illueſs, borne with. that patience and refignation which the precepts and 
example of his bleſſ-d maſter taught, he was taken to eternal reſt, April the 21ſt, 


1769, in the 59th year of his age; in which bliſsful ſtate his afflicted relic Þ, who 


erected this monument, hopes again to join him..

Mr. Jenner had a fine taſte for muſic; and his ſociery was much courted by the 
amateurs of that art. He poſſeſſed a conſiderable ſhare of wit, and (what rarely 
happens) without the fmalleſt tincture of ill - nature or malignity. His difpofitions 
were humane and benevolent; his manners were ſoft and gentle, affable and con- 

. deſcending ; his pulpit compoſitions were animated and per ſuafive; in ſhort, his ta- 

leuts and accompliſhments as a clergyman, a ſcholar, and a gentleman, rendered 

Rim the object of univerſal reſped and eſteem; and he died moſt fincerely lamented 
by his pariſhioners and the whole neighbourhood. n

Obſervations on the agriculture and productions, trade and population, of the 
pariſh of Claybrook, with biographical anecdotes, and miſcellaneous remarks. 


The ſoil in this pariſt is of various qualities, as may naturally be ſuppoſed in fo 
extenſive a tract, containing, as I have already obſerved, about 4000 acres of land; but 
the ſoils are 3 rich in their reſpective kinds. The ſtiff ſoils, inclining to 
marl or rich clay, afford excellent paſtures for fattening cattle, and for the dairy. 
The loamy, mixed, and light ſoils likewiſe anſwer extremely well for the purpoſe 
of dairying, for railing young ſtock, and for ſheep paſtures ; and this ſort of land, 
when in tillage, produces very good crops of wheat, barley, oats, and turnips. 
Great numbers of ſheep are annually bred in every part of the pariſh; and the pro- 
duce of the dairy is very conſiderable, for, beſides the conſumption of a populous 
pariſh, near 2000 1b. of excellent cheeſe is annually ſold to factors from London, 
Hertfordſhire, and other parts, and at Leiceſter, Harborough, Northampton, and 
Daventry fairs. 8 

The cultivation of the different farms throughout the pariſh requires from 120 
to 130 draft horſes, or about 26 teams, which have from 3 to 8 horſes each, The 
greater number of them, however, are either breeding mares, or young cattle, 
which latter are worked in the teams till they are 5 or 6 years old, when they 
are ſold to dealers and others, and yield conſiderable profit to the farmers. | 

Day-labourers, that are employed in huſbandry, have one ſhilling a day and 
their board (with the carriage of a load of Coals worth about 128. or 14s.) during 
the harveſt months, and for the reſt of the year one ſhilling a day and beer. 3 

The wages for a ſervant-man who is hired by the year, are from 51. tos. to 
$1. 10s. or gl. and dairy-maids have from 31. 10s. to 44. # 
The parith is entirely incloſed, and well wooded; there may be from 12 to 15 
acres of ſpinneys of young timber, exclufive of which, there is ſcarcely an acre of 
waſte or uncultivated land in the whole pariſh, | 
There is a pretty conſiderable trade carried on in the woollen manufaQory, par- 
ricularly in the hamlet of Ulleſthorpe, of which the principal branches are, the 
making of woollen yarn, the weaving of ſtockings and of ſtuffs. The increaſe of 
trade in this village, and conſequently of population, is found to be a heavy bur» 
den upon the landed property; the poors rates having increaſed nearly double with» ' 
in the laſt 10 years. The different Jordſhips (of which there are fix in the 
pariſh) reſpectively maintain their own poor by ſeparate rates, as if they were 
different pariſhes, totally unconnected with each other. 5 


The regiſter of Claybrook goes no farther back than March 1705. During the

Of the 93 couple married in the firſt period, only 6 appear to have been married by licence: 

During the inter- 
mediate ſpace of 37 years there were married 181 couple, of whom 27 were matried by licence. 
The whole number married from March, xyos, to Dec. 31, 1788, amount to 40 couple, of 
whom 63 have been married by licence, |

fame ſpace of time, there were 377 burials, For the ſpace of 20 years laſt paſt, 
the numbers chriſtened have been 451, and the numbers buried 300“.

In the Nonconformiſts Memorial is the following account of Mr. Ferdinando Poole: 
He was born at Ulleſthorpe in Leiceſterſhire, of godly parents, and educated in 


. the college of Dublin in Ireland, into which kingdom he was atterwards forced to. 


go for ordination, where there was at that time a more moderate biſhop than bis 
native country would afford. There he was ordained without ſubſcription to thoſe 
things which his conſcience was not free to comply with. The biſhop that ordained 
him ſtyles himſelf Laozenfis, He gave him deacon's orders Aug. 24, and prieſt's 
orders Sept. 3, 1626. Nothing is mentioned in his orders (of which the author had 
a COPY, and his grandſon, Mr. Shaw of Derby, the original), as previous thereto, 
bur taking the oath of allegiance and. fupremacy. Would our biſhops commonly 
haye ordained upon thoſe terms, there would not have been ſo much diſpute about 

ination. Mr. Poole was à conſtant, ſerious, plain preacher. For the greater 


part of his time he was in the family of that grave and pious matron Mrs. Piggot, of 


Thrumpton, who by her intereſt and money ſheltered him from the biſhop's courts 
for ſeveral years. In her family he had ſeven children born and brought up. But 
when the civil war broke out, not being able to continue there any longer, he re- 


moved into Huntingdonſhire, one of the affociated counties, where he had the living

inward peace of mind which he enjoyed was diſplayed in the placid. and chearful 


air of his countenance; the good man's heart glowed with love to God and man; 
and his memory is ſtill precious among us. He died in 1753, and we have heard 
that his grave was watered by the tears of his vicar (Dr. Hutchinſon), While he 
was performing the funeral ſervice. This worthy man had a ſon, who entered into 
the church, became chaplain to the Earl of Denbigh, and through the intereſt'of 
that noble family obtained the living of South Kilworth in this county. While he 
was chaplain to Lord Denbigh, he ſerved the cure of Monk's Kirby in Warwick 
ſhire ; and during that time, in February 1757, be publiſhed a Faſt Sermon, from 
2 Chron. vii. 14. intituled, National virtue the condition of national happineſs.” 
This Sermon was dedicated to Bafil Earl of Denbigh, Sir Francis Skipwith, Bert.

Here alſo refides Mr. John Atkins, the laſt ſurvivor of Lord Fielding's (now Earl 
of Denbigh) company in the volunteer regiment, which, under the command of the 
Duke of Bedford, made ſo conſpicuous a figure in the rebellion in 1745, as to deſerye 
and receive the particular approbation of his late Majeſty. A copy of Mr. Atkins's 
diſcharge, which he preſerves as a ſacred treaſure, is given below *. The later 
period of his life has been employed in a very different, though not leſs uſeful oc.

J am likewiſe commanded by his Majeſty to defire your Grace and the reſt of your officers 
to thank the private men, in his name, for their ſervices, before they are diſmiſſed ; in order that 
there may be no perſon in your regiment unacquainted with the ſenſe his Majeſty has of 
their loyal behaviour in his ſervice, And as it would at this time be of the greateſt public uti- 
lity, to have theremaining part of the army as compleat as poſſible; 

I am further commanded to defire your Grace and the other officers belonging to your re- 
giment to uſe your belt endeavours to engage as many as may be of your men who ſhall be willing 
and fit to enliſt themſelves in the old regiments, and thereby ſhew that the ſame zeal continues 
for their King and country which they have hitherto ſo laudably exerted in defence of both,

Kone, Eaton, Hinckley, Rowell, Boſworth, Leiceſter, Harborough, and Lutterworth fairs and 
markets, for theſe twelve years paſt, with my moſt excellent mixture, for deſtroying rats and 
mice, with great ſucceſs, It is well known, and has been proved by ſeveral thouſands of peo- 
le; it deſtroys both rats and mice in any pantry, dairy, cheeſe-chamber, cellar, or any out- 
buildings, barn, or corn - ſtack. It is of ſuch a tempting nature to theſe vermin, that I have had 
them take it out of my hand. It muſt be uſed with care, as it is. a poiſonous mixture, You 
may be aſſured of the fatal effects of this mixture to theſe vermin, as it never fails killing, 
Spread the mixture upon new penny-bread the bigreſs of a ſhilling, and lay it near the holes they 
moſt uſe ; put a little bit of bread, not bigger than a hazel - nut, at each hole, the night before you 
lay the bait, but do not diffarb any thing in the runs; and thoſe holes where it is taken from, 
there lay your bait the next night 5 lay two or three baits at a hole, and continue to lay them 
ſo long as you find them taken away.

Fee 18; i 
A Sunday School was inſtituted in the pariſh: of Claybrook in 1786, which is | | 
fill liberally ſupported by the contributions of the pariſhioners; and ſeveral of the | 
principal inhabitants of the pariſh, in the true ſpirit. of Chriſtian benevolence, 1 
are unwearied in their endeavours io promote the ends of this excellent inſtitution, | 
by viſiting the ſchools in their turn, and aſſiſting the teachers; a plan which, if 
univerſally adopted, would be productive of the happieſt effects; for it is ſcarcely 
to be conceived, by thoſe who have not made the trial, how greatly the diligence of , 
the children is quickened, and their emulation excited, by ſuch marks of attention 3 
from their ſuperiors. I am ſorry to add, however, that in this, as well as in many [8 
other pariſhes, the good effects which might be expected to reſult from Sunday 
{ſchools are counteracted by the bad examples which the children fee at home, le 
is really impoſſible to reflect upon the conduct of many of the parents without feel- - 
ing ſome degree of indignation at their depravity, inſenſibility, and ingratitude 
together with the utmoſt pity and compaſſion for thoſe poor children Who have had 
the misfortune to ſpring from ſuch wicked parents. It has been the writer's lot, 
hitherto, to live and labour among the poor, and he can ſpeak feelingly upon this 
ſubject from his own knowledge: he hath often witneſſed ſuch ſcenes between 
huſbands and wives, parents and children, as have filled him with horror and extreme 
compaſhon. Alas ! how many poor children, who might otherwiſe have lived irt - 
comfort and died in peace, are brought up amidſt a continual ſcene of profane living, 
oaths, lies, pilfering, drunkenneſs, obſcenity, and ſtorms of paſſion; and live and 
die as their parents have done! To fave children of that deſcription from temporal 
miſery, and everlaſting ruin, is one great end which Sunday ſchools have in view ;. 
and, therefore; ſurely they claim the countenance and ſupport of every good citizen, 
and good Chriſtian. L have obſerved in this pariſh, and I believe it is-the caſe in moſt 
other pariſhes, that the children of the labouring poor, I mean of thoſe who are 
employed in agriculture, are more regular in their. attendance on the Sunday ſchool, 
and. appear better cloathed, than the children of the manufacturing poor. There 
are ſeveral of the latter deſcription who are generally in too ragged a condition to 
be fit to make their appearance at church ;. and this is owing entirely to the idle- 
neſs and, ſtrange to ſay, extravagance of theis parents, who, by induſtry, and by: 
regular ſavings, either from what the children earn, or from the produce of their 
ewn labour, might contrive to keep them whole and comfortable as to the article 
of cloathing; but the fact is, that many of the poor, truſting to pariſh relief, lay 
out the whole of their income in the gratification of their ſenſual appetites: 
leaving their children to be cloathed by the overſeers, they have no other concern 
but to think what they ſhall cat, and what they ſhall drink; and, after they op 
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eloathed at the expence of the pariſn, they never take the trouble of keeping the 
cloaths in proper repair. Indeed the caſe of the poor is now become a very ſerious 
evil, and, in many places, the rates for their ſupport are a burden upon the farmers 
almoſt too grievous to be borne. The rapid inereaſe of theſe rates in Ulleſthorpe 
and the ſame obſervation is doubtleſs applicable to other manufacturing towns and 
villages) bas been forwarded in ſome degree by the maſter weavers, who do not 
furniſh their workmen and ſpinners with ſufficient employment, whenever a partial 
- flatneſs happens to take place in the trade ; in conſequence of which, many, who 
«could calily maintain their families if in regular and conſtant employ; are obliged 
to apply for relief, for want of that work which they are both able and willing to 
do. To remedy this inconvenience; as well as others which ariſe from the indolence 
and profiigacy of the poor themſelves, the inhabitants of Ulleſthorpe are now 
;erefting a large and commodlous building upon Baldwin's Green, for a houſe of 
induſtry, in which the paupers are to be wholly maintained for the profits of their 
work, and in which regular and conſtant employment is to be found for others who 
would not otherwiſe be able to keep their families from the pariſh. It is purpoſed 
that the woollen manufacture of Ulleſthorpe, in its ſeveral branches of weaving 
laſtings, ſtockings, &c. ang making worſted yarn for thoſe and other purpoſes, 
Mall Be carried on under the direction of a proper maſter. The whole of the ma- 
nufactory, and the government of the Houſe, wilNbe under the inſpection and con- 
troul of the acting officers, aſſiſted by a managing committee. The regulations 
„for the internal management of the houſe are to be formed, I underſtand, as much 
as poſſible, upon the excellent plan of the Shrewſbury houſe of induſtry. 


I have already obſerved. that there are very few diffenters from the church of 
England in the pariſh of Claybrooke, and they are chiefly confined to the village 
of Ulleſthorpe ; there being only one difſenting family in the two Claybrooks, one 
zn Little Wigſton, and none in Wibroft. That claſs of diſſenters who call themſelves 
General Baptiſts have made conſiderable progreſs in Leiceſterſhire within theſe few 
years, and have gained a few proſelytes in this pariſh from among the loweſt and 
molt ignorant part of the people. I have underſtood that the appellation of General 
Baptifts is given to them from their holding the doctrines of Arminius, on ſome 
-controverted- points; in oppoſition ro the Particular Baptifis, who are rigid Calviniſts, 
But, however widely they may differ in ſome points, both parties, at leaſt in this 
neighbourhood, make very near approaches to one another in fſanaticiſm aud 
monſenſe: | 2 |

Both parties, as far as I have had occaſion” to know their principles, agree in 
maintaining that an internal call to the miniſtry ſuperſedes the neceſſity of ſtudy 
and learning as previous qualifications. Accordingly we ſee their pulpirs fill: d by 
Jow-bred and illiterate perſons. and it is not long ſince we have feen a poor ignorant 
fellow in the pariſh of Claybrouk exhibiting ſymproms of that ſort of ſpiritual mad-

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| nefs, It is but juſtice, however, to add, that many of thoſe miſguided enthuſaſts 


lead ſober and virtuous lives; and, where thg heart appears to be right, a little 
wrongneſs in the head may more readily be pardoned; a good life may well atone for 


ſome freaks of enthuſiaſm ; and I muſt confeſs that ſome converts whom the Anabap- 


tiſts have made among, the poor in this neighbourhood are become, in confequence, 
better members of the community than they were befote, better huſbands and parents, 
more peaceable neighbours, and in their owp perſons more ſobet, chaſte, and tem- 
perate. ö ; e . ”, bd 12 ;

There are about 1800 acres in the pariſh. The Duke of Rutland is the principal 
proprietor there, and patron of the living, which is worth about 200b. a year. 
Harby, like many other villages in the vale of Belvoir, is deſtitute of woods and 


85 fireams ; no high road leads through or befide it. A heavy clay ſpreads over 
- acre in the pariſh, and the uniform operations of huſbandry give a ſameneſs to the 


country, Which a ſtranger: might view with diſguſt; but cultivation has made it 
fruitful, and its inhabitants feel no envy at the variety of other: ſoils, where the 


y ſteriliry of one part may balance the luxuriance of another. Induſtry here makes 


the proſpect, and the produce alone is the beauty of the foil.

There is no manſion or ancient building in the village; but the pre · 


ſent rector has lately built a neat and convenient "Os the « probable reſidence. of 
his ſucceſſors.

The town of Lutterworth, till withia theſe: 30 years, were obliged to grind all 
their malt at one particular mill, and their corn at another, and to bake all their 
bread in one oven ; and fo very arbritary was the proprietor, that he once brought 
an action againſt Mr. Hill's father, for having had a cake baked in his houſe, which 
was deemed 7own-bread, He did not chuſe to conteſt the matter, and was diſcharged 
from the action on his beggiog pardon for the offence, and paying the expence of 
a writ. In thoſe days of Egyptian bondage, an inhabitant, of Lutterworth durſt 
not buy ſo much as a pint of flower of a neighbouring miller. The people ſubmitted 
to this oppreſſion, for 'a long time, with painful reluctance, till at length a patriot 
aroſe, whoſe name was Bickley, who not only rouzed his fellow citizens to reſiſtance, 

' bat had ſpirit enough to erect a malt · mill of his owa. His example was immediately 

followed by others; and ſeveral mills ſoon raiſed their heads in defiance of the 


Sgquice's mill, who immediately commenced actions againſt all who had the prefump- 


tion to diſpute his right. This was the ſignal for war; the rebellion became general; 

all the inhapitants entered into a bond to defend the action; and the conteſt: was

The poor of this pariſh have but one legacy, and that only 5s..yeasly to five of 
the widows or pooreſt inhabitants. Happily they are little in want of greater be- 


nefactions, the poor's rate being very moderate. 


A South-eaſt view of the church, which is delightfully fituated on the lope of 
a hill, is given in Plate LVII. from a drawing by Mr. Schnebbelie. It conſiſts of a 
nave with two ailes and a South porch, a chancel (whoſe South door is 3

tower with pinnacles, and a tone ſpire with windows. The nave reſts on three 


pointed arches on each fide on octagon pillars; the font is oftagon, with leopard

Ir is in the pariſh of Nether Seile, and had 
once a chapel, long ſince demoliſhed. The manor of Nether Seile anciently belonged 
to the family of de Seile, in the time of Henry II. In the time of Henry III. it came 
to Walter de Ridward, who bore, Azure, a ſpread eagle, Argent, a chief, vairy, Or- 
and Gules. King Edward II., in the 4th year of his reign, granted a market and 
fair to Thomas de Ridward, who had alſo liberty of free warren here. In the 2 iſt 
of Edward III., James de Stafford was ſeiſed of this manor. It afterwards came to 
the Vernons of Haddon in the Peak. Mr. Bartholomew Farmer of Rateliff-Cuily, 
was Patron of this church in Burton's time, in which many arms were then- remain- 
ing. Further of this manor we know nor, till a Mr. Coxon, we are told, left it ſome- 
years ago to Dr. Greſley *, who reſided here in a curious old ſtone manſion near the 
church. At his death, his eldeſt ſon, the Rev. William Grefley, ſucceeded to this. 
eſtate, who is alſo patron and rector of the valuable living here. The ſituation is- 
pleaſant and healthy, and the foil fertile; agriculture being the principal ſupport: 
of the inhabitants. The Wilkes's of Meaſham , amongſt other opulent exertions,, 
have a well-eſtabliſhed bank in this village.

This place is diſtinguiſhed by two parts, the one, which we have been 
ſpeaking of, being called Appleby Magna, the other Appleby Parva. In this latter 
ſtands a large handſome free-ſchool, founded by Sir John Moore, Knight, 1697. 

Sir Chriſtopher Wren was the arehitect. The principal family now living in this 
village are the deſcendants of the ſaid founder, who bear the ſame: arms, viz, 
Argent, three greyhounds Sable, with collars Gules, on a canton Gules, a lion 
- paſſant Or. About two miles from hence we approach a ſmall tract of common, 
here the four counties interſe& each other, viz. Leiceſterſhire, Derbyſhire, War- 
wickſhire, and Staffordſhire. Here ſeems to be no exact boundary of property, 
and the name of this ſpot carries with it a doubtful ſignification; and whether it 
ſhould be Gnomon, or No Man's Heath, we are not certain ; the former: pointing 
towards the peculiar place, the latter ſignifying an extra-parochial ſpot. From this 
ſpot we have a rich and pleaſant view of ſeven ſpire churches. The country is here 
a fine champain, principally of corn land e.

dortur and grange of Sproxton ; and ſaying maſs and divers things in the kirke of 
Sproxton ; and that for to be done truly, Sir John of Sproxton, Lord of the ſame - 
town, gave unto the abbey a place and four cottages, and five yard-land, and two 
parts of the advowſon of the church of 'Sproxton, and certain paſture to his oxen, 
called the Ox-paſture ; and common in the paſture of Sproxton for 200 ſheep; and 
with this condition, that if there were any more ſheep of the abbey found within 
that lordſhip of - Sproxton, that Sir John of Sproxton, Koight, and his heirs and his. 
aſſigns, ſhould take all the ſheep found in that paſture of the ſaid abbey over 200, 
to take them to the kitchen, and eat them, and do with them that them liked; as 
thou mayeſt ſee in the deed that Sir John of Sproxton gave unto the abbey the 
laid place and four cottages, with five yard-land, and two parts of the adyowlon of 
the kirk of Sproxton; the which deed they will not ſhew, becauſe they will not 


do their true ſuit that was their covenant and their charge when it was firlt given

number of beaſts. and cattle than Sir John of Sproxton did: but his grant was 
nought, nor is nouzt , for he had no manner of land nor tenement in the town, nor

Alice, prioreſs, and Sir Nicholas, the prior and convent of Nuneaton, convey a 
yard-land to Sir William Folville,.and his heirs for ever ; reſerving the yearly rent 
of five ſhillings to them and their ſucceſſors for evermore. Atteſted, no date. 

Harry of St. Maur's releaſes to Sir Fulk Folvill, the ſon of Sir William Folvill, 
all the right he had to a yard-land in Aſhby, for five ſhillings to him paid. No date. 

Sir Euſtace Folvill had a daughter called Anny, wedded to Geoffrey of Melton, 
and Lord of Melton, in Borough Sokyn; and the ſaid Sir Euſtace Folvill gave 
her in free marriage to the ſaid Sir Geoffrey of Melton, and Ann his daughter a 
meſſuage and certain yard-lands in Tye, in free marriage; and they had iſſue a

wedded to Sir John Ramſton, Lord of Ramſton in Nottinghamſhire ; and alſo they 
had iſſue another daughter, called N. wife to Sir Geoffrey Skeffington, Lord of 
Skeffiugton in Leiceſterſhire; and the ſaid John and Mabille his wife had iſſue

ſecond ſon to old Sir John Folvill, and heir to Sir John Folvill his brother, that 
married the ancient Lady Marmion, as it is above ſaid. 8 
And the ſaid Geoffrey and Iſabell his wife had iſſue a daughter called Mabille, 
and was ward, after the deceaſe of Sir Geoffry Folvill her father, to John the Duke 
of Lancaſter, for the manor of Tye, that the ſaid Geoffrey held by knight's ſervice 
of the Duke aforeſaid, as of his honour of Leiceſter, by three parts of a Knight's 
fee, as ye may ſee in a patent that the ſaid Iſabell had of the faid Duke when ſhe 
bought the wardſhip of her daughter Mabille, both of the manor with the appur- 
tenance, and the wardſhip of her marriage, for fifty pounds that the faid Iſabell 
paid to the ſaid Duke, as ye may ſee in the patent beforewritten a copy thereof;

following particulars, enlarged by ſubſequent information, are principally taken: 


© This ſmall town ĩs ſituate on the North- weſt extremity of the county, in a de 


ſandy foil, neither rich in its own fertility, nor in the outward proſpect it affords, 


What, therefore, entitles it to our preſent notice is its ancient manor, and ruins of a 


once ſtrong and ſtately caſtle, belonging to the Earls of Huntingdon. Its original 


name no doubt was fimply Abby (of which name there are three other places in 
this county); and it bad its diſtinction from the noble family of the Zouches, who 


were anciently. Lords of it, having their deſcent from the Earls of Brittanny, as all 


our genealogiſis agree, however they may differ in a few particulars. 
Mr. Camden calls it villa amæniſſima. It he had expreſſed wherein that ſweetneſ; 


conſiſted, whether in the ſituation and pleaſant buildings, or in the richneſs of the | 
' ſoil, or with other matter in the town or family, it might have been worth the reader's 


obſervation, and given him ſome content, as the ex poſition of Zouch after doth. 
Alan de la Zouch was deſcended from Alan Viſcount of Roan in Britanny, and Con- 
ſtantia his wife, daughter of. Conan le Groſſe, Earl of Britain, and Maud his wife, na- 
tural daughter of Henry I. He bore for his arms, on a ſnhield Gules, ten bezants; and, 
having married Elene, one of the daughters and heirs of Roger de Quincie Earl of 
Wincheſter, poſſeſſed a large eſtate in this: county in her right. Many writers have 
reported that this Alan was ſlain in Weſtminſter Hall by John Earl Warren, 1279, 
about a controverſy touching ſome title of land; but in this, ſays Dugdale, they 
are miſtaken, he being only wounded, as was alſo Roger his ſon (at the ſame time with 
him) viz. in 1268, as appears by the inquiſition taken after his death, which ſhews 


that he died about two years after, 54 Henry III. being then ſeiſed of rhe manors 


of North Multon in Devonſhire, and Aſheby de la Zouche in Leiceſterſhire. He 
left iſſue Roger abovementioned, and a younger fon Eudo; from the latter of whom, 
though the elder. branch failed, the Zouches, Lords of Harringworth, branched out, 
and were for many deſcents barons of this realm. But Roger had iſſue Alan, whoſe 


coheixeſſes married Seymour and Holland. This Alan beſtowed the manor of Aſhby 


de la Zouch upon his nephew Robert Mortimer. of Richards caſtle ; and he, upon 
his ſecond fon William, who took the name of Zouch, and was Lord of Aſhby. 
He died March 1, 1335 (10 Edward III.) and was buried in the midſt of Our 
Lady's chapel at Tewkſbury. Alan, his fon and heir, in 18 Edward III. obtained 
à chartec for free warren in all his demeſne lands at Aſhby de la Zouch, &c. His 
ſon Hugh died iffueleſs, leaving Joyce his ſiſter and heir, who married Sir John 
Botetourt of Weoley caſtle, in Worceſterſhire, knight. Their ſon lohn left iſſue a 


daughter and heir, Joyce, who married Sir Hugh, Burnell, knight, who died ſeiſed 


of the manor of Aſhby de la Zouch, Nov. 27, 8 Henry V. wuhout iſſue by her. 
James Boteler, $gth Earl of Ormond in Ireland, a firm Lancaſtrian, created by 


Heary VI. Earl of Wiltſhire, and afterwards taken after the lofs of the battle of 
Towton field, and beheaded at Newcaſtle, died ſeiſed of this manor. By what title 
he came into poſſeſfion of it, does not appear. Upon his artainder it fell to the 
' Crown, and was granted to William de Haſtings; a famous Yorkiſt. |

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The following is Leland's account: Aſſcheby de la Zouch, a market towne 
« The Lorde of Huntingdon hath three parkes at Aſſcheby de la Zouch. This 
« Afﬀcheby hath beene in the Haſtinges name but fins that the Lorde Haſtinges, 
« ſo great with King Edward IV. got it partely by a title, partely by mony paid. 
« The late Thomas Boloyne, Erle of Wileſhire, made a title to it by the Lorde of 
« Rocheford, which was heire to this Souche; and by him the Lorde Rocheford 
« had Fulburne and other landes yn Cambridgeſhire F.” 

Sir William Haſtings, on the acceſſion of King Edward IV. in 1461, ſtood fo 
high in the eſteem of the Nobility, that they ſeemed emulous who ſhould beſtow 
the greateſt favour on him. Dugdale, in his Baronage 1, enumerates the various 
ſtewardſhips and annuities he received; amongſt others that of ſteward of the manors 
of Leiceſter, and of the caſtle and manor of Donington, as parcel of the Honour 
of Lancaſter; the conſtableſhip of the caſtles of Leiceſter, Higham Ferrers, and 
Donington; the chief rangerſhip of Leiceſter Foreſt, &c. He was made Lord 
Chamberlain to the King, Chamberlain of North Wales, and created Baron Haſtings d. 
The manor of Donington was now given to him in his own right, with almoſt all the 
lordſhips and advowſons that had been the property either of the Earl of Wilrſhire, 
the Lord Viſcount Beaumont, or the Lord Roos. His power and poſſeſſions were 
now immenſe. The manor and demeſnes of Aſhby were in the number of his ac- 
quilitionsz and in 1472 he obtained a licence to make a caſtle there, which he com- 
plered with the ſpoils of Belvoir and Stoke-Daubeney |]. He had licence at the ſame 
time to make caſtles at Bagworth, Thornton, and Kirkby, in this county, and at 
Slingſby, in Yorkſhire. He obtained alſo two yearly fairs for Aſhby de la Zouch; 
the one on W hitſon-Eve and four days after; the other on Simon and Jude's Eve and 
four days after *. His career of fortune ſoon ended; for in-the next reign he was 
accuſed, in a council at the Tower of London, by the Protector Richard, of a con- 
ſpiracy to deſtroy him; and inſtantly brought out upon the green before the chapel, 
where his head was cut off upon a log of timber ff. This happened June 13, 1483. 
He was buried ſumptuouſly, agreeably to a will he had made in 1478, in the college 
of St. George at Windſor, near to the grave of King Edward IV. By the ſame 
will he beſtowed on the collegiate church of the Newark in Leiceſter the Hoſpital 
of St. Leonard in that town, on condition of their keeping a ſpecial obit for him 11. 

His eldeſt ſon EpwarD, ſecond Lord Haſtings, was ſummoned to parliament 
Nov. 15, 1482, as Lord Hungerford, in right of his wife, Mary, daughter and ſole 
heireſs of Thomas Baron Hungerford, Botreaux, Molins, and Moels. He died Nov. 
8, 1507, and bequeathed his body to be buried at Windſor near his father's tomb; 
but was buried in the monaſtery of the Black-Fryars, London 58. 

His only ſon and heir GEORGE HAsrixes was created Earl of Huntingdon, Dec. 
8, 1529; and, by his will, made in 1535, bequeathed his body to be buried in the 
church of Aſhby de la Zouch ; but, dying March 24, 1543-4, was buried in the 
chancel of the church belonging to his ſeat at Stoke-Pogeis, in Buckinghamkhire. .

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His brother GzorGEs, the fourth Earl of Huntingdon, dying Dec. 30, 1604, was 
buried at Aſhby “, without a monument; his ſon, Francis Lord Haſtings, having 
died before his father in 1595, was alſo buried in that church. This is entered in 
the pariſh regiſter. 

HENRY, fiith Earl of Huntingdon, fon of Francis Lord Haſtings, died at his caſtle 
of Aſhby de la Zouch, Nov. 14, 1643, and was buried in this church on the 16th 
of December, as appears by the regiſter ; but has no monument. 

Henry, the youngeſt ſon to Earl Henry, being a perſon of great valour and mi. 
licary-conduR, as allo the firſt who appeared in arms in behalf of Charles I.; having 
conducted the Queen with ſafety out of the North (where ſhe landed), to Oxford, 
notwithſtanding the power of the enem at that time in ſundry places; and planted 
divers garriſons with his own forces, particularly at Aſhby de la Zouch ; was ad- 
vanced to the dignity of a Baron, by the title of Lord Loughborough +. He died 
at London in January 1666 ; and was buried, without an epitaph, in the collegiate 
chapel royal of St. George, within the caſtle at Windſor, in the aile on the North 
fide of the choir, not far from the grave of William Lord Haſtings, his anceſtor. 

FERDINAND, his elder brother, who ſucceeded as ſixth Earl of Huntingdon, 
was born at Aſhby, January 11, 1608. In 1639 he was joined in the 
lieutenancy of the counties of Leiceſter and Rutland, with his father; and 
Nov. 13, 1641, was ſummoned to Parliament amongſt the barons of the realm, 
during his father's life, by the title of Lord Haſtings. Succeeding to the Earldom at 
a period when the civil war was raging in its utmoſt fury, he removed his family to 
Donington Park, where he died Feb. 13, 1655. He was buried with his anceſtors 
at Aſhby ; as were Henry Lord Haſtings, his eldeſt ſon, who died unmarried in 
1649 ; and John, the ſecond ſon, who died in 1639. Ferdinand, the third ſon, died 
in 1647, and was buried at Donington 1. The title deſcended to the fourth fon, 
Theophilus, who was born Dec. 10, 1650, at Donington. 

T rEoPHILUSS, the 7th Earl, died May 30, 1701, in Charles Street, St. James's, 
and is faid by Le Neve to have been buried in St. James's church, Weitminſter ; 
but no memorial of him appears there. The following inſcription is on a mural 
monument at Aſhby, in the Huntingdon chapel, which, together with the chancel 
of the church, he had fitted up at a conſiderable expence :

He was ſucceeded by his eldeſt ſon, GRoROR eighth Earl of Huntingdon, who 
carried the ſceptre at the coronation of Queen Anne; and the ſame year, 1702, 
diſtinguiſhed himſelf at the ſieges of Venlo and Ruremond. He died unmarried 
Feb. 22, 1704-5; and was buried at St. James's, Weſtminſter ; where, pretty high | 
on the North fide of the altar, is a large and curious monument, by Bird, of white 'L 
marble, and white veined with blue, with columns fluted, the lower part twiſted, and { 
entablature of the Compoſite order, enriched with Cupids (each holding a helmet), 
trophy-work, an urn, and under all the face of Envy.

His lordſhip's ſucceſſor in titles and eſtate was his half-brother, THEO RHILVs, the 
ninth Earl, who, aſſiſting at the coronation of George II. Oct. 11, 1727, carried 
the ſword of ſtate. He died of an apoplexy October 13, 1746, and was buried 
in Aſhby de la Zouch church, where bis monument of rich ſtatuary [ by Gul. Kent}, 
adorned with a beautiful buſt of his weeping relict Þ, is thus inſcribed :

* Though the ſplendor of this Lady's birth was truly great, it ſeemed as it were eclipſed by 
her ſhining qualities. She was amiable in her perſon, her mien genteel, polite her manners, 
agreeable her converſation, her judgement ſolid, her regard to friendſhip ſacred, and her ſenſe of 
honour ſtrict to the laſt degree; of fo rare modeſty and humility, that a more diſagreeable thing 
could not be done, than publiſhing her good deeds, and rendering her due praiſe. She was above 

all a fincere Chriftian, and a genuine daughter of the Church of England. Her piety towards 
God was ardent and unaffected, and her benevolence towards her fellow-creatures was ſuch as the 
good angels are bleſſed with. Thouſands had ſhe comforted and relieved, many enriched and 
advanced. Her patience and reſignation under her laſt long and tedious fickneſs, her mourning 
for the fins of men, her unwearied endeavours for their eternal welfare, her generous and chari- 
table appoiatments, her tender expreſſions to her relations, friends, and ſervants, and her grateful 
- acknowledgements to her phyſicians, require whole pages to ſet them in a proper light. Iu ſhort, 
ſcarcely any age has afforded a greater bleſſing to many, or a brighter pattern to all. Her corpſe 
was interred with great funeral ſolemnity in the family vault at Ledſtone, near her grand-father 
Sir John Lewis, Baronet ; the following inſcription being put upon her lead coffin :

At his houſe in Downing - ſtreet, Weſtminſter, 
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being endowed with very excellent abilities, ſet out to cultivate them in travelling 
to foreign parts, 1747; and in 1756 was appointed maſter of the horſe to his pre. 
ſent Majeſty, who was then Prince of Wales. His lordſhip alſo carried the ſword 
of ſtate at his coronation, and continued in ſeveral high offices till his reſignation 
of groom of the ſtole in 1770.

Haſtings, who was created Baron Rawdon March 4, 1783, and obtained licence, 
Feb. g, 1790, to aſſume the name and arms of Haſtings. 

The Baronies of Hungerford, Newmarch, Botreaux, Molins, and Moel, deſcend 
to the late Earl of Huntingdon's ſiſter Elizabeth, who married, Feb. 26, 1752, to 
John, then Lord Rawdon, now Earl of Moira. The Earldom of Huntingdon has 
been ſuppoſed to be extint; but the late Earl was certainly not without collateral 
relations of his own name. Colonel Haſtings, who lived ſome time in The Old Place, 
a building adjoining to Aſhby-caſtle, left an elder brother, a Clergyman, living at 
Belton. A very reſpectable Clergyman alſo, Mr. Robert Haſtings, now reſides at 
Packington, upon one of the family livings. A branch alſo went over to Ireland 
in the end of the laſt century; and there is now living (1790) at Folkſtone, in 
Kent, Mr. William Haſtings, who is generally conſidered as the preſumptive heir to 
the title; being lineally deſcended from Francis the Second Earl of Huntingdon.

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The late Earl left a natural ſon, whom he called Charles Haſtings, who was 
Lieutenant Colonel of the 34th regiment of foot, and married, June 2, 1788, to 
Parnel, only daughter and heireſs of Thomas Abney, Eſq; of Willeſley Hall &, in 
the county of Derby, two miles from Aſhby de la Zouch.

Aſhby caſtle is ſituated on no conſiderable eminence, like caſtles in general, bot 
in an open paſture field at the back of the town, near the church. Some very 
conſiderable walls are ſtill remaining, and the two lofty towers bear ſtrong teſtimony 
to the truth of its having been a maiden garriſon, as it was called, becauſe it was

Letter from Governor Thickneſſe to the Editor. 

'+ Mr, John Mackay, who publiſhed “ A Journey through England“ in the beginning of the 
reign of King George I, ſays, ** There are ſome fine good old. ſeats in the county, with their 
parks; the moſt conſiderable that I Taw is that of Haſtings Earl of Huntingdon, a noble family, 
who have a great intereſt in this county, and have a fine burial-place, with ſome good monu- 
ments, at Aſhby-de-la-Zouch. By the ruins, and what is left ſtanding of the walls of the caſtle 
here, it muſt have been one of the principal in England, King James the Firſt quartered himſelf 
and his whole court upon the then Earl of Huntingdon for many days together. Every day the 
dinner was ſerved up by thirty poor knights, with gold chains and velvet gowns.—By the coats 
of arms in the windows of moſt of the churches in this county, and ſome old monuments, I 
perceived that great and ancient noble. families had their refidence here; and was particularly 
pleaſed at Loughborough and Charley, to ſee the arms of Comins Earl of Buchan in Scotland; 
to whom Edward the Firſt gave this lordſhip of Charley, with a foreft of twenty miles circum- 
ference, for his aſſiſtance to his deſigns in the kingdom of Scotland during the diſpute between 
Baliol and Bruce; and married to one of the coheireſſes of Roger de Quincey, Earl of Wincheſter ; 
but that family being entirely rooted out of Scotland by the Bruces, for their treachery to their 
native country, the ſon of the great Cumin retired to his eftate at Charley; and having an only 
daughter, married her to the Lord Beaumont, a great family in thoſe days; who afterwards took 
the name and arms of Cumin, in the reign of Edward III. fat in Parliament at London, as Earl 
of Buchan ; and we find the affection of the Crown of England continued to that family, by the 
title of Earl of Buchan, to Henry the Seventh's days. The family incloſed a park in Charley 
Foreſt, called Beaumont park to this day, This family were alſo pretty even with the Bruces for 
extirpating them in Scotland ; for as Robert de Bruce was Earl of Huntingdon before he was 
King of Scotland, and that country joining to this, the Cumins plagued the Bruces ſo, that they 
were forced to change their names to Cotton : who, however, ſtill carry the Bruces' arms, and 
are a very conſiderable family till in that country, At Cole-Orton is a very fine monument of 
another branch of the Comins's, Earls of Galloway ; as alſo the arms of the family well pre- 
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The ſituation of this town is ſufficiently pleaſant to juſtify the expreſſion of 
Camden (ſce p. 1434): It is not a ſandy, but a clay foil, and much of it rich. 

The pariſh church is a good old ſtructure, dedicated to St. Helena, conſiſting of 

a nave, two ailes, a chancel ard chapel on each fide of it, of which, that on the 

South is the burial place of the Haſtings's before-mentioned. The chancel is neat. 

In the wall of the North aile is an ancient monument under an arch, probably of 
the founder; ſee Plate LVI. It has a large organ. |

this county for many generations *, This town is famous for being the beſt market for ſtrong 
horſes in England. It keeps four fairs a year, viz. Eaſter, Whitſontide, Bartholomew, and St. 
Simon. and jude. Ashby de la-Zouch affords as good ale ag Burton (which is about five miles 
diltance. from it) ; and would be as pleaſant a town, were it but as well paved, which may be 
done ; aud had it but a river running by it, which can never be done: (I think no ſituation 
pleaſant without a river). The town is the Earl of Huntingdon's, as is alſo Packington, a moſt 
delightful reticed town, within two miles of Aſuby. The inhabitants of Aſhby, eſpecially the 
better ſort, are generous and ſociable beyond thoſe of moſt other country towns. They treat oue 
another in turn very ſplendidly in the Chriſtmas holidays. In the ſummer-time they bowl, hay. 
ing a good green, and I think the only one in thoſe parts. On Mondays the neighbouring noble- 
men and gentlemen. reſort thither to dine together, and bowl in the ſeaſon. | 

The Earl Ferrers's ſeat at Stanton-Harold is a noble ſeat, as big as a little town; and the 
gardens, adorned with ſtatues, very entertaining This noble Lord is of an exceeding eminent 


and ancient family; he keeps as hoſpitable an houſe, and entertains as nobly, as any peer of the 


alm. His Lordſhip has experienced both fortunes, and was no more depreſſed with adverſity 
an he is elevated with proſperity. At his gate is a new-built church, a very curious ſtructure 
of ſquare ſtone ; of the founder whereof an inſcription in the front gives an account +. The Earl 
Ferrers, whoſe ſurname is Shirley, is, as I take it, great grandſon of that Sir Robert, who, in 
Oliver's time, was compelled by that Uſurper to build him a ſhip of war at his own expence.

in Henry the Second's time, and married the niece of Ivo de Nevill; which lro 
was ſon of Allan de Nevill, who made friends to the King to hold the ſame by a 


more ſure title, and to have the dead wood and dry wood'of the King's demeſne 
coppices in Rutlandſhire, paying forty ſhillings yearly to the Exchequer. He en- 
joyed it until King John's time; and Haſcullus his ſon ſucceeded his father therein, 
and held it till King Henry the Third diſaforeſted the whole county of Leiceſter 
in the 18th year of his reign. See the Foreſt Rolls of the county of Rutland in 
the 53 Henry III.

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P. 403. 819. 1200. Appleby Magna d is a pleafant village, ſituated part in 
Derbyſhire, and part in Leiceſterſhire. The ſurrounding country, though for the 
moſt part flat, is rich, pleafant, and healthful. In point of ancient eonfequence as 
well as modern reſpectability, it is perhaps exceeded by few places of its extent. 

© The ancient family of Appleby bad their feat a litile to the Eaft of the church, 
of which ſufficient remains are ſtill viſible to ſhew what it has been, a ſtrong, 
though not large, manſion of defence, built of maſly ftone, and entirely ſurrounded 
by a moat, with no other entrance than that of a draw-bridge. The front wall is 
fill pretty perfect in its original ſtare; ſome carved work, but no arms, though a 
few plain eſeutcheons, may be ſeen. It has for a conſiderable time belonged to Boſ- 
worth School, and is now inhabited by a farmer. 


Appleby. Parva is a manor in the pariſh of Great Appleby, and bath no chapel 


within it. . 


The following addition to what Burton has ſaid upon thefe places is from- the 


Collections of William Wolley, Eſq. written about 1514+. 


10 Elizabeth, John Taylor, Gent. died, and left an eftate here to his daughter 
Maud, who died 14 Eliz. and John Taylor, the ſon of Richard, the ſon of Henry, 
the father of John, the father of the ſaid Maud, inherited the ſame ; and 40 Eliz. 
Humphrey Dethick, Eſq. of Newhall, died, and left an eſtate here to his daughter 
Catherine, wife of Alexander Redick, Eſq. 43 Eliz. John Rotheram, Efq. one of 
the Six Clerks in Chancery, died poſſeſſed of an eſtate here, which he left to William, 
ſon and heir of Gilbert Willoughby, fon and heir of Margaret, fiſter and heir of 
the faid John. In our time this town has been eminent for being the birth-place of 
Sir John Moore, Kut. who, being of mean parentage, raiſed himſelf to a very great 
eſtate by merchandize, firſt in lead, and afterwards in the Eaſt India trade, whereby 
he became Lord-mayor of London, and was long Prefident of Chriſt Church. or the 
Blue-Coat Hoſpital in London, to which he was a great benefactor, particularly in 
building and endowing the Writing and Mathematical Schools, in which he be- 


ſtowed above C. 6000. and built and endowed a very fine Free-ſchool in this town, 


on which he beſtowed above £.5000 ; and after dying at a good old age, above 80, 


he left an eſtate of about £.80,000; a large part to his nephew John Moore, Eſq. 


but withall gave very great legacies to his other nephews and nieces, which has made 
many families conſiderable which were not ſo before; and left as good a name be- 
hind him, for honour and ſobriety, as moſt of his contemporaries; only he was 
over: awed at the latter end of King Charles II's reign, when he was Lord mayor of 
London, to give up the City's Charter; which was looked upon rather as the effect 
of his want of courage, than of juſtice and integrity; though perhaps a man of 
far greater courage and reſolution, in thoſe trying times, might have been forced 
to have done the fame. I believe all he got by it was a Canton of the Arms of 
England in his coat, which was Or, three Moor-hens Sable.“

The deſcendants of the ſaid Sir John Moore ſtill enjoy large property here, and 
are greatly reſpected; at the head of whom is an elderly clergyman, unmarried, 
who lives in a good houſe not far from the ſchool ; under the fame roof alſo re- 
ſides a younger relation (we believe firſt-couſin), the Rev. John Moore, who mar- 
ried „daughter of Francis Hurt, Eſq. of Alderworſley, in the county of 
Derby. Alſo at ſome diſtance beyond the church, and near the Aſhby- road, ſtands 
a neat white houſe, the ſeat of George Moore, Eſq. elder brother of the ſaid John, 
Who is alſo married, and has children. | 

The ſchool is a very handſome brick building, with two fimilar fronts. The 
principal one (which is engraved in the Topographer) faces the ſtreet or road, 
and is incloſed in a very ſpacious graſs area, that affords ſufficient air and exerciſe 
to the boys. The ſchool-room is a noble fize, occupying the whole ſpace of the 
five lofty windows between the wings. At the upper end of it, in the wall, is re- 
preſented, in full proportion, the figure of the founder in his official robes, with the 
mace and ſword in either hand; underneath which is the following inſeription, il» 
luſtrative of the charity : 

6 To the memory of Sir John Moore, Knight and Alderman of the City of Lon- 
don, Who erected this ſchoole anno Domini 1697, and endowed the ſame for the 
«© education of the male children of the pariſhes and towns of Appleby, Norton, 
&« Auſtery, Newton in the Thiſtles, Stretton in the Field, Meſham, Snarſton, and 
« Chilcot. And by the ſtatutes made A. D. 1706, it was made free for all Eng- 
« land,” ; 

The right wing and rooms over the ſchool are occupied by the head-mafter, the 
Rev. Henry Dewe, A. M. and his boarders ; the left, by the ſecond-maſter, the 
Rev. Thomas Mould. It was erected by Sir Chriſtopher Wren, and is altogether 
a very ſuirable edifice, and may ſerve as a model for others. At the back front, 
where before were alſo cloyſters, has been added within theſe four years a large and 
comfortable dining or fitting-room, for the uſe of the boys, more particularly in 
winter, where recreation or ſtudy may be carried on in a more advantageous and 
agreeable manner. For let the Laudatores temporis ati fay what they will of hardi- 
neſs and capability of enduring the inclemencies of the weather, certainly ſuch a 
neceflary indulgence as that above mentioned is conducive, eſpecially in theſe days, 
both to the health of the body and improvement of the mind. Genius will not 
endure the hardſhips of freezing, whatever dullneſs may be inſenſible to. It is 
curious to mark the falls and riſes of theſe little empires. About twelve years 
ago this ſchool was at its loweſt ebb. And Mr. Dewe commenced with only a 
few boarders. He has now upwards of. forty, This, like all other ſimilar founda- 
tions, is under the direction of governors or truſtees, who meet here annually at the 
Audit to ſettle buſineſs and dine together. The preſent gentlemen are Sit Robert 
Burdett, Bart. Sir Nigel Greſley, Bart. John Cave Brown, Eſq. the Rev.

Anna, wife of John Wilde, of this place, Gent. by whom ſhe left a daughter, 


Elizabeth, married to Edward Dawſon, of Long-Whatton, Eſq. and had iſſue two 
ſons and two daughters, one of whom, Edward, now living at Long-Whatton, is 


the preſent patron, having iſſue an only ſon and heir apparent. The preſent 


rector is the Rey. John Clements, M. A. This living is valued in the King's books 


at £.20, 96. 44, ob. Its preſent value is £.300. per annum, or upwards. 
The building of the church wears the venerable aſpect of antiquity, and has a 
ſpire, being plealingly fituated near a group of trees.

Lincoln Minſter, 
nearly 50 miles diſtant in a direct line, is diſtinctly viſible, Here, we are told, the 
famous William Ludlam, formerly Mathematical Lecturer of St. John's College, 
Cambridge, uſed to repair with his teleſcope, and other inſtruments of obſervation .

-- BELvoIR, which has been called by the different names of Belvar, Beauvoir, Bever 


(the ꝓreſent pronunciation of it), Bellovero, Belloviſo, &c. receives that appellation 


from its beautiful and very extenſive proſpects. It is ſituated upon the termination 


of a branch of the Leiceſterſhire wolds, extending into the Vale of Belvoir to the 
North; and not only takes in the Vale, but reaches over a rich and amazingly ex- 


tenſive country; which, from the elevation of the Caſtle “, appears in the ſeveral 


Views a dead flat. The hill on which the caſtle ſtands, or a great part of it, is ſup- 
poſed to be artificial; and, from the ſoil, ſituation, etymology, and other circumſtances, 
it has been generally ſuppoſed to be the Margidunum of the Romans, which Antoni- 
nus mentions as ſtanding on the Roman road next Vernometum, Roman coins having 


frequently been found here, Dr. Stukeley ſuppoſes it to have been a Roman camp. 


The filence of Domeſday, however, makes it highly probable, that this place was 


of little note before the Conqueſt, 


The firſt poſſeſſor of whom any thing can be ſaid with certainty is Robert de 


. Todener, a noble Norman, who, coming to this country in 1066 as ſtandard- 
bearer to the Conqueror, was loaded with ample rewards. In the county of Leiceſ- 


ter his lordſhips, as enumerated in Domeſday, were, Horniwale (Q. Horninghold), 
Metorne (Medborne), .Blaflorne (Bloſton), Herdebi (Harby), Barcheſtone (Bark- 


ſton), Botesford (Bottesford), Redmilde (Redmile), Gniptone (Knipton), Lacheſtone 


(Laughton), Lubebam (Lubbenham), Barcheberie (Barkby), Hungretone (Hungarton), 
Croptone (Croxton), Queneberie (Quenby), Clacheſlone (Long Clawſon), Hoohes 


© (Howes), Stacher dine (Statherne), and Holesford (Q. Holwell ?). In Lincolnſhire his 


domains were ſtill more numerous; and among thoſe was Uleftanetorp (Wolſthorpe);

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Robert de Todenei was afterwards called Robert de Beluedeir; and, by a2 
general ſurvey taken at his death, he was in poſſeſſion of eighty lordſhips, many 
of which are the property of- the family to this day. By his wife Adela he had - 
iſſue four ſons, William, Beringar, Geffrey, and Robert, and one daughter named 
Agnes, who was wife to Hubert de Rye, a great man in Lincolnſhire; and departing 
this life the ſecond nones of Auguſt, in the year of Chriſt 1088, 1 William Ru- 
fus , was buried in the chanter-houſe at Belvoir +, which he himſelf had founded. 

William de Albini, his eldeſt ſon and ſueceſſor in the barony, who took the addi- 
tion of Brito} to diſtinguiſh him from another baron of the realm called William de, 
Albini Pincerna, or butler, died ſoon after 1154; and was buried near his father, 
on the North fide of the chapter-houſe at Belvoir 8. 

The ſecond William de Albini, called Meſchines, died in 1168, and was buried: 
before the croſs in Belvoir priory ; and his two wives, Adelize aud Cecilie, were 
interred not far from him ||. 

In the reign of king John, when William de Albini the third was in the great. 
inſurrection of the Barons, the king ſummoned the caſtle of Belvoir, and declared 
the lords therein beſieged ſhould never eat more if it were not immediately delivered 
up. Nicholas de Albini, one of his ſons, who was in holy orders, and afterwards: 
rector of Bottesford, earried the keys to che king, and ſurrendered upon condition 
that his father ſhould be mercifully dealt with. The king then committed it to 
the cuſtody of Geffrey de Butville and Oliver (two favourites), after he had taken 
the oath of fidelity of all others he left therein. This William, for the health of. 
his own foul,. and the ſouls of Margery and Agatha his wives, founded and plen- 
tifully endowed the hoſpital of Our Lady, called Newſtede, at Waſſebridge, be- 
twixt Stanford and Offington, in Lincolnſhire. He died in 1236, and was buried 
at Newſtede, and his heart under the wall oppoſite to the high altar at Belvoir “*. 

His ſon and ſucceſſor, the fourth; William de Albini , died in 1247; and was 
buried in the priory church of Belvoir, before the eroſs; both his wives being in- 
terred not far from him 14. His heart was carried to Croxton priory 88. 

Robert de Roſs, who married Iſabel heireſs of the houſe of Albini, obtained 
permiſſion from King Henry III. in 1261, to hold a market at Belvoir on Tueſdays 
weekly through the year; and alſo an annual fair on the feaſt-day of St. John the 
Baptiſt, to begin on the eve of that feſtival, and to continue for. three days. In 
1264 he joined the Barons in arms againſt the Sovereign; and was one of the 
chief of them who, after the battle of Lewes, where the king was made priſoner,

The ſucceſſion from the family of Roſs to Thomas Manners, the firſt Earl of 
Rutland, may be ſeen in the pedigree which we have printed in p. 1012; and its 
continuation to the preſent Duke in p. 1013. ; 

In 1299, the 27th year of King Edward the Eirſt, Iſabella de Roſs had a grant of free. 
warren in the lordſhips of Bottesford and Redmile, in Leiceſterſhire; of Wolſthorpe 
in Lincolnſhire; and Orſton in Nottinghamſhire ; the bounds of which are exactly 
defined in p. 823; and in the 34th year of the fame reign William de Roſs de 

Hamelak was allowed to incloſe 100 acres in the pariſh of Redmile, under the 
name of Bever Park, which was appropriated ſolely to the preſervation of game, 

By an inquiſition taken 1352, 26 Edw. III. after the death of William de Roos, it 
appears that he died ſeiſed of the caſtle and manor of Belvoir, with the members 
of Wolſthorpe to the ſame manor belonging, in the county of Lincoln, which were 
held of the king in capite by knight's ſervice ; that there were in the faid manor 
three carucates of land, which, being friſca j and uncultivated on account of the peſ. 
tilence and want of tevants, were worth no more than zl. a year; and the rents from 
tenants of all deſeriptions were 261, 18s. ; the whole annual value was confequently 

29]: 18s.; from which a fee-farm rent of 19 marks being deducted, the clear rental 
| was 231. 43. 8d, The paſturage of the park was worth gs. 4d. a year. 

The foil and paſturage of the warren of Beauver was then the property of the 
towns of Stathern, Plungar, and Barkſton; but was of no annual value, on account 
of its being entirely appropriated te the ſheltering of game 9. From rhe rabbits no 
profit at that time aroſe, as they had been almoſt totally deſtroyed, for the imhro- 
nization-fcaſt of the Archbiſhop of York i, and by the inclination of the then Lord.” 

Thomas Lord Roos, for his fidelity to the Lancaftrian intereſt, was attainted in 
Parliament the 4th of November, 146+; Rapin ſays, he was beheaded ; and Dugdale,

Lord Haſtings not only obtained the grant of the honour, caſtle, and lordſhip 
of Belvoir, with the park and all its members, viz. ,Wolſthorpe, Barkeſton, 
Plumgarthe, Redmyld, Hardeby, and Bottesford, with the hamlets of Norman- 
ton and Eſthorpe; but alſo the advowſons of the churches, and the rent called Caftle- 
guard throughout England, at that time an appurtenance to this caſtle, as part of 
the poſſeſſions of Thomas Lord Roos, which by his attainder came to the Crown. 

Edmund Lord Roos, in conſequence of his father's attainder and his own fidelity to 
the Houle of Lancaſter, was obliged in his tender years to go beyond the ſeas; 

et by the favour of king Henry VII. who united the two contending Houſes of 
York and Lancaſter, he recovered the caſtle and 'all its rights, after it had 
been in the poſſeſſion of the family of Haſtings for more than twenty years. | 

Thomas firſt Earl of Rutland (whoſe grandfather Sir Robert Manners, by his 
marriage with Eleanor ſiſter of Edmund Lord Roos, became poſſeſſed of the 
caltle) rebuilt it in the reign of Henry VIII. after it had been in ruins for about 
ſixty years, and made it a nobler ſtructure than ever it had been before. 

At this period it is thus deſcribed by Leland: ** It is a ſtraunge ſighte to ſe be

King James I, in his Journey from Edinburgh to London, 1603, was here on a 
viſit. On the 22d of April,” ſays a contemporary writer Q, * his Majeſty departed 
« from Newark toward Bever caſtle, hunting all the way as he rode; ſaving that in 
« the way he made four knights. By the right noble Earl of Rutland il his Highneſs 
i was not only royally and moſt plenteouſly received, but with ſuch exceeding joy 
of the good earl and his honourable lady, chat he took therein exceeding pleaſure. 
© And he approved his contentment in the morning z for before he went to break 
© his faſt, he made 46 knights **; and having refreſhed himſelf at breakfaſt, took 
„kind leave of the Earl of Rutland, his Counteſs, and the reſt, and ſet forward 
„ towards Burleigh.” + 

During the convulſive ſtruggles of the laſt century, George the jth Earl of 
Rutland dying March 29, 1 641, without iſſue, his titles and poſſeſſions devolved to his 
kinſman John the eighth Earl; who taking a decided part with the Parliamentarians, 
this caſtle was taken poſſeſſion of by the Royaliſts; among whom, Baptiſt Noel 
Viſcount Cambden raiſed and maintained, at his own coſt, a troop of horſe and a 
company of foot at this garriſon. Mr. Thomas Maſon alſo, rector of Aſhwell in

liament take notice of letters from the Lord Grey of Groby and Col. Wayte, Dec.

On the King's removal to Newark, this caſtle, under the command of Sir Gervaſe 
Lucas &, became an object of attention to both parties. The King flept here on the 
night of Auguſt 5, 1645 ||]. Early in October the letters printed below *#* were 
intercepred by Colonel Roſſiter; who on the 15th had a violent engagement 
with the Princes Rupert and Maurice +, and purſued them till they took ſhelter in 
the caſtle 1. Hither they were followed by the King, who, after ſleeping in the

during their ſtay with you. Herein we expect you ſhall employ your beſt care and diligence.

&« At Walton, within two miles of Belvoyr, I met with Prince Rupert and Prince Maurice, 
with three or four hundred horſe ; and within a ſhort time after engagement, their Forlora Hope 
ran away. We purſued them unto the walls of Belvoyr caſtle, We tooke in the purſuit one major, 
three captains, ſixty gentlemen, and ſeveral other priſoners, many flain, about one hundred and 
fifty horſe taken; and the two Princes, the Lord Mullineux, and the Lord Hawley, and eight 
other great perſons, eſcaped narrowly with the feſt. The King eontinues about Newark ; he 
hath ſent Sir Marm#duke Langdale into the North. Your faithful-fervant, E. RossiTER.“ 
t Tueſday morning we received intelligence of Prince Rupert and Prince Maurice at Banbury, 
vpon their march towards Newark, Some reported them to be 1200, others 600 3 upon which, all

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caſtle one night only *, was conducted by Capt. Maſon, with a convoy of 600 horſe, 
to Banbury in his way to Oxford. The King eſcaped any encounter; but his con- 
voy at their return were routed by Major-general Poyntz, on the 6th of November, 
and ſhifted away to their garriſon at Belvoir F, which from that time was ſtrongly aſ- 
failed , and reſolutely defended. The outworks and ſtables, which had been fortified, 
were taken by ſtormy ; and on the i 5th of January, 1645-6, by order of Parliament,

tc ſent to Belvoir, to be made uſe of for the reducing of that caſtle ;“ a ſet vice fo 


our forces within the garriſon at Grantham, being zoo, and 400 more which lay at Stamford, were 
drawn to Melton by Col. Rofliter, to interpoſe berween the King and the Princes, and to join 
with Col. Manwaring at Leiceſter, and fince gone to Derby to join with Col. Poyntz, Yeſterday 
morning, upon intelligence from Burley, that the report of Prince Rupert's coming was falſe, and 
the King being returned back to Newark, our horſe were ordered to return back to Grantham ; 
no ſooner were we marching, but (from Leiceſter) we received intelligence that the Princes were 
upon their march towards Belvoir, Upon which we purſued them with all ſpeed; they faced as 
though they would have charged ; but upon our advance towards them, they ran for Belyoir : 
we purſued them cloſe to the caſtle walls, took one major, three captains, fixty priſoners, Prince 
Maurice's trumpeter, trumpet and banner, thirty gentlemen and reformadoes, and about one 
hundred and forty horſe; we wounded and killed divers, ſome of quality. The two Princes hardly 
eſcaped with about one hundred more. Some of the officers we have taken told us, that the 
Princes ſent the Lord of Northampton's regiment back to Banbury, and marched with this ſmall 
party, only to ſpeak to the King, and take their leave of him. The King is now in Newark; 
part of his horſe quarters between there and Welbeck. Colonel Poyntz is come to Nerby, and 
Colonel Manwaring is gone to him.” City Scout, OR. 21, 1645. 

*The laſt week we thought his Majeſty would have taken longer entertainment at Newark; 
but it ſeems the attendance frighted away the Court. For indeed it hath been fo hurried about, 
that it wants proviſions, It is true, it would have willingly continued a little longer in the Noi th;

+ © The ſtrong hold of Belvoir, which. deriveth denomination from the ſituation of the place, 
which avxeriooketh all the country, there being threeſcore and fix degrees or great ſleps of ſtone to 
the aicent of it, was enforced to ſtoop to the obedience of the Parliament, by reaſon of the impetuous 
violence and many ſhot which were made againſt it out of the great mortar-piece (the enemy do 
call them mortal pieces, and indeed ſo they have proved to many of them, not only here, but at Baſing, 
Wincheſter, and divers other places). The conditions of the ſurrender were theſe ;. 1. It is concluded

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Henry Markham with 100 marks, appointed him Governor of the caſtle &, and 
gave to the victorious ſoldiers an extra week's pay, amounting to 6001, The Parlia- 
mentarians here were ſoon reinforced by fome of the diſſatisfied leaders among the 
Royaliſts, and by many inferior officers, who, attaching themſelves to their forrunes, 
receded from Newark, and took ſhelter iu this caſtle. The Parliament had at the 
ſame time ſtrong garriſons at Nottingham, Grantham, Shelford, and-at Southwell. 


and agreed upon, that the caſtle of Belvoir, with all the arms, ordnance, and ammunition, and. 
goods therein, ſhall be delivered into the hands of ſuch as the Committee of Lords and Commons 
ſhall appoint to receive them for the uſe of the Parliament, upon Tuefday, being the third of 
February, by two o'clock in the afternoon, without any manner of embezzling the ſaid ammuni- 
tion or goods, 2. That Sir Gervaſe Lucas, the Governor, and all the officers, gentlemen, and 
ſoldiers, in the ſaid caſtle, ſhall have liberty to march away to Lichfield, with their horſe and 
arms, with colours flyig, and drums beating, matches lighted, muſquets laden with bullets;

berty, and are hereby declared to be at liberty. $. That the Governor of Belvoir caſtle ſhall 
fend forth of the caſtle, on Tueſday morning by nine o'clock, Francis Leak, Eſq. Major Bywater, 
Captain Colby, and Captain Goodman, to be hoſtages for the performances of theſe articles ou 

his part; and that Mr. Preſcot, Capt. Raddock, Capt, Buckley, and Lieut, Hurd, ſhall be ſent 

to Lichfield, to remain there until the articles ſhall be performed in the behalf of the Committee 
of Lords and Commons now reſiding at Grantham.“ The ſtore of proviſion which they bad in 
the caſtle, which would have laſted a ſiege of three months longer; and our great mortar-piece 
having already played off almoſt all her granadoes againſt the caſtle 5 was the reaſon why this 
ſurrender was made on more honourable conditions than could be otherwiſe expected. This 
firong caſtle of the enemy being now in the poſſeſſion of the Parliament, the mortar-piece is to- 
be removed to Newark, and more granadoes are to be provided. We underſtand alſo that there 
are two more mortar-pieces caſt by a bell-founder in Nottingham, which will be of great uſe, not 
only for the taking of the town, but the forts of Newark, In the meane time mattocks, ſpades, 
pickaxes, and ſpades, are provided, and whatſoever is neceſſary for a ſcalado ; and it is verily be- 
lieved that ſome attempt will ſuddenly be made upon the town.” City's Weekly Poſt, Feb. 10, 


From whom, about the year 1658, we find the following petition in Peck's Deſiderata: 

« When Mr, Markeham was made Governor of Belvoir, he had a promiſe from the Com- 
mittee of Lords aud Commons (who were then in Lincolaſhire for regulating the forces before 
Newarke) to receive an allowance for the keeping of a table, he being at an extraordinary charge 
in entertaining both officers and others, who continually attended the fiege againſt Newarke ; 
but, as yet, - he never had any recompence for it. It is therefore humbly defired, that (for his 
ſatis faction herein) he may enjoy Rickenhore and Goeerſtown. (the lands of one Blankney, an in- 
dicted rebel), containing 240 acres (now let in leaſe to him for Fol. per annum), either the inhe- 
ritance of it, or a long leaſe, paying no rent for it. There is gool. due to Mr. Markeham for 
his government of Belvoir caſtle three years ; for which he petitioned the late Parliament ; but, 
through their multitude of buſineſſe, nothing was done in it. The higheſt that ever this farme 
was let for, in times of peace, was but 1201, per annum. If your Honour fees it convenient, 
that you pleaſe to mention that the Lord Protector was pleaſed to promiſe Mr. Markeham (when 
he was wounded at Naſeby-fight) that he would ſhew him favour,” 2 
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On the firſt of March, 1646-7, the Parliament directed Belvoir to be diſgarri» 


ſoned, and the new works to be lighted ; and 1501. was paid to the Hoops Oct. 4, 


in part of their arrears. On the '3oth of May, 1648, the PR was ordered 
to be removed; on the 6th of June, General Roſſiter was delired “e to rake ſpecial 
, care for the ſafety of the caſtle ;” and on the 8th, the Lords defired the Com- 
hors would “ ſend an order to the General, whereby he be deſired to take off the 

« garriſon; and that my Lord of Rutland may have the diſpoſition of his own Caſtle, 


the ſame being his inheritance;” whereupon the Commons directed three of their 


members to attend the Earl of Rutland, “to acquaint him with the urgent neceſ- 
« ſity of keeping the garriſon in Belvoir caſtle for the preſent, for the ſatery of the 
„kingdom. On the 8th of May, 1649, the Council of State were directed © to 


«<.demoliſh the caſtle, and to give ſatisfaction to the Earl of — for the ſame, 
e not exceeding the ſum of 15001.*” 


The caſtle was in a few years after + re built, and adorned with gardens, plantations, | 


Matues 1, &c. to which ſome improvements were added about 1730 by John the ſe- 


cond Duke; ſince which time there appear to have been no other alterations than 


what have been occaſioned by the want of neceſſary repairs. Plantations however 
are now making on all the neighbouring hills; and the whole country is improving fo 
faſt in beauty and profit, under the auſpices of his Grace of Beaufort, that, in a 
ſew years, it will not only be the moſt princely ſeat in the county, but the whole 


eſtate around it in the beſt condition.

The 2 chapel has neat Gothic windows, and bears the appearance of anti- 
quity; is beautifully floored with marble, wainſcoted with cedar; and the cielin 


The extra- parochial place of Bel voir conſiſts of about 600 acres of wood, mea- 
dow, and pleaſure- ground, upon which are no buildings but the caſtle with its 
offices +, and the inn. The village Leland mentions in his time, at the bottom of the 
hill, and which ſheltcred the Parliamentarian forces in 1645 (p. 1247), is now no more. 

A dole of fixty-fix threepenny loaves is diſtributed at the caſtle every Thurſday 
morning to the poor of nine neighbouring pariſhes. | 

All the ancient books we have ſeen ſpeak of Belvoir caſtle and priory as being in the 
county of Lincoln; but the caſthe is taxed to Leiceſterſhire, and is now in every re- 
ſpect conſidered as- being in that county, with all the lands of the extra-parochial part 
of Belvoir thereto belonging, on part of which is the ſite of the priory ; which, in 
the return made by the eccleſiaſtical commiſſioners in the reign of Henry the Eighth), 
is enumerated as a chapel in the county of Lincoln; notwithſtanding which, ir 

would be a diſſicult matter to trace out the diviſion of the two counties near Belvoir; 

Burton, p. 43, ſays, The priory ſtands upon the utmoſt part of the ſhire, almoſt 
« upon the very mere; ſo that to ſay whether it be of Lincolne or Leiceſter, I cannot 
directly affixme ; this roll of 5 Hen. III. heere below vouched, doth ſhew that it

The ſite of the old priory is at the bottom of the hill, near to the houſe called 


- Belvoir Inn. It was founded, between the years 1070 and 1088, by Robert de 


Todenei, for Black monks; was dedicated to St. Mary, and annexed as a cell to St. 


Alban's . Todenei endowed it with divers lands and tithes, appointing it for the 


burial-place of himſelf and wife in caſe they died in England, and ſuch it af- 


ter wards proved to be for his deſcendants till the diſſolution of the monaſteries . 


The lands thereto given were confirmed ſucceſſively by his heirs ; and laſtly by Tho- 
mas Lord Roos, April 23, 1430. : 
Of Robert Todenei,” ſays Dugdale in his Baronage 8, I have not ſeen any 


c other memorial than that Coucher-book of Belvoir recordeth: which is, that bear- 


c ing a venerable eſteem to our ſometime much celebrated Engliſh protomartyr St. 
Alban, he founded near to this his caſtle a priory for monks ; and annexed it as a 
4 cell to that great abbey in Hertfordſhire, formerly ereted by the devout 
© king Offa, in honour of that moſt holy man. The particular circumſtances 
« touching which pious work are thus related by that regiſter; viz. that this 
Robert (who is there called Robert de Belved:ir) having begun the church 
« of Our Lady near to that caſtle; and being through ſecular employments 
* ſo hindered, that he could not attend the finiſhing of it according to his 
ic mind, by the advice of the venerable Lanfrank, then archbiſhop of Can 


„ terbury, diſpoſed of it unto the church of St. Alban, upon conditien, that 


« Paul, the then abbot, ſhould perfect it, and place therein four monks of that 
& convent, to pray for the ſouls of Earl Robert (i. e. of Morton and Cornwall),

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with at preſent he endowed this church of Our Lady at Belvoir, they were 
«theſe, viz. the tbwn of Horningwold, with its appurtenances, in as ample. mau- 
„net as he had it of the king; likewiſe, adjacent to this his caſtle at Belvoir, 
* four carucates of land, with the meadows thereto belonging, and twenty acres of 
“land near the church, whereon to erect out-houſes- and other buildings for the 
* conveniency of the monks; all which to be as free from any exaction, as he him- 
e {elf had the ſame from the king. Moreover he then gave unto them the tithes 
of all his vineyards, and the ſeat of a mill upon the next river; as allo the tithes 
of ten towns, of all forts of tithable grain; excepting a third part of each pariſh 
« prieſt ; the towns whereof he ſo gave theſe tithes being theſe, viz. Hortune, 
« Frantune, Sapertune, Riſendune, Stokes, and Wilberſtone, and one man in each, 
with a garden, end one oxgang of land: in Segentune the whole tithes, and

William de Albini“ confirmed, in the chapter-houſe at St. Alban's, ** all that his fa- 
© ther and mother had given to that church of Our Lady at Belvoir, deſiring that he 
might be admitted into their fraternity, as his father and mother had been. And 
& this being granted, he preſented that his confirmation upon the altar of Our Lady 
te there; freely offering up himſelf a brother and monk to the church of St. Alban; 
« and giving thereto, as alſo to this church of Our Lady, a portion of all his tempo- 
« ral eſtate after his deceaſe ; appointing that, if his death ſhould happen to be in 
„ England, his body ſhould be buried either at St. Alban's, or in this church of 
„Our Lady at Belvoir, by permiflion of the abbot of St. Alban's ; in regard he 
« was of that fraternity, as his father had been. And after this he gave to that 
* church of Our Lady the land which Waleran his purveyor held in Hungreton; 
© and the tithe of all the rents of all his lands, in what fort ſoever, payable to

Robert de Todenei, a younger ſon, gave to this cell of Belvoir thirty ſtieks of 
« eels, to be paid yearly on St Matthias day, out of his mills at Aburne +.” 
And Agnes de Rye, a daughter of the founder, ratified the grants which her fa- 
ther and mother had made to the monks, of one ozgang of land in Aſclakeby, 


and two parts of the tithes of the demeſnes there, in corn, calves, lambs, wool, | 
cheeſe, pigs, bees, and apples; and of whatſoever elſe was tithable, that lordſhip / 
being of her marriage portion. This was confirmed by Henry de Rya, her fon 7. 

The ſecond William de Albini gave to the priory of Belyoir an houſe and land 
which-pertained to the chapel $-

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The third William, for the health of his ſoul, and the ſoul of Agatha his then 
wife, and the ſoul of Margery his former wife, gave to the monks »f Belvoir the manſe 
that had been his chapel, with one fheaf of every kind of grain ariſing out of all the 
lands belonging to his lordſhips of Belyoir, Wolſthrop, Botelsford, Oſkinton, and 
Stokes ®. He was the founder of Newſtede Hoſpital ; ſee p. 1301. 

Margaret Lady Roos, among other legacies to the priory church, gave 4ol. “ pro 
* plumbo+cmendo ad cooperationem dormitorii & refectorii, on condition of two 
monks being found to ſay maſs daily, for her ſoul, for five years, in the chapels of 
St. Nicholas and St. Citha. Ralph de Raynes gave four bovates of land at Stacher- 
dern to this priory ; and John de Daienant gave a carucate of land in Greneby +, 

Sir William de Roſs, who died in.1414, by his will, bequeathed 4ool. for the 
finding ten honeſt chaplains, to pray for his ſoul, and the fouls oh his father, mother, 


| brethren, and ſiſters, his friends and good-doers, but eſpecially for the ſoul of bis 


brother Thomas, for eight years, within his chapel in Belvoir caſtle, to the end that 
one of them ſhould every day celebrate a maſs with note, and for that time be ac- 
counted as dean amongſt them, and all the other nine be ſubject and obedient to him}, 

Thomas Lord Roſs, in 1430, in a charter enumerating the benefactions to this pri- 
ory, confirms the ſeveral grants of his anceſtors &. 

The priory of Belvoir, at the diſſolution of religious houſes, was valued at 104}, 
198. rod. or by another account, 1291. 17s. 6d. Leland 1351. 

This priory was the burying: place of Robert de Todenei, and of the Albinis 
his ſucceſſors, and of ſome only in part, their hearts at Belvoir, and bodies at New- 
ſted abbey near Stamford, or at Croxton abbey. The family of Roſs alſo buried 
there, and fometimes only the heart, and rhe body at Kirkham in Yorkſhire, with 
which they were connected |, Several other benefactors, priors, &c. were alſo 
buried in this church *, whence, at the ſuppreſſion of the abbeys, many ancient 
monuments of the Albinies and Roſſes were, by the command of Thomas Earl of 
Rutland, removed to Bottesford.” Mr. Peck adds, All the bodies of the Roos's, 
buried at the priories of Newſtead, Kirkham, Croxton, and Belvoir, as I have 
been informed, were by the then Lord Roos removed to Bottesford;” * and pity it 
* was,” ſays Fuller, “that his commendable care was not imitated in other places +.” 

The inn ſtables are built upon a part of the burying-ground, as human bones 
and Kulls were there lately dug up. Behind theſe ſtables, in a cloſe called the 
Dove-cote cloſe, are evidently firong marks of the foundations of many build- 


. 30gs; ſtones. and rubbiſh grown over with graſs, moſs, &c. but no walls remaining. 


In this place about 1730 was found a ſtone coffin, ſuppoſed to be the founder's.

++ Having when at Bottesford had no opportunity of ſeeing the ancient lead coffins of the Belvoir 
family in the old vault, I have fince been favoured with models, engraved in Pl. LVIII. fig. 6. Some 
of them had an inſcription upon a braſs plate, which was ſoldered to the breaſt, but which at the time 
were not particularly attended to. The body of one was perfectly round, tapering from the ſhoulders 
to the feet. Another was quite ſquare, or nearly ſo, tapering in the ſame manner, A third (the mid. 
dlemoſt) evidently ſhewed the belly, the knees, the calves of the legs, and particularly the feet 


ſtanding up, as when a man lies on his back with his legs bound together. The whole body as if wrapt 


in rollers all together (with hands and feet unſeparated) will give a good idea of it. Fhe lead over 
the body ſeemed to fit very tightly; and over the head, face, and neck, it fitted alſo very well,

THAT part of the county of Leiceſter called The Vale of Belvoir lies. to the 


North, North-weſt, and South-weſt of Belvoir Caſtle, without any definable limit; 
and under this name are comprehended a part of Nottinghamſhire and a few pa- 
riſhes in the county of Lincoln. | 

; The ſoil, as well as the firſt appearance, is uniform, with very little diverfity of 
wood or water, Viewed from the Caſtle, or the hill of Belvoir, the whole country 
1 1 fat, and the proſpect rather extenſive than agreeable; yet it grows inte- 

ing upon a further examination, and gains in fertility what it loſes in variety. 

The Natural Hiſtory of ſuch a country may ſeem of little importance, and con- 
fined to a few objects; but whatever may be the caſe with the common obſerver, 


or the admirer of general views, the Naturaliſt will certainly meet with much to 


engage his attention, and pay his reſearches. 


This is more particularly true in the department of Natural Hiſtory which relates 


to Foſſiology, and eſpecially the diviſion of Petrefactions: in the higher claffes of 
the three kingdoms (the Tria Regna Nature of Linné) little can be expected. Our 
Beaſts, Birds, Reptiles, and Fiſhes, are already deſcribed; and few or none of them 
can be conſidered as local curioſities. Our luſects are more numerous, more local, 
and defined with more "uncertainty. The Yermes of an Inland County can but 
little engage our attention; and in the Vegetable Race, the Botaniſt will ſcarcely 
expe& more than the places of growth for ſome particular plants, and a deſcription 
of one or two individuals. The Minerals and Foſſils will therefore engage us 
longer than any other objects of Natural Hiſtory ; and of theſe ſome account ſhall 
be given of all the Genera, with a few of the Species, and mention ſhall be made 
of certain Varieties. | 


The Maul of the Vale of Belvoir are not perhaps ſufficiently diſtinguiſhed 
by any form or property to merit a peculiar deſcription, The labouring Horſes are 


- large and heavy, and their prevailing colour is black; the Cows are of a middle 


fize, and of the horned breed. The Sheep are leſs than thoſe of Lincolnſhire; yet 
large, and yearly improving from the breed introduced by Mr. Bakewell of Diſhley, 
a gentleman who is much celebrated for his attention to this part of rural eeconomy +. 


Some of the following articles are not, ſtrictly ſpeaking, in the Vale, but all of them in the 
vicinity of Belvoir Caſtle, | 

+ Mr. Bakewell has Rams, which ke is ſaid to lett, for one ſeaſon, at the aſtoniſhing prices of 

two, three, and even four hundred guineas each : a relation perhaps incredible in other coun- 


ties, but well known in this part of Leiceſterſhire, where ſome of the perſons reſide who adopt 


the opinions and improvements of Mr. Bakewell; of whom ſee above, p. 1325. The 
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The Chace · deer belonging to the Duke of Rutland range in conſiderable num- 
bers over the Vale and the adjacent parts of the Hill country; yet, through the 
liberality of the Family, and their regard to the interets of the Farmer, they are 
fewer than in former times, when the tillage of the ſoil was loaded with the 
heavy expence of nightly watehmen for the preſervation of their crops. 
The remaining animals, which, being Feræ Natura, are yet not conſidered as 
common right, are Hares and Rabbits; the former are found plentifully in moſt 
parts of the Vale; and the latter, of a very fine kind, at the foot and along the 
declivity of the hill which leads from the Caſtle to the pariſh of Stathern. 
This and the neighbouring Hill-country are celebrated for hunting, and many 
Foxes are found here: a few years fince, two very beautiful ones, of the black 
kind, were turned off from Croxton Park by the Duke of Rutland, with a view to 
their aſſociating with the common kind, and they did ſo; but it does not © ppear to 
have added any thing to the variety or pleaſure of the chace. 
In the river Devon is ſometimes found the Otter “, but this happens rarely; 
and Badgers have been taken, but not often, in the woods of Barſton and Stathern. 
The Fitchet 4, or Polecat, makes its ufual devaſtation in this country, and, with 
the Weaſel & and Ermine ||, may be frequently met witn. | 
The Cream-coloured Mole“, a variety of the common kind, which is mentioned 
by Mr. Pennant as inhabiting his lands near Downing, is alſo found in the Southern 
part of the Vale, but more frequently about the pariſh of Dalby ; it particularly 
poſſeſſes one incloſure, from which it has almoſt excluded the black kind, and a 
made them, though in all the neighbourhood very plentiful, the ſcarcer animal in 7 
that meadow. f ; 
The ſmaller Quadrupedes in the order of the Mammalia, called Glires by Linné, 
which are common throughout the kingdom, need not be noticed as inhabitants of

The Binos in this neighbourhood will not long engage our attention. The 
Kite is very common in the woods between Belvoir and Stathern, and is at almoſt. 
all times gliding over the burrows of the Rabbits. Of the Pie kind, Woodpeckers 
and Jays are numerous. The Hooded Crow is ſeldom ſeen; and the Hoopo is 
totally a ſtranger. The Kingfiſher is more frequent in the Southern part of the 
Vale than might be ſuppoſed from its inland . fituation, and the ſmallneſs of its + 
ſtreams, The Gallinaceous Tribe (excluſive of domeſtic birds) affords only Par- 
tridges and Quails, Pheaſants have been liberated in the woods about Belvoir, 
but do not increaſe there. | 75 

The diviſions of Anſeres and Gralle, the water- birds of Ornithologiſts, give us 
few ſpecies, as may be imagined from the ſituation of the country, and its want of 
lakes and rivers of any conſiderable magnitude. Even in the numerous order of 
Paſſeres, or ſmall birds, what is remarkable is rather the abſence of the common 
kind than the preſence of the ſcarce. The Nightingale is ſeldom heard; and the

It has been remarked, by ſome attentive obſeryers for many years, that Swal- 
lows which viſit the Vale of Belvoir enter it from the North-eaſt, and commonly 
aſſemble and reſt, a few days about the pariſh of Foſton, in Lincolnſhire, before 
their diſperſion through the adjacent, country.

Of Reptiles. The Vale of Belvoir poſſeſſes the common Frog“ and Toad ; 

the ſcaly Lizard}, and Water Newtyh; the green Lizard, a variety of the ſcaly ||, 
has alſo been found in the turfty paſtures below Barſton- wood; it differs in no 
reſpect but colour from the common kind; the length is generally about fx inches; 
and the ſcales are a pale blue green without any variation. | 
No Serpents are found in this part of Leiceſterſhire, or, if any, very few: a 

perſon who has frequently ſearched the country for every object of Natural Hiſtory, 
for ſix years paſt, has never met with either the Viper **, Snake ++, or Blind 
Worm {{ ; all which are comfnon in the warm and ſandy banks and hedges in 
many parts of England. | | | 

The diviſion Nantes contains no ſpecies to be met with in the freſh waters of 

this kingdom. : ; 

Frsaes are the next diviſion of the animal ſyſtem : of theſe, the little ſtreams FF 
which run acroſs the Vale into the Trent afford but few; the Dace, the 
Roach, the Gudgeon, and the Eel, arc the moſt common; ſome Pike are 
found here, with a few Perch; the bearded Loche [ Pennant | inhabits a few 
clear and rapid brooks, and the Trout are occaſionally caught (but are not 
indigenous) in the ſtony part of the river Devon; if to theſe be added the 
Minow, the Skikleback, and the Amphiſbena' aquatica of Bertrufius, Alber- 
tus, &c. or the GofYius aquaticus of Linne, this part of the Natural Hiſtory 
of the Vale will be ſufficiently noticed.

The number of ſpecies in each of theſe claſſes, and more eſpecially in the 1ſt, 
zd, and 6th, is very large in every part of this kingdom: continual additions are 
made to our knowledge, and every year produces the diſcovery of ſome new ſpe-- 
cies : a collector of inſects will in vain ſearch the writings Linné, Scopoli, De 
Geer, Fabricius, and even the authors of our own country, for many which ke will 
find in the Vale of Belyoir ; he will, however, by this means ſee their affinity, and 
the place they hold among thoſe already deſcribed, 

Of theſe Non-deſcripts it is not intended. to give here a particular account, as 
that belongs to a work purely entomological, but ro mention circumſtances only 
which ſeem appropriate to-the country. 


CoLeoPTEROVUs Ids ers, of the moſt common kind in many other parts of the 


kingdom, -are here very ſcarce ; and others are frequently mer with which are con- 
ſidered as uncommon both in the North and South of England; even the Scarabaus: 
melolontha (the common Cockchafer) in.ſome years is ſcarcely to be met with with- 
out a particular ſearch, when they are very numerous in almoſt every other county. 
In the year. 1787 the oaks about Doncaſter were entirely ſtripped by them; while 
thoſe in the woods of  Stathern and Barſton had none about them, but were ſpoiled 
in an almoſt, equal degree by the larva of the Phalæna viridana, the ſmall green 
Oak Moth; which frequent theſe woods in numbers truly aſtoniſhing. 


The Lucanus Cervus, or Stag Beetle, is never found here, nor perhaps in any 
part of England ſo far North; but the Lucanus parallelopipedur is very frequently 
ſeen in old wood and decayed trees; it is about the length of the common Dor, or 
Clock (Scarabæus Stercorarius), but is flat, and has its jaws projecting forward about 
the length of its head, with one dent in the middle of each: it has the name pa- 
rallelopipedus from the equal breadth of its head, thorax, and abdomen, a circum -- 
| ſtance not often occurring in this, or perhaps any claſs of inſets, 


The Scarabæus cylindricus inhabits the old willows-which are half decayed: it 
has a form the reverſe of the laſt mentioned, being very elevated in the thorax, and 
almoſt cylindrical : the thorax has five ſharp dents; and the ſmall head, which is 
nearly concealed, has an erect horn; the wing-caſes (ehtra) are hard, punched, . 
and ſhining. This inſet, though not very ſcarce, is noticed for the fingularity of 
its make, there being very few of the kind in this kingdom. | 


Dermeſtes murinus (Syſtema Nature, Tom. II. p. 563.) is found in Stathern wood, 
but not, as Linné mentions, © in cadaveribus ;”

Mr. Mounſey; of Bortesford (from whoſe obſervations are bor- 
cowed the following remarks, and whoſe collection has afforded every ſpecimen of 
petrifaction hitherto found in the Vale of Belvoir}, in his examination of the ſtrata 
of, ſtone in this neighbourhood, finds them © to be horizontal, and not appearing- 
« any where to dip or follow the direction of the ground. In the depth of twelve 
tc feet are in ſome places ſeven. or eight regular ſtrata of ſtone; in others two or 
three; and ſometimes none: between the ſtrata is blue clay-bind.“ This ap- 
pearance, he remarks, is by no means to be depended upon, further than it relates 
to the very pit under examination, as the number and diſpoſition of ſtrata of this 
country vary almoſt infinitely ; whereas thoſe of Derbylhire, examined by Mr. 
Whitehurſt, have a ſimilar appearance, and the Miner, in any part of his work, 
can foreſee his ſucceſs from the nature of the part which be is then engaged-with, _- 
It is otherwiſe here: The Duke of Rutland, ſome years ſiuce, bored to the depth 
« of 214 feet at Woolſthorpe for coal, and found bind interſected with nine or 
< ten ſtrata of ſtone, and fourteen inches of ſoft coal at the depth of 169 feet.

In the yere of or Lorde 734, Alfredus tertius Merc. rex, in the + yere of his 
reigne, cam to the ſtronge caftel} of Albanac near Grantham, and there deſyryd to 
have for wyfe one of the 3 dowghtars of Guliam de Abanac, wherapon Gul. 
deſired him to tary all night at his caſtle; and in the morninge Gul. brought his 
eldiſt dowghtar, namyd Adeline, ſtarke naked in the one hand, and a ſwerde draune 
in the othar. His wyffe led the 2, caullyd Etheldred. Guliam, ſone to William, 
led in one hand the 3 dowghter, caulld Maude, and a ſwerde in the othar.

© abuſiyely) called a foreſt, yet indeed it is no foreſt, but only a chace, we 
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« for theſe differences mentioned by Mr. Manwood in his Treatiſe on the Foreſt 
% Laws. A chace hath no particular laws that are proper to a chace only; for 


all offenders in a Chace are to be puniſhed by common law, and not by foreſt 


„law, nor by any other law peculiar only to a chace. - A chace hath no ſuch: 
« officers as 4 foreſt hath; for it hath neither verdurers, foreſters, regarders, nor 
* regiſters, but only keepers and woodwards. A chace hath. no court of attach- 
“% ments, ſwain - mote, or juſtice-ſeat, as a-foreſt hath; all which this of Leiceſter 
* hath not, and therefore is no foreſt. Next, this chace of Leiceiter hath conti- 
e nued (time out of mind) repleniſhed with deer and game; but this foreſt of 
* Charnwood (never fince the deaffore ſtation thereof) hath had any game or guard 
« thereto'; for, as Mr. Manwood there holdeth, that of neceſſity a foreſt mult haye 
ce always bealts of venery and chace abiding in it, otherwiſe it is no foreſt, Divers 
* laws have been made for. the preſervation and defence of foreſts, as Carta de 
*« Foreſta, made by King Canutus the Dane, at a parliament holden at Wincheſter, 
« 0163 Carta de Foreſta, publiſhed the ninth of Henry the Third; and many 
«© other laws fince enacted; which who is deſirous to know, together with the 
« antiquity, manner of creation, and other circumſtances belonging to a foreſt, may 
& read the learned treatiſe of the Foreſt Laws, penned by the ſaid Mr. Manwood, 
% ſometime a fellow of Lincoln's Inn, firſt publiſhed by him 1598, and lately en- 
« larged and printed 1615 *. 

1 The record here cited toucheth neither the foreſt of Charnwood nor of Lei- 
ceſter, but that ſometime aqjoining to Beaumont in Rutland ; for in the record of 
the perambulation of the foreſt, in com. Leic. it bounded, upon the river of Wel- 
land, where there is none at this day, nor does even a tradition of any remain, which 
in a term of 328 years (from the reign of King Henry III. to the year 1622 when 
Burton's book was written) may eaſily be worn out. Beſides, the foreſt of 
Charnwood belonged to the old E Earls of Leiceſter of the Beaumont family; and 
as Burton hath ſaid that Cherley | was built by Robert Blanchmaines, and Cherley 
being parcel of that foreſt, it could not be the King's; but from Beaumont it came 


to Quincy; from Quincy to Comyn; from Comyn to Beaumont; from Beaumont 


to the Crown, 1 Edward IV. and never before. In or about the time of King 


Henry the Third, William de Ferrariis held Charnwood Foreſt, as by ſeveral original

In 6 Edward I. Hugh le Deſpencer, created after Earl of Wiacheſter, held this 
foreſt of the King, as it remains to this day, paying yearly a pair of gilt ſpurs, 
King Edward I. gave this lordſhip and foreſt to Alexander Comin Earl of Bucquan, 
for his aſſiſtance in Scotland, during the diſpute between Baliol and Bruce; and

deſeendants, Henry Lord Beaumont, incloſed with-asſtone wall a park in this foreſt, 
near Loughborough, which ſtill retains its name of Beaumanor, but has long been 
diſparked. John Viſcount Beaumont, ſlain at the batile of Northampton, 38 Hen- 
ry VI. left iſſue William Viſcount Beaumont, attainted 3 Edward IV. who' died 
without iſſue ; whereupon Joan his ſiſter and heir carricd it in marriage to John - 
Lord Lovell, whoſe fon Francis Viſcount Lovell, attainted 1 Henry VII. forfeited 
this eſtate to the Crown. He died without iſſue. Of his two ſiſters and heirs, 
1. Joan, married ' Sir Brian Stapleton “, Knight; and, 2. Frideſwide, married Sir 
Edward Norris +, Knight. | . Js 

This foreſt, which is about 20 miles in compaſs, is in form ſomewhat ſquare, of 
an hard barren ſoil, full of hills, woods, and rocks of ſtone, diſaſforeſted by 
Henry III. Ir extends about 10 miles in length, and ſix in width; and, though in 
Leland's time it had pienty of wood, and in the memory of man a ſquirret might 


be hunted in it fix miles together without touching the ground, it is now Without a 
tree in the unincloſed- part 3.

P. 438. 676. 853. 888,  Cole-Orton, commonly called Overton-Quatermarſh 
from an ancient owner, takes its preſent name from the coal-mines, which are 
abundantly ſcattered there on the moor. It is a beautiful high fituation, command- 
ing a circle of country on every fide 5 one way to the hills of Bradgate and Charley 
Foreſt ; another to Grace-Dieu ; a third to Dunnington; and a fourth to Stanton 
Harold, &c. &c. The park (which is omitted by Burton, if not firſt imparked by 
William Maureward, Knight, in the time of Edward I. yet by William his ſon, 
who, we find, had a park there, 31 Edward I; which was enlarged, and ſtored 
anew with game, by Sir Henry Beaumont, in 1606) is now quite gone; the trees 
having given place to coal-pits. Burton ſaye, that in the reign of Henry VIII. the 
coal-mines here (as he heard reported) burnt for many years together, and could 
not be quenched, till that ſulphureous and brimſtony matter, whereupon it was 
wrought, wag utterly exhauſted and conſumed.

In the South wall of the South aile, under a Grecian arch, is erected a beautiful 
altar - tomb, with the figures of Sir Henry and his wife recumbent, in the dreſſes of 
the times, cut thereon, painted and gilt, and this inſcription in Roman capitals : 


Here lieth the bodies of Sir Henry Beaumont, Knight, and Lady Elizabeth his 
wife; which Sir Henry was ſon to Nicholas Beaumont, Eſq; and Elizabeth was 
daughter and beir f.. . Lovis, Eſq by whom he had one only ſon, viz. Sir 
Thomas Beaumont, Knight, who married the daughter and heir of Henry Sapcotte, 
Eiq;z which Sir Henry died the 31ſt of March, A. D. 1607; and the ſaid Lady 
Elizabeth died the 26th of March, anno 1608.“

Near this is an atchievement, Beaumont impaling G. a\ bend O. a cinquefoil A. 
Sir Henry's only fon Sir Thomas, who married Elizabeth, daughter and heir of 


Henry Sapcote, of Elton, in Huntingdonſhire, was firſt created a Baronet 1619, 


and then, in 1622, a Viſcount of Ireland, by the title of Viſcount Beaumont of 
Swords. He and his fon Sapcott, and grandſon Thomas, ſucceſſively Viſcounts 
Beaumont, were exceedingly loyal to Charles I. and great ſufferers in his cauſe. 


Tradition ſays that Cromwell made this houſe at Cole Orton his head-quarters dur- 


ing the attack of the caſtle of Aſhby de la Zouch. Thomas, the laſt Viſcount 
died 1702, and was interred in this church, but without any memorial. He de- 


.viſed this and other eſtates to his couſin Sir George Beaumont, of Stoughton 


Grange, Bart. who was M. P. in ſeveral patliaments for Leiceſter, and died 1737. 
He is ſaid to have been the laſt who reſided at Cole-Orton. His brother, who 
ſucceeded bim, ſuryived but one year, and then the Baronetage and eſtate at Cole- 
Orton went to Sir George, of Dunmow, in Eſſex, great grandion of the firſt Baronet 
of Stoughton, father of Sir George, the preſent owner. 2 5 


The park is gone, the trees are cut down; only a fragment of the houſe re- 
mains, which is of ftone, and gives no ideas of former magnificence. Dirty coal- 
mines ſurround it. There is ſtill remaining a turret of the old building at the 
Eaſt corner of the. preſent houſe; but the reſt, though ſtrong and of ſtone, 


is more plain and modern. Mr. Boultbee, formerly a ſteward to the family, ſince 


dead, inhabited this houſe in Auguſt, 1789, being then above 90 years old, very

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The taper ſpire of the. church emerging from trees (for a few trees do remain in - 
the village, though they are gone from the park), is a. beautiful object to the cir- 
cumjacent country, The advowſon belongs to Sir George Beaumont, as does nearly 
the whole pariſh, and an eſtate in an adjoining one, to the amount in the whole of 
about £1520. a year. The church is handſome without, but mean and ſhabby 


within; and contains no other monument but the one already deſcribed in p. 1324.

I 
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Lacy Earl of Lincoln obtained in 127 5 the privilege of a market and fair*; both 
which have been long diſcontinued. Henry de Lacy dying in 1312 without male 
iſſue, this eſtate paſſed with his only daughter Alice in marriage to Thomas Planta- 
genet, Earl of Lancaſter, on whoſe family ſhe ſettled all her lands, though ſhe had 
no iſſue by him. In the great proſcriptian of the Barons under King Edward II. 
the hereditary rights of Thomas Karl of Lancaſter and Alice Lacy his wife being 
ſeized into the King's hands, and alienated in divers ways, the King enforced her 
to releaſe this manor unto Hugh le Deſpenſer the younger, whoſe father had Been 
created Earl of Wincheſter; but they enjoyed neither their honour nor eſtate long; 
for, King Edward being depoſed, they were both executed; and this manor, toge- 
ther with their other eſtates, fell to the King, who gave them io Edmund of Wood- 
ſtock, Earl of Kent, his brother. King Edward III. being ſettled on his father's 
throne, as the death of the Earl of Lancaſter had been revenged on the Deſpenſers, 
ſo his family was reſtored to rheir honour and eſtate ; Henry Earl of Lancaſter hay- 
ing obtained the reverſal of his father's attainder, and a reſtitution to this caſtle and 
manor. This Henry, who was the laſt heir-male of the Plantagenets, left only two 
daughters; of which the youngeſt, named Blanch, being married ro John of Gaunt, 
Duke of Lancaſter, fourth fon of King Edward III. he at length came into poſſeſſion 
48 of her father's eſtate, and was Lord of this town; and his ſon Henry, afterward 
1 : King of England, by the name of King Henry IV. inherited it, and by act of par- 
| liament united it to the Crown, as parcel of the Dutchy of Lancaſter . In this 
ſtate it continued till the reign of Queen Elizabeth, when Robert Earl of Eſſex, 
having obtained a grant of the park, did, in the latter end of that Queen's reign, 
fell 4 ſame to George Earl of Huntingdon 2, whoſe deſcendants, as we have 
ſhewn before, came to reſide here upon the decay of their ancient caſtle of Aſhby 
de la Zouch 36. In the reign of King Charles I. Sir John Coke, by purchaſe, be- 
came lord of the manor, but not of the foil; which King Edward IV. had granted 
by patent to the copyholders and freeholders, and to their. heirs and aſſigns tor ever. 
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Lnpus Earl of Cheſter gave the manor of Haulton, and made him haron thereof, and conſtable of 
Cheſter, to him and his heirs, Richard, ſon of Euſtace, who married Albedra de Liſeurs, heir 
of Robert Lacy Baron of Pomfret and Blackeburnflure, had a ſon Roger, who became Conſtable 
of Cheſter; and on his death, 15 John, 1214, the lordſhip of Donnington was retained in the 
King's hands; who reſtored. it in the following year to John, fon and heir of Roger, who was 
created Earl of Lincoln in 1232; and whoſe fon Edmund obtained a grant of free warren here 
in 1250; and dying before his father, was ſucceeded by Henry Lacy Earl of Lincola ; from whom 
it paſſed as above into the family of Lancaſter. See Burton, p.go; and Dugd. Bar. vol. I. p. 101.

land country, for the purpoſe of a 'caſtle, than this of Donnington; an abrupt 


hill, rifing over an extenſive tract of flat cbuntty, through which the beautiful 
river Trent winds its ſilvery ſtreams amidſt luxuriant meadows many miles each 
way. And though no ttaces but che carthworks of the caſtle now remain, the ſite 
of the town and its lofty taper ſpire contribute greatly to the charms of this country. 
The preſent houſe is ſmall, and has little in it worth ſeeing. It is low in its: 
ſtructure, and evidently the patchwork of different periods, blazoned over wich a 
diſguſting” yellow colour. But the ſurrounding park is one of the brighteſt features 
in this country, and merits peculiar notice, from its variegated ſwells of fineſt verdure, 
adorned with the beauteous aſſemblage of noble trees, amongſt which the full 
ſpreading bawthorn makes a moſt lovely appearance, particularly in ſpring. _ _ 
Towards the North is an abrupt termination, called Donnington Cliff, Which has 
been always the admiration of the traveller, and the amateur in pictuteſque ſcenery. 
It is richly cloathed with hanging wood, almoſt to the margin of the river Trear, 
which forms a very ſpacious and noble reach above; while below it is interſe&ed 


by à large weir at King's mills, a favourite ſpot for the diverſion of angling ; here 


alſo, in the ſeaſon, excellent ſalmon are plentifully taken. A view of the cliff 


and its appendages from the charming meadows on the oppotre ſide of the river is 


exquiſitely beautiful. "Two prints of this ſcene were publi 
from paintings by Smith “.

Returning to the village, you come to the handſome bridge over the Trent, which

is called Cavendiſh. Bridge, from the Devonſhire family, who built it in the room of 
a very convenient ferry which uſed to be here; the toll is taken the ſame as uſed 


to be at the ferry, and is half a crown for a chaiſe. The ſtone uſed in it was 
brought from a quarry about three miles off +. | 

« 1634., The pryor of Norton, in Cheſhire, was patron of the church of Doning-

On the South ſide of the church Randerh A fair ble n inlaid with 
a braſs plate of the figure of a man in armour (as in plate LXVI. fig. 2.) whereon 
were engraven the coats of Haſelrig and Staunton, and many others ſinee taken 
away and broken; the creſt to one only remaining, viz. a cock's head between two 
wings (which I take to be the creſt to Sraunton's coat) with this inſcription *:

Among the poſſeſſions of Gerendon Abbey. were lands at Barrow, already men- 
tioned: on account of its excellent lime *; and where there is an hoſ pital for old 
bachelors and widowers, a foundation not very common +,

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And gool. to the end and intent that there ſhould be 20l. of lands, of annual 
revenue of inheritance- by the year bought with it, to allow perpetually to fix poor 
men, and four poor widows paſt labour, dwelling and inhabiting within the pariſh 
of St. Botolph aforeſaid, 40 ſhillings a year apiece, to be paid quarterly, with 
this limitation, that the ſaid poor people ſhall be bound to repair every work- day 


in the year, twice a day, to hear Divine ſervice in the pariſh church aforelaid, at 


the hours and terms aforefaid. 


And 200 marks more, to purchaſe lands of inheritance, of the annual value by 
the year, of 61. 3s 4d. for the maintenance of one within Holy orders, to ſay Di- 


vine ſervice as aforeſaid, every work-day in the week twice, through the whole 


year perpetually, in the pariſh church of St. Martin's, in Leiceſter, in the county 
of Leiceſter aforeſaid, at the hours and times afore mentioned. 
All which faid ſums of money he willed ſhould be actually and really delivered 
into the hands and poſſeſſion of the dean and prebends of Weſtminſter aforeſaid, 
within twenty days next after his death, for the performance and uſe afore men- 
tioned, within the ſpace and time of two years at the uttermoſt, after his death. 
And having made Audrey, one of the daughters of Charles Aliayne, of the 
Mote, in the county of Kent, Eſq. ſon and heir of Sir Chriſtopher Allayne, Kar. 
his dear and loving wife, his full execuirix ; ſhe faithfully performed the fame, ac- 
cording to the truit repoſed on her huſband's will. And in remembrance of him, 
hath at her own coſt and charges erected this monument.”

Kirby, which lies on the Weſt ſide of Leiceſter Foreſt, belonged to 
Sic William Herle, Kuight, Chief Juſtice of the Common Pleas in the time ot Ed- 
ward I. He bore G. a feſs between 3 ſhovelers A. His daughter (or, according 
to Burton, grand-daughter) and heir carried it in marriage to Sir Ralph Haſtiags, 
who died 1346, grandfather to William firſt Lord Haſtings, Hence this continued 
the chief ſeat of the family for ſome time, till they had a graut of the caſtle of 
Aſhby-de-la-Zouch. In Burton's time it belonged to Sir Henry Haſtings, Knight, 
ſon of Walter Haſtings, Eſq. youngeſt ſon of Francis ſecond Earl of Huntingdon ; 
which Sir Henry of Kirby, and afterwards of Braunſton, died Sept. 15, 1649, 
having married two wives. By his firſt wife Dorothy, daughter of Edmund Hud- 
dleſton, of Eſſex, Eſq, he had four ſons aud five daughters; by his ſecond wife 
Eleanor, daughter of Sir Philip Knevet, Bart. he had three fons, 1. Walter ; 2. 
Edmund; 3. Henry, who, by Elizabeth, daughter of Thomas Viſcount Beaumont, 
had iffue Henry, born 1653; 4. Ferdinand, who had iſſue Eerdinand, born 1650; 
5. Henry; 6. Knevet; 7. Charles. Sir Henry, like the reſt of his kindred, was 
firmly attached to the royal cauſe, and paid C. 2072. for redeeming his eſtate. It 
was obſerved of thoſe ſons of Francis Earl of Buntingdon, that though they dit» 
tered in Religion, ſome of them being zealous Papiſts, and the reſt as zealous 
”roteſtants, yet they lived with.the greateſt harmony and brotherly affection +.

After various inef- 
fefual-conferences, the Ordinance was brought. in, Feb. 14, 1641-2 ; and continued 


in agitation till June 4, 1642, when it was finally paſſed \by both Houſes &,

June 11, 1642, the King's Commiſſion of Array for Leiceſlenſbire (the firſt county 
which his Majeſty thought proper thus to diſtinguiſh) was iſſued; “ empowering 
te the Earls of Huntingdon and Devonſhire, Sir Richard Halford“, Henry Haſtings +, 
« Efq; and other gentlemen of the county, to arm themſelves, and raiſe forces, for 
ce the defence of the King and country againſt their enemies and rebels 1. -In a 
few days after, © Divers letters and informations were ſent up to London, by the 


_» i; -ſheriff of Leiceſterſhire 1621, and advanced in 1641 to the dignity of a Baronet. He 
had two wives; by the firſt, Iſabel, the daughter of George Bowman, of Medbourn, co. Leiceſter, 
Eſq. he had two ſons; 1. Andrew, ſeated at Kilby; 2. George, of Turlangton, co. Leiceſter, 
who died without ifſue ; and one daughter; but by his ſecond wife he had no iſſue. He was 
ſo remarkable for his loyalty, that the King made Wiſtow the place of his retirement when in 
Leiceſterſhire; where Sir Richard not only entertained, but ſupplied him with large ſums of 
money. He likewiſe fent his eldeſt ſon, Andrew, with a certain number of men, raiſed and main- 
tained at his own charge, to attend his Majeſty, when in Leiceſterſhire, and the counties adja- 
cent; who (with many other ſignal ſervices) took a party of the rebels priſoners, amongſt whom 
was one Flude, high conſtable of Guthlaxton hundred, and carried them to the King's camp, 
where they were tried and hanged ; but Oliver afterwards condemned him for the murder of 
theſe men; and his life was purchaſed for no leſs a ſum than thirty thouſand pounds. Sir Ri- 
chard was ſeveral times plundered, and at laſt compounded his eſtate for two thouſand pounds. 
He died in 1658, aged 758, and was buried at Wiſtow. | 
"+ Henry Haſtings, ſecond ſon of Henry the fifth Earl of Huntingdon, diſtinguiſhed himſelf 
very early in the intereſt of Charles I. Having given manifeſt proofs of a fincere attachment to 
his Sovereign, he was conſtituted General of the forces raiſed in the counties of Leiceſler, 
Derby, Nottingham, Lincoln, Rutland, and Stafford, for the ſervice of that King; and, in fur- 
ther conſideration of his loyalty and great ſervices, was, by letters patent, dated October 29, 
1643, created Baron of Loughborough in the county of Leiceſter, to him and the heirs male of 
his body; and was appointed Lord Lieutenant of the county in 1660. His refidence being at an 
old manſion in the pariſh of Lambeth, ſtill called Loughborough-bouſc, he obtained an act of par- 

liament, in January 1664-5; to make the river and fewer navigable from or near Briſtow-cauſeway,

« From Milton Mowbery they write, that the forces there, under the commaund of 
Sir John Gell, have joyned with the Earle of Mancheſter's forces, and have not 
onely driven the Cavaleers out of the parts adjacent, but intend ſuddenly to make 
an aſſault uppon Newarke uppon Trent, they being in all about 3000 foote and 
2000 horſe, The truth of the firſt part of this relation is the rather to bee cre- 
dited, for that the carriers of Milton Mowbery came: the laſt week to London, 
which for diverſe monethes before were hindered by the Cavaleers +.” 


„The Lord Gray of Grooby being to remove from Leiceſter to releive Melton, 
and to order ſome other buſineſs there, it ſeems the enemy had notice thereof, and 
lay in the way with ſome foure or five troop of horſe; but the Lord Gray was got 
to Melton before they came: the enemy being diſcovered, the Lord Grey iſſued out 
upon them, and faced them, they not knowing that the Lord Gray was there, nor 
that our forces had ſo good a ſtrength, did not move firſt ; till our men fired fo 
faſt upon them, that the reare of them fled, and left two coronets of horſe behind, 
which could not eſcape, and thoſe the Lord Gray took, and carried priſoners to 
Leiceſter. Unfortunately we loſt a troop of horſe, which were. ſurpriſed neare 
Burley houſe, and carried away priſoners. by the cavalliers; but our forces have 
taken another troop of theirs neare Sommerby-in Lincolnſhire, which were carried 


priſoners to Leiceſter, and will ſerye to exchange for ours . : 


O Our ſcribe has gotten ſome relations out of Leiceſterſhire to this effect, that 
Captaine Ludlame, an alderman of the towne of Leiceſter, in returning home 
againe from Burghley houſe, whither he had been ſent priſoner for an affront done 
to the Lord Grey; and that ſince his returne he hath humbled himſelf to his 
Lordſhip, which may prove a good example to others, to reſtraine them from the 
like offences, and teach them better manners. That one of their Captaines loſt 
8 of his men, and 14 of his horſes, which were taken in their quarters by the 
Whorton cavaliers ; only their trumpeter, being a couragious, made a cleere eſcape 
in the face of the enemy, and got ſafe home to Leiceſter, with the loſs of his trum- 
pet. That ſome of the countrey-men brought a cavalier priſoner into the towne 
of Leiceſter Feb. 26, who having been there awhile, got away in his keeper's view, 
by ſwimming over two rivers, and ſo eſcaped to the enemies garriſon againe 9. 


March 11, two letters were read in the Houſe of Commons; one from Lieute- 
nant Col. Henry Grey, from Leiceſter, of March 6, relating * a great victory 
« granted to ſome forces of the garriſon of Leiceſter, againſt far greater forces of 
the enemy, at Hinckley, in Leiceſterſhire || ;”* and likewiſe relating, © that divers 
& Miniſters of that county refuſed taking the Covenant, whom they have as yet 
« reſtrained at Leiceſter till further orders.” The Miniſters were ordered“ to be 
* brought to London in ſafe cuſtody, and their eſtates to be ſequeſtered x.“

March 23, News came of a ſkirmiſhing, March 20, between the Parliament's 
Forces and the King's at Coote's Bridge, near Loughborough Þ ; and on the 4th of 
April, the Houſe took into conſideration © the managing of the forces ſent from 
% Newark and Leiceſter againſt the enemy gathered about Loughborough 2.” 


« Sir Charles Lucas and the Lord of Loughborough having united their forces 
together, Sir John Meldrum commanded Sir Edward Hartoppe to inconnter with 
them with a party of horſe from the ſiedge of Newark, fearing that the enemy 
mould fall upon the garriſon of Leiceſter, which were then but in a weak condition; 
they came to Loughborough, and were aſſiſted with the Lord Graye's regiment, 
where diſcharging a great peece upon the enemy, which did great execution 
amongſt them, they forced them to retreat, and by that means gained the bridge, 
Which was half a mile in length. The enemy, after this, drew into a great medow, 
and divided into five bodies, and without any blow only faced our men till night, 
at which time they retreated; and Sir Edward Hartop having intelligence that 
Prince Rupert was not far off, accompanied with two thouſand horſe and as many 
foot, Sir Edward retreated towards Newark, and the Lord Gray towards Leiceſter, 
which now continueth in a good condition. We are ſince informed, that Prince 
Rupert, ſtrengthened with the additionall ſupplyes of the Lord Loughbourowe's 
and Sir Charles Lucas's forces, hath advanced before Newark, and raiſcd the ſiege; 
there was ſome. -incounter  betwixt the Parliament forces and his, wherein the 
Earle of Mancheſter's foot ſhewed not that courage and reſolution as was ex- 
pected : there were taken fome peeces of ordnance and divers arms; the firſt 
charge from Prince Rupert was very violent. The enemy was much ſtronger than 
was reported; and it hath pleaſed God, for our humiliation, to give them there the 
better of us; yet ht we not to be diſcouraged; Victory flyes on uncertaine 
wings; and on that fide to which it ſtooped not to-day, ir may pleaſe God it may 
alight on the morrow ß. |

In April, Sir John Gell routed two troops of Colonel Goring's borſe, and dif 


perſed the reſt ; and in July, Colonel Haltings, comirg to plunder ſome carriers at 
Belgrave, was beaten back with loſs by a party from Leiceſter s. 


*© Winkefield Mannor is ftill beſieged by Sir John Gell ; and it is hoped it will 
ſpeedily be ours, either by ſtorming or compoſition. Our forces have lately taken 
King's Mills upon the River of Trent, not farre from Willne Ferry J. Ihe Lord of 
Loughborough, in diſtracted feare and ſpeede, flies up and downe the countrey, 
but dares not come neere us; and the forces of Warwicke and Northamptonſhire 
being now in the field, he every houre expects to have a'fiege laid ro Aſhby de la 
Zouch, which, if Winkefield were once taken, he might well be ſure off. It is to 
be wondered (being in the heart of that inland countrey) what ſhift he makes' 
for powder and ammunition ; the garriſons that-have furniſhed him-ſo long with 
ſupplies being moſt of them ſurrendered or blocked up . 


Sept. 4, A petition of the inhabitants of Leiceſter, repreſenting “ the inconveni- 
te encies that happened to the country upon the diſſerences that had arifen between 
© the Lord Grey's Officers and the Committee,” was referred to à Committee, 10 
ſee what was fit to be done for the compoling of the differences 4. | 


In September, “about eighty of the Leiceſter horſe, in convoy of ſome carriers, 
* ere ſet upon by 120 of Colonel Haſtings's men; but the eighty routed and dif- 
« perſed the 120, killed 8, and took 60 of them priſoners, and ſtore of arms . 


In October, © a party of. Colonel Haſtings's men came to Loughborough on the 
Lord's-day, rode into the church in ſermon-time, and would have taken away the 
preacher out of the pulpit; but the women reſcued him, and proved then more 
valiant than their huſbands, or Haſtings's men; and about this time Colonel Charles 
Fleetwood took two troops of the King's horſe near Belvoir Caſtle **.“ 


«© We are advertized that the Derby forces, conſiſting of foure troupes of horſe, 
have united themſelves to the Leiceſter forces; and that, being ingroſſed into one 
body, they are now advanced to befiege Aſhby de la Zouch, which is one of the

uſed this ſtratagem to get the fort: they took about 60 cart-loads of hay, and other combuſtible 
matter, and carried them, with their forces, up to the very fort, under the ſhelter of which their 
men were ſecure from any hurt from the enemy; and putting fire to the combuſtible matter, with 
the advantage of the wind, did ſo annoy the enemy, that they were dfiven out of the works, and 
their trenches filled with hay and other fiuff, Captain Robinſon, the governor, offered to ſurrendM# 
upon terms, to march away with bag and baggage; but that being denied, he. prepared for a re- 
ſolute defence ; but when the Parliament forces began the ſtorm, Robinſon's men threw down their 
arms, and craved quarter, which was given them, and but one man killed, There were taken 
three captains, divers inferior officers, two drakes, and 30 common ſoldiers : after this they took 
in Winkfield manor, and Shelford manor.

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flrongeſt and moſt conſiderable holds that the enemy hath in thoſe places; and the 
better to effect their enterprize, they are now fortifying a great houſe not far from 
it, a very defenſible place of itſelfe, which commands one of the chiefeſt paſſages 
thereunto. In the meane time we have received intelligence from Derby, that Sir 
John Gell is not idle ; but is ſo carefull for the ſecuring of that county, that he in- 
deavours to garriſon his ſouldiers within halfe a mile or a mile of the enemy. By 
this means he will keepe the countrey inviolate from the oppreſſion and outrages of 
the enemy, who will not be able to adventure abroad for plunder, but they will 
be inforced to returne againe with loſſe and with repentance, By this means alſo, 
; the enemy being denied all manner of reliefe, the country will be the. better in- 
= ; couraged and inabled to ſupply its owne garriſons “.“ 


In November, a petition from Leiceſterſhire defired that the Lord Grey might 
be ſent down to them, being their commander in chief. Eetters from Captain 
Hacker inform, that, at the defeat of the Newark. forces, the number of horſe 
taken were about 800. That Sir John Garlington was drowned, and divers others 
of quality with him, beſides common ſoldiers, in their confuſed flight over a mill- 
dam. That 40 commanders and officers, and near 400 common ſoldiers, were taken 
priſoners, and but one man lain of the Parliament's. They blocked up Belvoir 
Caſtle, put a garriſon into Grantham, and continued cloſe fiege to Crowland and 
Newark. A party from Leiceſter faced Aſhby, and drove. away many of their 
cattle ; and two days after 10 or 12 horfe from Aſhby came to a gentleman's houſe, 
where ſome of Lord Grey's commanders were making merry, and took them away 
priſoners. Two houſes near Aſhby were garriſoned by the Parliament's forces. 
In December the Leiceſter forces drove the forces of Haſtings out of Aſliby- 
town into the tower, and took divers priſoners and arms .“ 


It is reported that Prince Rupert is advancing with another party towards 
Newarke, where no doubt but he will be wellcomed by the Parliament's forces ; for, 
as we are certainly informed, we have thereabouts already threeſcore troops of 
horſe, collected out of the garriſons of Derby, Leiceſter, Lincolne, and Nottivg- 
ham, beſides ſome others ſent by my Lord Fairfax to their aſſiſtance !.“ 


Feb. 4, 1644-5, © Calonel Haſtings, for the King, ſent out warrants for carriages to 
fetch hay. to Aſhby ; the Parliament's forces ſent out their warrants to bring the 
hay to Coleorton; but Haſtings was too quick, and had compelled the country to 
load the hay, and with a ſtrong guard was bringing of it to his garriſon. Captain 
Temple, the high-ſheriff of the county, having notice thereof, with his troop got 
between them and Aſhby in the van, and three troops of Derby following in the 
r,. after a little engagement, Haſtings's men fled, and were routed and purſued, 
40 of them taken priſoners, 60 horſe arms, and all their hay 8.“ | 


We gave you before ſome intelligence in generall, that fome of the Lord of 
— Eoughboroughe's troopes were foundly beaten by our forces; we will now give it 
you in particular, which is, that a party of General Haſtings's horſe, confiſting of

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about fourty-four, were encountered by our men; the ſervice was attended with 


as much ſucceſs as ſpeed ; for preſently, on the firſt charge, wee did take them all 


priſoners, with their horſe and armes, and carried them priſoners unto Derby: to 
make this atchievement more remarkable, it was performed not far from Aſhby de la 
Zouch. Maſter Cleveland of Cambridge, the contriver of that bold and licentious 
pamphlet, called, The Character of the Perfect Diurnall,” is brought up to London 
to anſwer for his libelling : you will ſhortly read a Character upon the Characterer *.” 


Feb. 25, Between Harborough and Leiceſter, a ſkirmiſh happened betwixt a 
party of the King's forces, commanded by Sir Marmaduke Langdale, and a party 
of the Parliament's forces. The latter loſt about 100 men killed, and 2 50 taken 
priſoners ; befides a conſiderable number of horſes. The victors lay in Leiceſter 
that night, and there received orders to collect a ſufficient force, and proceed to the 
relief of Newark, then beſieged by the Parliament's forces; but on their paſſage 
thither, they were attacked by a party of the enemy, commanded by Colonel 
Roſeter, near Melton Mowbray in this county, The Royaliſts ſuſtained the ſudden 
and deſperate attack of the enemy with great bravery, although inferior in num- 
bers, and at laſt obliged them to retire, leaving 170 dead in the field, and ſome 
horſes ; which helped to remount ſome of the King's men who had loſt theirs in 
this conflict. The wounded men of the King's forces were left at Belvoir Caſtle +.” 


« Sir Marmaduke Langdale routed a great body of rebels, conſiſting of at leaſt 
1200 horſe and dragoons, commanded by Col. Roſſiter, a Scot, near Melton Mow- 
bray in Leiceſterſhire; killed above 30 of them, took 46 priſoners, with four colours 
of horſe, with the loſs of Sir John Girlington, a gallant Knight, Captain Gaſcoigne, 
and not above 6 or 7 common ſoldiers on his Majeſty's part F.” 


„Sir Marmaduke Langdale's party were met with by Colonel Rofliter near 
Melton, where they had a ſharp encounter, and loſs on both fides. Of Langdale's 
party were ſlain Colonel Tuke, Major Kertlington, Captain Markham, and about 
100 others; of Roſliter's about 5o, but no officer; he loſt one colour, and took 


two. Langdale got proviſions into Newark, and was recruited to 3000, and Roſſiter 
followed him with 2000 f.“ 


c On Tueſday, May 22, 1645, the King was at the Earl of Huntingdon's ; Wed- 
neſday the 28th, at Coates, Sr Harry Shipworth's; Thurſday the agth, at E Iſtone 
near Leiceſter, which was faced by the King's army. The R. defaced with fire. 
Here he ſtayed two nights. Saturday the zoth at Leiceſter, which was taken by 
the King at two o'clock. The ſoldiers were rewarded by plunder. , The lain about 
equal on both fides.

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ſtorm it; and others affirmed that his Majeſty was on his march towarès Newark, and 


that ſome diſcontented perſons in Yorkſhire are in a neutrall conjunction. Colonel 
Poynes is made governour of York, and is ſhortly to goe downe thither #. 


May 31, the. town of Leiceſter was taken by ſtorm; of which we find the 
following relation in Heath's Chronicle: “ After Prince Rupert had ſummoned it, 
% herein he offered quarter to the town, the Committee of that county, then 
* reſident. there, afferybled all the commanders, and read the ſummons unto them; 
© by whom it was reſolved to give anſwer next morning . The trumpet was no 
* ſooner returned, but a drum was preſently diſpatched tor a full anſwer within an 
4 hour; which while they debated beyond their ſtint, the King's guns played from 
© the battery, and all ſoldiers were commanded to their reſpe&ive poſts; the 
great and ſmall ſhot never intermitting that day and night; when next morning 
* they ſtormed at fix. or ſeven places}. At Newark-breach they entered firſt,

as big as ſmall hens eggs, and the leaſt as big as mutket-bullets: it deſtroyed the corne, and

June 23 On conſideration of the King's being at Leiceſter, and the danger to the aſſociated 
counties thereby, the-Houſe ordered that the Committee of both kingdoms ſhou!d confider of 
ſuch diſpoſal of the armies under Sir Thomas Fairfax as may be moſt advantageous for the pub- 
lick ; and that the blocking up oF-Oxford be lett to Major General Browne.

The King's forces having entered the town, had 
a hot encounter in the market · place; and many of them were flain by ſhot out of the windows; 
that they gave no quarter, bat hanged-ſome of the Committee, and cut others to pieces. Some 
letters ſay that the Kennels ran down with blood. That Colonel Gray: the Governor, and 

Captain Hacker, were wounded and taken priſoners, and very many of the garriſon put to the 
ſword, and the town miſerably pluadered. The King entered the: town on Sunday June 1. 

June 7, Letters from Leiceſter informed, that the Committee-men and the Scots there were 
not killed in cold blood, as was before reported; but that the King's forces killed divers who 
prayed quarter, and put divers women to the ſword, and other women and children they turned

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« where Colonel St. George.was ſlain with a great ſhot, in a bravery and gallantry 
* of courage, venturing upon the mouth of the cannon, The works being leized; 
« there yet remained a work of greater bloodſhed, the Market-place, where the 
« defendants had drawn up their artillery, and for three hours ſpace maintained the 
fight at the croſs therein. They were at laſt over-powered ; the Committee- 
« men, with Sir Robert Pye, Colonel Hacker, and Colonel Grey, taken priſoners, 
and put into cuſtody ; only Sir Robert had ſome more reſpect ſhewed him.

„ town was plundered, and ſome of the inhabitants for the preſent ſecured; the 
* ſpoil part of it carried away to the King's adjacent garriſon of Newark, Aſhby- 
« de-la-Zouch, and Belyoir Caſtle ; but the Parliament forces found very near as 
# good booty in thoſe ſudden ſpoils that came from Naſeby *. All men upon 
* this ſucceſs looked upon the King's army as far the more puiſſant. Great feats 
and diſtruſts were ariſen in the Parliament irſelf, not much different from deſpair ; 
| c ſeveral members being over-heard to ſay in their paſſage to the Houſe out of 
© Weſtminſter-hall, that there was no hopes but in the King's mercy, and that the 
« ſpedieſt recourſe thereto would be the ſafeſt expedient for them, And the Royal 
party were as good as ſure that the day was their own ; which they made appear, 
«even in London, by all publike ſignes and diſcourſes. The King himſelf, de- 
„ ceived alſo with this lightning before his ruine, which he conſtrued for the 
« greateſt ſunſhine of his felicity, was of the ſame opinion; the reſult whereof 
« appeared in a letter written to the Queen, June the 8th, where he uſed this ex 


« preſſion; *I may, without being too ſaoguine affirm, that ſince this rebellion my 
« affairs were never in ſo hopeful a way!“ \

Prince Rupert, who 
now too late returned from his improvident eager purſuit, ſeeing the day loſt, accompanied them 
in their flight, leaving a compleat victory to the Parliamentarians, who had the chace of them 
for 14 miles, within two miles of Leiceſter, The ſame uight after the battle of Naſeby, Sir 
T. Fairfax blocked up Leiceſter with his horſe, and next day his ſoot came up to bim.“

After the breach was made in the wall by the cannon,

Humphrey Brown, of Whitſondine, in the county of Rutland, on the trial of the 
King, ſwore, © That at ſuch time as the town of Leiceſter was taken by the forces 
« of Charles the Firſt, being in or about June 1645, Newark fort, in Leiceſter, 
© was ſurrendered to the King, upon condition, that neither cloaths, nor money, 
« ſhould be taken from any of the garriſon, which had ſurrendered ; nor any vio- 
«Jence ſhould be offered to them; and that, as ſoon as the fort was upon ſuch con- 
« ſideration ſo ſurrendered, the King's ſoldiers, contrary to the articles, fell upon 
« the ſoldiers of the fort; did ſtrip and wound many of them: whereupon one of 
« the King's officers rebuking ſome of thoſe ſoldiers, this deponent did hear the 
King ſay, I do not care if they cut them more, for they are mine enemies, in 
« words to ſuch effect. And that the King was on horſeback, in bright armour, in 
« the ſaid-town of Leiceſter .“

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Another officer, who was preſent at the fiege, blames the town's people very 
much for their raſhneſs. He ſays, * Men and women fought in the breach, to ſhew 
& their over-zeal in defending the town.” They afterwards mounted the tops of 
houſes, and threw ſtones and tiles upon the King's troops as they paraded the ſtreet, 
From one houſe, in the Market-place,, where the Parliament Comminee and the 
Scots Deputies were ſitting, ſome raſh people fired, and killed and wounded about 
ſeven or eight of the King's dragoons; upon which the ſoldiers grew ungovernable, 

ſecured every avenue leading from the houſe, broke open the doors, and killed 
every perſon without diſtinftion found therein. Colonel Grey, the Governor, was 
wounded and taken priſoner, with ſome inferior officers, and about 300 men.“ 


tt There is a charge in the Churchwardens accompts for the pariſh of St. Martin, 
that year, for the payment of Wm. Haſtwell, maſon, for“ Leivenige downe many

buried in the ſame. church, who died of his wounds, at the Red Lion Inn.— There 
is an oral tradition- in Leiceſter, that ſeveral people loſt their lives in this church- 
yard, where part. of the garriſon had been driven by the Royaliſts ; ſome, it is ſaid, 
gained admittance into the church, and annoyed the King's forces from the battle- 
ments and leads. It appears from the following charge in the pariſh-book of that 
time, that the King's forces broke into the church to drive them thence. © Paid 
Francis Motley for mendinge the locks of the church-doors broke by the King's 
-« army 3s.” — While the King remained at Leiceſter, he ſeemed ſolicitous to render the 
fortifications as impregnable as poſſible: he augmented ſeme parts, and repaired 
others; but his enemies, being as deſirous to recover as he was to preſerve it, raiſed the 
fiege of Oxford, and with Fairfax, at the head of the army, marched towards Lei- 
ceſter. The King, being ignorant of the movement, marched with his army to the relief 
of bis garriſon at Oxford, which brought on the fatal battle of Naſeby. About four 
days after, the King's governor, Lord Loughborough, delivered up, by capitulation, 
the Caſtle of Leiceſter, and all its out-works, to Fairfax, in which was found a 
large quantity of ammunition, and the King's belt artillery. The governor, at 
that time, was much cenfured for his not reſiſting, as it might for a time, at leaſt, . 
have ſtopt the rapid progreſs of a victorious army +.” n 


Both Houſes of Parliament were now in the utmoſt conſternation; and conference 
ſuceeeded conference. They were attended by divers aldermen and other citizens, 
who acquainted them, that the late news of ſtorming of Leiceſter, and the ſad 
© conſequences of it, had made ſo deep an impreſſion on the hearts of many of 
«the citizens and inhabitants in and about the city of London, that they addreſſed 
«© themſelves to the Lord-mayor to call a Common Council: That, according to 
<< their» defires, my Lord - mayor did ſummon a Common Council: that they had

dies thereof; and how the like miſchiefs may be prevented for the future 
The triumph of the Royaliſts f was of very ſhort duration. On the i 5th of June, the 
day following the fatal defeat of Naſeby, “ Fairfax gave orders for the army and 
train to march after them the next day, being Sunday, without any more inter- 
«© miſhon ; the purſuit of the victory being of parallel conſequence. with the ob · 
“e taining it. Theſe orders were chearfully-obeyed, though the long march of the 
foot for many days together, and the vehemency of the battle, might have 
made them reſt. That night they quartered at Great Glen, four miles ſhort of 
< Leiceſter ; but the horſe came nearer; which ſo much alarmed the nobility and 
e gentry that had fled thither for ſecurity, that they fled thence in great haſte, 
leaving the Lord Haſtings to defend the place.

Sir John Gell, hearing that the King's army was routed, and that Sir Thomas 

Fairfax had purſued them to Leiceſter, from whence they alſo fled ; a party of 
His and Nottingham's horſe went out on Monday the 16th of June. They gathered 
up 200 of the King's horſe, and many of their riders; and Sir Thomas Fairfax 
blocked up Leiceſter with his. horſe till his foot came up: which coming to him, 
hee preſently ſummoned the rowne ; and the Lord Loughborough (the Governor 
thereof) refuſing to ſurrender it, preſently hee ſate down before it; upon which 
the enemy deſired a parley ; which being granted, articles of ſurrender were agreed 
upon, the 18th of June , to the effect following: 1. That the Lord Loughborough 
ſhould bee conveyed to rhe garrifon at Aſhby de la Zouch, and have protection for 
the ſafety of his perſon thither- 2. That all field officers, as colonels, lieutenant- 
colonels, ſerjeant-majors, captains, and lieutenants of horſe (but not of foot) 
march away with their particular ſingle horſe and armes. 3. That the reſt of the 
officers and ſonldiers ſhall be conveyed to Lichfield garriſon, with ſtaves in their 
hands, and no other armes. 4. That all horſe, ſave only thoſe before excepted; 
ſhall be delivered up to Sir Thomas Fairfax, for the uſe of the Parliament. 5. That 
all ſuch priſeners as are in Leiceſter ſhall be releaſed and delivered ſafe to Sir 
Thomas Fairfax. 6. That all cannon, armes, and ammunition (ſave only what 
armes the officers are to march out with) and all the proviſions, and bagge and 
baggage, in Leiceſter, to be delivered up to Sir Thomas Fairfax. 7. That the 
enemy march out the faid morning, June 18; that Sir Thomas Fairfax may march 
in, and take poſſeſſion of the towne, by ten of the clock. —A liſt of what was taken 
in the town and garriſon of Leiceſter : Five hundred horſe, two thouſand armes, 
fourteen peeces of ordnance, fifty barrels of powder, many ſkeins of match, ali 
Loughborough's carriages, and much of his treaſure that hee had got in plundering 
of the towne ; all their proviſions and ammunition, bag and baggage, thirty co- 
Jours, with much other purchaſe, too large to inſiſt on the particulars here .

© Whereas it is very well-known what miſeries befell the inhabitants of the Town and County 
of Leiceſter, when the King's army took Leiceſter, by plundering the ſaid inhabitants, not only 
of their wares in their ſhops, but alſo all their houſhold goods, und their apparel from their 
backs, both of men, women, and children; not ſparing in that kind infants in their cradles z and 
by violent courſes and tortures compelled them to diſcover whatſoever they had concealed or hid; 
and after all that impriſoned their perſons, and thereupon forced: them to borrow money to pur- 
chaſe their enlargement, ta the undoing of the tradeſmen, who are indebted for a great part of 
their wares, which the enemy took away; and alſo to the ruin of many of the country, and thoſe- 
the beſt affected to the Parliament, that brought their goods into the town for protection: Be it 
therefore ordained, and it is hereby ordained by the Lords and Commons aſſembled in Parlia- 
ment, and by the authority of the ſame, That a general collection be made, in and throughout 
the City of London, and Lines of Communication, and all other Cities, Towns, Liberties, and 
Privileged Places, within the Counties of Middleſex, Kent, Suſſex, Surrey, Hertford, Eſſex, Suf- 
folk, Norfolk, and County and City of Norwich, Bedford, Cambridge, and the Ifle of Ely, Hun- 
tingdon, Lincoln, Nottingham, Derby, Stafford, Leiceſter, Warwick, and the County and City of 
Coventry, Northampton, Buckingham, Rutland, for and towards the relief of ſuch inhabitants 
of the faid Town and County of Leiceſter, who are well-affefted to the proceedings of Parlia- 
ment, and ruined by the Enemies taking of the ſaid Town. And for the more ſpeedy and better 
effecting of this Ordinance, the ſaid Lords and Commons do hereby command, That the ſame be. 
forthwith put in print and publiſhed, and diſperſed into every 4 town, hamlet, and place, 
within the aforeſaid counties, as well within liberties as without: And that the Parſons, Vicars, 
and Curates, of the faid pariſhes, towns, hamlets, and places reſpectively, are hereby required to 
read this Ordinance in their ſeveral churches and chappels upon the next Lord's-day after the 
ſame ſhall be delivered unto them, when the congregations are aſſembled together, both in the 
forenoon and afternoon; and to exhort the people to a free and liberal contribution to this ſo 
neceſſary and charitable a work: And the Miniſter and Churchwardens of every ſuch pariſh, ham- 
let, town, and place, and where no Miniſter and Churchwardens is or are, then two of the moſt 
ſaſficient men of eſtates of ſach pariſh, town, hamlet, or place, are hereby authorized, after the 
reading of this Ordinance' as aforeſaid, to go with all convenient ſpeed from houſe to houſe, to 
every of the inhabitants of the ſaid pariſhes, towns, hamlets, and places reſpectively, and to col- 
le& and gather the free and charitable benevolences of the inhabitants thereof, that ſhall be 
willing to contribute to this ſo pious and charitable a work; and that every ſuch Miniſter, 
Churchwardens, and other perſons, ſhalt cauſe to be written in a ſchedule the ſeveral ſum or 
ſumm of money fo given, and the pariſh and place where the fame is ſo given: And that the faid 
ſeveral Mimifters, Churchwardens, and other perſons, ſhall ſubſcribe the ſaid ſchedule with their 
hands; and that they ſhall, within twenty days next after every ſuch collection reſpeRively, bring 
or ſend the faid fchedule, with the money ſo collected or gathered, and the copy of this Ordi- 
nance that ſhall be ſent unto them, unto the Mayor or chief Magiſtrate of the chief City or 
Town that is in the Pariiament's power, within any of the ſaid reſpeRive counties, who are 
hereby authorized and required to receive the ſame accordingly, and, within twenty days after 
their reſpective receipt thereof, to ſend the ſame unto William Hobſon, Thomas Eyres, William 
Kendal, and Thomas Churchman, Gentlemen and Citizens of London, at the Chequer Chamber 
in Guildhall, London, and there deliver the ſaid ſchedule, copy, and money, unto them the ſaid 
Willam Hobſon, Thomas Eyres, William Kendal, and Thomas Churchman, who are hereby 
appointed and authorized Treaſurers for that purpoſe, and to receive the ſame, and to defray 
the neceſſary charges of ſending up the ſaid monies: And laſtly, it is hereby Ordained, That the 
Committee of Leiceſter, or any ſeven of them (except fuch of them as ſhall expect benefit by 
this Benevolence) ſhall, by virtue of this Ordinance, have power to take the accompts of — 
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faid Treaſurers, and ſhall alſo give them reaſonable allowances for their charges; and what 
monies ſhall be collected or gathered: upon this Ordinance, ſhall be divided and paid by the ſaid” 
Treaſurers, or any two of them, to and amongſt the aforeſaid perſons, according to the faid com- 
putation of their ſeveral loſſes proportionably ; and the certificate of them the ſaid Committee, or 
any ſeven of them, what every perſon or perſons part or parts cometh unto, according to the did 
computation, tugethet with ſuch perſon or perſons: acquittance for the receipt of his or their part 
or parts of the ſaid collection, ſhall be a ſufficient diſcharge to the ſaid Treaſurers. Provided

Haſte 
cauſeth me to be ſo abrupt. There are two gentlemen more, viz. Lieutenant - colo- 
nel Oſtruen and Sir William Valentine, waited for an anſwer of the letters from the 
Princes. The Lord Bellaſſis is governour of Newarke now, and one Terrell of 
Warton. Col. Gen. Poyntz cantinues ſtill at Southwell; and Welbeck-houſe will 
be delivered if we well fight Wingfield- manor.

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inevitable neceſſity of putting our ſubjeQs into a poſture of defence, for the ſafeguard both of 
our Perſon and People: and that fithence divers inhabitants of divers Counties have addreſſed 
their petitions to that purpoſe ; and whereas a ſmall number of both Houſes (after it had beene 
rejected by the Lords in a full Houſe, and without our Royall affent, or the opinion of the Judges 
concerning the legality bereof) have attempted, by way of Ordinance, to put in execution the 
power of the Militia of the kiugdome, and to diſpoſſeſſe many of our ancient Nobility of the 
command and truſt repoſed is them by Us ; and have nominated divers others, who have no in- 
tereſt in, nor live neere to ſome of the Counties to which they are nominated for the Lieutenancy,, 
whereby they cannot be properly ſerviceable to the Counties wherewith they are intruſted, nor 
Our People receive that content and ſecurity which we defire they ſhould : to ſubmit to the exe- 
cution of which power by the way of ordinance, without it were reduced into a law by Act of 
Parliament, eſtabliſhed by Our Royall afſent, were to introduce and expoſe our ſubjects to a meere 
arbitrary government; which by God's grace Wee ſhall never permit. We therefore conſider- 
ing, that by the laws of the realm it belongeth ſolely to Us to order and govern the Militia of 
the kingdome, have thereupon, by Our Proclamation of the 25th of May laſt, prohibited all 
manner of perſons whatſoever, upon their allegiance, to muſter, levy, or ſummon, upon any war- 
rant, order, or ordinance, from one or both Houſes of Parliament, whereunto We have not or 
ſhall not give Our expreſſe conſent, any of the trained bands, er other officers, without expreſſe 
warrant under Our hands, or warrant from Our ſheriff of the county, grounded upon a parti» 
cular writ to that purpoſe under Our great ſeal; And conſidering; that in antient time the Mi- 
itia of the kingdome was ever diſpoſed of by Commiſſions of Array, and that by a particular 
ftatute upon record in the Tower, made in the fifth yeere of Henry the Fourth, by full conſent 
of the Prelates, Earls, Barons, and Commons, and at their fuit, and by the advice and opinion of 
the Judges then had, ſuch commiſſions were mitigated in reſpect of ſome clauſes perillous to the

«© Gentlemen, Since I have found my preſence ſo very acceptable amongſt my good ſubjects in 
theſe Northern parts, and that the errors and miſtakes amongſt them have wholly proceeded 
from miſ-information, and are removed with more ſatisfaction and eaſe to them than they were 
received; I hold it a piece of my duty to take the utmoſt pains I can, fully to inform and un- 
deceive my people ; and rather to prevent crimes than to puniſh them, In this errand I am come 
to you, amongſt whom there hath not beene the leaſt miſunderſtanding, to ſhew you, that I doe 
not ſuſpe& any malice in the place or in the people, though perſons of as ill diſpoſitions have 
been buſie in it, and amongſt you, as in any County in England, and ſuch who have taken as great 
pains to do miſchief and to bring confuſion, as good men ſhould for peace and happines: 
though *tis as true, that very many worthier- perſons amongſt you have appeared of contrary 
affections, which I flall always acknowledge. I am come to you in a time too when nothing could 
invite me to ſuch a journey, but my affection to and good eſteeme of you; having ſent ſuch pro- 
poſitions for peace and accommodation to my two Houſes of Parliament, that I hope to have no 
other uſe of your aſſections but in your prayers; being ſure they will ſubmit to them with 
alacrity, if the unexcuſable enemies to the peace of the kingdome be not ſtrong enough to pre- 
vaile: and then you will finde yourſelves ſo much concerned (for I have required nothing that 
with more juſtice can be denied me (if it be duly weighed) than my Crowne or my life may be 
taken from me) that I ſhall not need to aſk your aſſiſtance. I know you will bring horſe, men, 
money, and hearts worthy ſuch a cauſe. Your Religion, your Liberties, your Laws (which I 
will defend with my life, 1. meane the good knowne Lawes of the Land, not Ordinances 
without my conſent, which, till within theſe twelve moneths, was never heard ot from the founda - 
tiou of this kingdom) will be the quarrell: And in ſuch à cauſe,-the taking away my townes, |

P. 721. If my ingenious friend Mr. Throſby had ſeen what is ſaid in this page 
on Bow-bridge by the late worthy and accurate Mr. Bickerſtaffe *, and Mr. Pridden's 
neat view of it in Plate XXX. p. 718, he might have faved himfelf the trouble of 
a criticiſm ; which he has thrown out, however, with ſo much modeſty and candour, 
that it would be ungenerous not to incorporate it in theſe Collections. In the 
«« Hiſtory of Burbach,“ ſays Mr. Throſpy, Mr. Nichols has given an engraving 
* of Bow-bridge, with a military proceſſion of the burial of Richard the Third 
over it to the Grey Friers (he ſays) adjoining. The Friars adjoining this Bridge 
„was the Aupuſtine, or Black Friars. The Grey Friars was ſituated on the South 
« fide of St. Mariin's church, where Henry the Seventh ereted a monument to 
* Richard's memory. It is known alſo that there was no pomp at his burial ; his 
% body was brought into Leiceſter over a carrier's horſe, and there expoſed to the 
* derifion of the inhabitants in the Corporation-hall, then at the end of Blue-Boar 
„% Lane. After lying expoſed there for two or three days, it was buried without 
% ceremony 4 in the church of Gre» Friers, near St. Martin's church.” 5 

\ The 

* The Rev, William Bickerſtaffe, ſon of William and Anne Bickerſtaffe, born at Leiceſter, 
June 17, 1728, was appointed maſter of the Lower Free Grammar School in that town Jau. zo, 
1749-39; ordained in December 1770; and from that period occaſionally a curate at moſt of 
the churches in Leiceſter, and alſo at Great Wigſton and Ayleſton, two villages at no great 
diſtance. On the morning of Feb. 26, 1789, after having retired to bed the preceding night 
as well in health as he had been for ſome time, he was found dead, appearing to. have 
expired, as he had always wiſhed, without a ſtruggle or a groan. He was, in the 61ſt year of his 
age ; and had not long before repreſented his caſe to the Lord Chancellor, from whom he bad 
hopes of ſome ſmall preferment. With much claffical knowledge, he poſſeſſed a ſtrong vein of 
pleaſantry and fatire. The duties of his function he diſcharged very affiduouſly ; and, being 
poſſeſſed of much medical knowledge, employed it in comforting the afflicted, as he did the 
mall furplus of his little revenue in alleviating diſtreſs.

made ſo degraded a ſpectacle; humanity and decency ought not to have ſuffered it. Carte ſays, 
they tied a rope about his neck, which is very probable ; and perhaps about his feet, or he could 
not well have been faſtened to the horſe. , This was meant as a diſgrace for Richard; but it 
reflected more upon Henrv, or his followers ; for to inſult weakneſs is highly blameable, but 
more to inſult the dead. The corpſe was expoſed two days to public view in the Town-hall; this 
was Henry's policy to prevent a future impoſtor, and his pride to ſhew himſelf a conqueror, and: 
then interred, without ceremony, in the Gray-friers* church. Here Richard reſted about fifty 
years, with a ſcrubby alabaſter monument erected over him by Henry. At the deſtruction of 
religious houſes, his remains were turned out of their little tenement by the town's people, and 
loſt ; and his coffin of ſtone was converted into a watering-trough, at the White-horſe, in'Gallow-- 
tree- gate. Thus all the grandeur for which Richard exerted uncommon talents ended in a ſtyle: 
below a beggar. I took a journey to Leiceſter in 1758, to ſee à trough which had been the re- 
poſitory of one of the moſt ſingular bodies that ever exiſted ; but found it had not withſtood the: 
ravages of Time. The beſt intelligence that I could obtain was, that it was deſtroyed about 
the latter end of the reign of George the Firſt, and ſotne of the pieces placed as ſteps in a 
cellar at the ſame inn where it had ſerved as a trough.“ Hurrox.

He probably ſucceeded John Fyſher, about the year 1500, The inſerip- 
tion in p. 881 is correct; except that in line 2. ſhould be read conffrigus. 


The monument with a canopy, mentioned p. 667, is the ſame with that of Ro- 
bert Lemington, merchant of the Staple, who died in 1512. A part only of the N 
canopy now remains, with a ſingle ſhield of arms, Fig. 5, Barry, nebulée of fix, 


Ar. and Az. on a chief Gules, a lion paſſant guardant Or, The Merchant, of the 
Staple.

John Southam, LL. B. who exchanged this rectory in 1416, appears to have been a monopo- TO” 
lizer of church preferment. He had ſucceſſively four different prebends in the church of 
Lincoln; Aſgarby 1388; Dunham 1392; North Kelſey 1408; and Welton-Beckall 1416 ; and 
held the rectory of Coniſby in Lincoloſhire, At Lichfield he had the prebend of Ulveton in 
1408; at York that of Abſthorpe in 1409; and at Saliſbury that of Grantham Auſtralis in 1416 
He was collated to the archdeaconry of Berks OR, 13, 1395; which he exchanged, Jan. 30, 1403, 
for that of Oxford, then part of the dioceſe of Lincoln; in which cathedral his death is thus 
recorded on a braſs plate under the image of St. Chriſtopher :

Loughborough has twice given the title of baron to the family of Haſtings : 
the firſt to Edward, third ſon of George the firſt Earl of Huntingdon of that name, 
to whom the manor and title were given by Queen Mary, in reward for his powerfal 
and timely aſſiſtance to her againſt his neighbour the Duke of Suffolk, father of 
the Lady Jane Grey. She conferred the Garter and ſeveral high poſts upon him; 
and ſach was his attachment to her, that on her death he retired from the world to 
an hoſpital which he had built at Stoke-Pogeis, in Bucks, where he died without 
legitimate iſſue *. Charles I. gave the title to Henry Haſtings, ſecond fon to Henry 
the fifth Earl of Huntingdon, for an equally faithful, though leſs ſucceſsful, ad- 
herence to him; he alſo died without iſſue + 

In 1781 the title was given to Alexander Wedderburn, Eſq. on his being made 
Chief Juſtice of the Common Pleas; a gentleman whoſe abilities at the bar and in

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Some very. ſmall fragments of the foundation are to be ſeen on a round part of 
the hill called Caſtle-hill. “ It is well worth while,” Mr. Bray ſays, to walk 
over this hill, inſtead of riding through the town.

He is in a flaſhed 
doublet, faced with ermine; and at the left hand corner is a ſhield of arms, two 
ravens. By the inſcription, which is in 7 ſtanzas of doggrel rhyme, we learn that 
Thomas Corbet, who lived to be 94, was Serjeant of the Pantry to King Henry VIII. 
King Edward VI. Queen Mary, and Queen Elizabeth; that he was the oldeſt 
officer in the court, and had ſeen four coronations; that he had 19 children in 
18 years by his firſt wife, and another brood by a ſecond marriage; and that he- 
died, much lamented both by rich and poor, Aug. 23, 1 586.

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many of his friends as his houſe will hold with apartments, where they are fur. 
niſhed with dinners, and all proviſions, as at any public place. Many of thoſe who 
attend the hunt, and cannot get apartments in the houſe, or are ſtrangers, come to 
the inns, and great numbers of hunters are alſo kept here. The company on a 
field:day is very numerous, and they go out with as much ceremony as to court, 
their hair being always drefled £.” 8 * 


In the church of Shenſton, in Staffordſhire, is a very handſome monument of 
azure-coloured ſtone, of a very fine grain, and well-poliſhed, ſtanding on a founda- 
tion of white ones; with pillars of white ſtone ar the four corners neatly cut and 
poliſhed; in memory of a gentleman, 25 years old, ſon of Richard and Mary Burgeſs, 
of Quarndon, who put an end to his own life at the Welch-Harp, in Upper Stonall, 

whither he came as a traveller in the ſtage-coach. 


P. 821. Quenby Hall is an old houſe, built in the reign of Elizabeth ; but, what 
is very extraordinary, in an admirable ſituation, being on a very high eminence, finely 
wooded, that commands all the country : it was formerly, the taſte to place their 
ſeats in the loweſt and moſt unpleaſant fituations of a whole eſtate. Mr. Aſhby, 
when he came to the eſtate, found the houſe a mere ſhell, much out of repair, and 

the offices in ruin. . He has in a few years brought the whole into complete order ; 
fitted up all the rooms in a ſtyle of great propriety ; his furniture rich, and ſome 
of it magnificent and his collection of prints an excellent one. His library ſu- 
perbly filled with the beſt and moſt expenſive books in ſeveral languages; the 
bindings remarkably elegant. Around the houſe is a new terrace, which commands 
a great variety of proſpe& ; on one fide very extenſive, over a diſtant hilly country, 
and even to the mountains of the Peak. On the other fide, a beautiful landſcape of 
hanging hills, with ſcattered wood, ſhelving into a winding valley, ſo low, that you 
look down upon it in a very pictureſque manner: the fides of the hills all cut 
into rich incloſures. Befides various offices, and a very complete kitchen-ground, 
this gentleman has alſo erefted three new farm-houſes, and a parſonage, in a neat 
and ſubſtantial manner, of brick and tile; and ſome cottages in the ſame manner; 
and placed them at the entrance of his village, in fuch a manner that they have a 
molt agreeable effect. Theſe works are very noble; they ornament a country, en- 
courage induſtry, promote that uſeful circulation which ſhould ever attend the 
reſidence of a man of fortune, and are fure to acquire that fame, which is due to 
ſo juſt a ſpecies of patriotiſm +.” | 5-7 | 

By the attention of Mr. Aſhby, in ſending for a moſt intelligent grazier and 
farmer, one of his tenants, Mr. Young was enabled to give the following account 

of the huſbandry of the neighbourhood. | 

The principal part of the country is grazing farms, which riſe from 100l. to 
gool. a year; the open field arable farms, from gol. to 8ol. a year. The ſoil is all 
a ſtrong rich clay; letting (incloſed) from 10s. to gos. an acre; on an average

one, five rents. Land ſells at from 30 ta 35 years purctaſe. Tythes are 4 oh 
in kind, but grazing is tithe-free, Poor rates 18. to 48, in the pound; 20 years 
ago they were gd. Fifteen years ago the rates of this parjſh were gl. a year 
now they are 140l, to 15ol.; and this valt riſe they attribute much to the exceſs 
of tea-drinking ; the loweſt of the poor drink it twice a day, while their children 
have not bread to eat, It is not owing to an increaſe of numbers, for they had as 
many poor 15 years ago as now, and their pay, which is now 19d, was then onl 
8d, Thg employment is ſpinning jerſeys for ſtockings, Few leaſes granted.

+ In order to throw a little light upon this difference, it may not be unprofitable to give an 
abſtra& of what Bui ton has here collected and remarked. In an old treatiſe of the antient laws 

of this land, called The Mirrour of Juſtices,” it appears that about the time of King Arthur, 
that renowned Britiſh King, this realm was divided into counties and ſhires ; and the chief offi. 
cers of them are there named © Cuſtodes five Prepoliti Comitatus,” afterwards called by the 
Saxons Shiremen and Shirceves. After the Heptarchy was extinct, and the Weſt Saxon Kings 
(having vanquiſhed all the reſt) had ſettled a monarchy, the valiant and learned King Alfred, 
who began his reign anno Domini 872, greatly reformed the firſt diviſion which was made of 
the ſhires, For, whereas many incroachments had been made, many bounds and meers obſeured 
and taken away, he rectified them again, making an exact, plain, and diſtinct partition of each; 


taking advantage of all natural rivers, hills, rocks, woods, and marſhes ; and in ſome parts with / 


artificial boundaries, which were almoſt performed throughout the realm by an exact ſurvey. 
Yet, notwithſtanding ſuch regulations, ſome manors continu. d ſeparate, which, in the Saxons 
time, when ſome ſheriffs were hereditary, ſome officiaries, and had juriidiction over the counties, 
either by compoſition or grant, were made ſubject to another ſheriff*s authority; and fo, by 
time, were incorporated to the body of the ether county, though, in fact, they were no part 
thereof, but belonged to that county within whoſe bounds thoſe manors were ſituate: or they 
may be thus accounted for during the Saxon Heprarchy, when continual encroachments and in- 
vaſions were made by thoſe ſeven Kings upon their neighbours, that theſe lands were wrongfully 
ſeized; yet, being once uſurped, they retained the poſleſſion, and incorporated them with the 
next county of theirs to which they were adjacent.“ Topographer, vol. II. p. 91.

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The manor, with the advowſon of the church, was granted by King Edward III. 
in the tenth year of his reign ®, to Henry Lord Beaumont, and came afterwards to 
the abbey of Garendon; and after the Diſſolution, it was granted by King 
Henry VIII. to Thomas Manners Earl of Rutland, who, in the 33d of that King's 
reign, aliened the manor to Henry Digby, of Tickencote, in Rutlandſhire, Gent, 
It afterwards belonged to the family of Wilkins, who roſe to riches and conſequence 
by coal mines. From the executors of .Mr. Wilkins, the manor was purchaſed by 
Roger Cave T, Eſq; only ſon of Sir Roger Cave, of Stanford Hall, in Leiceſterſhire, 
Baronet, by Mary, daughter of Sir William Bromley, of Bagington. After the 
death of Mr. Cave in 1741, the manor was purchaſed by Leonard Feſbrooke, Eſq; 
of Shardlow, in Derbyſhire, father of Leonard Foſbrooke, Eſq. 

Mr. Wilkins built a very large and magnificent ſeat near the hoſpital, in which 
Mr. Cave afterwards lived; but which Mr. Foſbrooke, ſoon after his purchaſe, - 
pulled down, ſold the greater part of the materials, and built an handſome though 
much ſmaller ſeat in its ſtead. His ſon, after his marriage with a daughter of 
Winſtanley, Eſq; ſiſter of Clement Win/tanley, Eſq; of Braunſton, reſided during 
ſeveral years at this place; but on the death of his mother removed to Shardlow ; 
ſince which it bas been occupied by ſeveral tenants : the preſent'is Godolphin William 
Burſlem, Eſq. Mr. Bur/lem is concerned in the coal mines in and near Cole- 
Orton. The whole pariſh of Ravenſton, it is ſuppoled, affords coals, though the 
quality may not be good. 

A Mr. Creſwell has alſo conſiderable property in this pariſh, and has lately erected 
a good houſe by the road fide. | \ 


There is near the church a good building for an hoſpital for 32 poor 
widows, of Raunſton, Cole-Orton, and Swannington. They are very amply pro- 
vided for, and have a chapel and chaplain, for whom an houſe is provided in one 
wing of the building. The chapel occupies the other wing. The Rey. Mr. Tho- 
mas is the preſent chaplain. In the front are the founder's arms, and this inſcription ;

It is deſcended from a family who took their name from the 
village of Mawthy, in the county of Norfolk, of which village they were early enfeoffed by the 
Crowg. Simon de Mauteby bad an intereft therein in the roth year of Richard I. when he was 
enant, and Lambert Fitz-otho petent, in a fine of 16 acres of land.

The faid Margaret Mauteby, married to John Paſton, Eſq; was buried in the South aile of 
Mawtby church. At the Eaſt end of the ſaid church againſt the South wall, lies a curious an- 
tique monument, à ſtone coffin, about a foot and an half deep, reſting on the pavement, and 
about 7 feet in length: on the lid of the cover (the whole being of grey marble) is the effigies of 
a Knight Templar, croſs-legged in armour, in full proportion, his ſword in a broad belt, hanging 
over his ſhoulder, in memory, as it is ſaid, for a knight of the family of De Mawtby, and living, 


as the ſtyle of the monument beſpeaks, about the year 1250. In the ſaid church was the guild of 


St. Peter, and the arms impaled. of Mauteby and Loveyn ; Mawteby and Clifton; Mauteby and 
Beauchamp; Mautby and Berney; alſo Mawtby and Marſhal}. The South ayle, where many of 
the Mawtbys were buried, and which was rebuilt by Margaret, the heireſs of the family; and 
where ſhe was buried, is, ſays Blomefield, all in ruins.

[This Thomas Ball, who died Jan. 22, 1786, in a good old age, was in his time a man of ſome 
celebrity. He had been 56 years clerk of Raunſton; and in accurate reading, ſtrength and 
melody of voice, was excelled by few. He was an ingenious man, a good engraver of tomb- 
ſtones, houſe-painter, gardener, and wool card-maker; and in his youthful day had been the 
beſt hedger, ditcher, and mower, in the pariſh, He might be ſaid to die in his profeſſion ; for 
he loſt his life by a cold which he caught in a grave made for one of his grand-daughters. In 
his 7oth year he married a young woman of the pariſh for his third wife, by whom he had one 
child.

e By the united ingenuity of our good friends Mr. Robinſon and Mr. Pridden, I 
have obtained, what you and I have long been wiſhing for, a plan of the memo- 
rable ſpot where Richard's career of empire was concluded with loſs of life. 

Muh much pleaſure dol reflect on the excurſion which gave birth to this enquiry. 
The variety of adventures experienced in the courſe of a ſingle day recurs in full 
force to recollection. The tranſitions of weather, from the calmneſs of the morn- 
ing at our leaving Hinckley, to the exceſſive violence of the thunder-ſtorm in Sutton 
Field ; the comfort we experienced, whilſt the ſtorm raged terribly around, in the 
ſhelter afforded by Bickley's deſerted cottage *; the hoſpitable roof of the 
benevolent farmer at Shenton ; the unexpected magnificence of his truly noble 


manſion + ; the ſplendour of a ſtate- room adorned with intermarriages recorded by 


ornamental blazonry, though now uſed only as a granary; the keen appetites we 
carried to our dinner (from the late hour I ſhould rather ſay ſupper) at the com- 
fortable inn at Market Boſworth; and the accidents which our good friend 
Robinſon ſo narrowly eſcaped from the impetuofity of his high · mettled ſteed ;” 
the long, but not unpleaſant, walk which cloſed the tranquil evening (an evenin 
which was marked in the metropolis by terror and confuſion ); are all as fr 


in memory as an event of yeſterday. 


It was during the inevitable confinement under this cottage, marked B in the annexed plan, 
that we were amuſed and edified by your converſation with Mr. Robinſon on the wonderful ſub- 
jet of electrieity. It was here alſo that our friends took a conſiderable part of the obſervations 
which have furniſhed the map; and here the writer of this letter amuſed himſelf by penning 


the haſty Sonnet which you was ſo partial as to commend, though it had no other merit than 


the locality of fituation, as you will readily confeſs on ſeeing it in print : 


© SUTTON, thy friendly cottage let me hail, 
Whilſt, ſhelter'd from the tempeſt's furious yell, 

We calmly view the memorable Vale 3 

Where England's bold Uſurper bravely fell. 


Still ſtrongly mark'd th' enſanguin'd Plain appears, 
Where clos'd, fierce Richard, thy untimely fate ;

< It was at the preciſe ſeaſon, let me obſerve, when the bloſſom of the haw- 


thorn, aſſuming its deepeſt vermeil tincture, was on the point of expanding into 


bud; when the red and the white roſe full-blown (apt emblems of the ſcenery we 
contemplated) were literally entwined in beauteous embrace; and the flaunting 
woodbine, thruſting forth in luxurious ſtem, began to exhibit delicious fragrance. 
To an aſtoniſhed traveller, who had long been “ pent in populous city,” the 1 
hedges were a garden; the meadows and richly-cultivated fields a paradiſe, 
Could a more exquiſite point of time have. been ſelected? I ſee at this moment 
the waving corn through which we walked to Sutton church, ſo neatly delineated in 
Mr. Pridden's landſcape *; the mantling ivy on the mouldering gateway of 
the hall-houſe +, once the reſidence of the reſpectable family of Roberts; the eu- 
rious devices, particularly the well-adapted roſes, emboſſed on the walls of the 
building now haſtening to ſad decay; and the pleaſing monument of Sir William's 
benevolence in the charitable foundation eſtabliſhed by bim in the village. 


Our expedition began early in the morning on Wedoeſday, June 17, 1789. 


Determining to make it a day of philoſophical and antiquarian reſearch, our firſt 
ſtage from Hinckley was only a ſingle mile along the Derby-road ; where the 


gravel-pit, ſo productive of curious foſſils, arreſted our attention, and well deſerved 
it. On theſe wonderful productions I ſhall not here calarge; as your cabinet and 
Mr. Robinſon's have already furniſhed the publick with a beautiful and valuable 


plate in the Hiſtory of Hinckley 1; and, by the kindneſs of my Reverend and ex- 
cellent friends Mr. Crabbe and Mr. Mounſey, I am favoured with . a ſcientific 
analyſis & of a ſtill Kirger collection, diſcovered principally in an oppolite angle of 
the county. | | 

The celebrated ſpreading elm, in the lane leading from the gravel-pit to Barwell, 


which preſerved the life of Captain-Shenton during the civil wars in a manner 
ſomewhat fimilar to the Royal Oak of his Sovereign, I ſhall alſo barely mention, as 


Mr. Robinſon has already given both a drawing and a particular deſcription of it |]. 
« Two miles further we reached Stapleton, where Richard, encamped the night 
before his fatal battle; a village now remarkable for little more than its plain 
unornamented church-** ; and at the fourth mile on the turnpike-road an eaſy 
turn conveyed us to Sutton-Cheynell, where we were to enter on the buſineſs of 
tracing out, from actual obſer vation, in conjunction with our accurate companions, 


the preciſe ſituation of the two armies, both before and at the time of their engage 


ment; a taſk that was the leſs difficult, as both Mr. Robinſon and Mr. Hutton had 


already taken much laudable pains to inveſtigate this curious deſideratum in Eng- 


liſh hiſtory.

* Our guide was Mr. Robinſon ; who, on the preciſe anniverſary of the zooth year 
from the day on which the battle was fought, had traverſed the ground; and has given 
his opinion in fo conciſe a way, that I cannot do better than tranſcribe his words : 


The Ambiem is ſuppoſed to be the place of the engagement; but there 
are many opinions of the poſition of the line of battle; which the following, I 
a * think, will ſufficiently determine.“ Richmond is faid to have taken a particular

“The ſcenery is alſo thus deſcribed by Mr. Hutton: 


«« Boſworth Field, everlaſtingly famous, derives its hiftorical name from Boſworth, a market - 
town on the Weſtern borders of Leiceſterſhire, one mile diſtant. Its real name is Redmoor Plain, 
from the colour of the ſoil; as the meadows on the Weſt are called White-moors for the ſame 
reaſon, It belongs to Sutton-Cheynell, an adjacent village on the Eaſt, It is rather of an oval 
form, about two miles long, and one broad, and is nearly in a line between Boſworth and Ather- 
ſtone, The ſuperficial contents may be 1500 acres, incloſed in a ring-fence. Part is waſte land, 
part in grafs, and part in tillage. The whole field is uneven. The South end, where Henry ap- 
proached, is three miles from Boſworth, now a wood of four or five hundred acres, and is 
bounded by the above rivulet. About thirty yards above the wood is a ſpring called at this day 
King Richard's Well. A fmall diſcharge of water flows from the well, directly down the hill, 
through the wood, into the rivulet ; but having no channel cut for its paſſage, it penetrates 


through the ſoil, and fotms that moraſs which Henry is ſaid to have left on his right. Richard 


left his tents ſtanding, and commanded the troops to rendezvous in Sutton-field, about the 
midway to Amyon-hill. Here he drew up in order of battle; his right extended towards the 
North end of the field, where he made his oration, from which the place acquired, and {till bears, 
the name of Dicten o-neek, 

Am on-bill is nearly in the centre of the field, and is by much the higheſt ground; the fummit 
is two-or three hundred yards beyond the well. The hill has a ſteep deſcent on every ſide, but is 
ſteepeſt towards the North, or the Boſworth fide ; and terminates with a rill, a bog, and a flat, 


- called Amyon-leys. The field extends a mile farther towards Boſworth, but that part was not 


the ſcene of action. Not one human being reſides upon this deſolate field, or near it; as if that 


place was ſtudiouſly avoided Or had been the ſcene of blood. The remains of two wretched 
mud- 


* 
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mud- walled tenements are upon the very places once covered by the troops, He it's and another; 


but the families are fled, and the buildings in ruin. To have a clear view of this battle, it will 


be neceſſary to expunge from our idea the preſent appearance of the country, and view it as in 
1485. For this purpoſe, we muſt conſider all the adjacent lordſhips unincloſed ; and the whole 
ſcene as an open country. We are told by ſome authors that the two armies approached Boſ- 


worth Field with deſign, “ as a place meet for two to engage; but they forget that moſt places 
were as meet. Thoſe where Richard and Stanley were encamped, were better. Their march 


to the field were not impeded, The ground over which Richard's broken forces retreated to 


Creton hill, now full of fences, was then wholly without. Richmond's approach to the field was 


through an open country, but is now an incloſed lane fix miles long. Boſworth Field, which was 
one piece of uncultivated land, without hedge or timber, is now ſo altered with both, that no- 
thing remains of its former appearance but the ſhape of the ground. Henry's camp runs in a 
ſtraight line, about zoo yards from the brook he had croſſed towards Amyog+«hill, ſometimes 
within the wood, and ſometimes on the White-moors, according to the-zig-zag of -the fence ; 
which proves, that neither the wood nor the hedge were then in being. This hedge now divides 
the manors of Sutton and Shenton; but if hedges did not then divide the manors, it is reaſon- 
able to ſuppoſe they did not divide the interior parts. Stoke was the firſt lordſhip incloſed, in 


about 1584; Shenton in 1646 ; and Sutton is yet open, At the death of the King, opposition 


ceaſed, part of his troops remained in the field, the reſt fled different ways, but Chiefly towards 
Stoke, leaving Sutton-Cheynell, and Dicken's-nook, near a mile on the left, and were purſued 
with ſlaughter by the victors. This is corroborated by the human bones and war-like imple- 
ments ofren found, particularly in about 1585, when the lordſhip, of Stoke was incloſed; and by 
the pits or hollows with which their route to Crown-hill is marked; for though tradition can 
aſſign no reaſon for the hollows, I judge they were the graves of thoſe who fell, and were pro- 
miſcuouſly tumbled in by heaps, which would fink into hollows as the bodies decayed,” 


« Aflifted by theſe ingenious ideas, we again and again compared the local fituation 
and have every reaſon to believe that the plan now given is tolerably exact; and to 
that I may venture to refer, as the cleareſt account of the ſpot that has ever yet 
been given. | 

© With the repetition of hiſtorical facts, I ſhall not at preſent tire you“; if 
you are inclined to conſult the Chronicles of the times, you may find them amply 
derailed in Holinſhed, vol. II. p. 753; in Speed, p. 9479—952 ; in the various 


* had fondly hoped to have gratified a worthy friend by this recital* of a day's adventure, 
in which he bore a confiderable part; but © what,” ſays Dr. Johnſon, are the hopes of man?” 
I am * diſappointed by the ſtroke of Death!“ So lately as the day on which the letter bears 
date he ſaw it in MS, and was delighted with the idea of its being fpeedily to appear in print.

Richard was the only Engliſh Monarch ſince the Conqueſt who fell in battle, and the ſecond 
who fought in his crown; an indication of courage, becauſe, from - ſuch a diſtinguiſhing mark, 
the perſon of majeſty is readily fingled out for deſtruction. Henry the Fifth appeared in his at 
Agincourt, which was the means af faving his lite, by ſuſtaining a ſtroke with a battle-axe, 
which cleft ir. But Richard's falling off, in bis laſt fiery ſtruggle, was taken up by a private 
ſoldier, who contrived to ſecret it in a buſh in the field, perhaps wich a view to ſecure it for 
himſelf- But being diſcovered, it was delivered to Sir Reginald Bray: hence ariſes the device of 
a crown in a hawthorn-buſh at each end of Henry's tomb in Weſtminſter Abbey. When the 
purſuit was over, Bray delivered the battered crown to Lord Stanley, who placed it on 
Henry's head, hailed him King, and, as uſual, ſung Te-Deum, and taught the ſoldiers to 
huzza the rural monarch with ©* Long live King Henry.” This was performed upon a hill 
near Stoke, from thence called Crown-hill, forty-three acres. At the incloſure of the manor, 
this hill was divided into four parts, three of which bear the names of the Upper, Mid- 
dle, and Lower Crown-hill, and the fourth Hollow-meadow, from the ſoldiers holloaing when 
Henry was crowned. Tradition tells us, they raiſed their voices to the higheſt pitch, to inform 
their companions in Boſworth-field, in full view of each other acroſs the valley, that the purſuit 
was over, and the victory compleat. ” Horror. 


+ This battle, deſtructive to many, furniſhed the country people with domeſtic utenfils. A 
blackſmith aſſured me he had found a ſword-blade, which he uſed for a drill-bow. An old 
woman converted part of another into a hanging+ſpit for roaſt- meat, ſo that it continued its 
ancient practice of wounding fleſh. Between King Richard's well and the ſummit of Ambiem- 
hill, is a bed of ſand, perhaps an acre, the only one in the whole neighbourhood ; a gentle- 
man told me he ſaw dug out of this bed, a ſword and a candleſtick, a yard beneath the ſurface, 
both perfect. The ſword, no doubt, was a genuine antique; but the candleſtick was probably 
the relick of a thief, who had flolen ſand in the night. An antiquary of my acquaintance, 
travelling over. theſe ſolitary regions, bought a ſword of a peaſant for fixpence, found in open- 
iog a gravel- pit near Stoke, in high preſervation; but as it carried no ancient marks, its 
anthenticity was doubtful. I therefore applied to every ſword- maker in Birmingham, ho 
all agreed it was of German eouſtruction; and, by comparing it with others of various periods, 
left no reaſon to doubt ãts being the ſpoils of Boſworth-field, and had been drawn by an officer 
of horſe. The ignorance of the ſeller, and the miſerable price it ſold for, prove there was no 
. deceit in the bargain; they alſo prove the great value of money, and the ſmall value ſet by 
the natives upon a leading curioſity, which, if made Py would E have brought five 
guineas.” Hur rox.

At Tilton, Mr. Ayre, a conſiderable grazier, ſupplied Mr. Young with 
ſome particulars of the huſbandry in that neighbourhood, where farms riſe from 
40l. to gool. a year: but the whole country on a medium not more than 100l. a 
year. The ſoil is various, chiefly rich clay; ſome red loams and loamy gravels. . 
The incloſures let at 148. an acre, old ones at 16s. The huſbandry of the open 

fields (of which there are but few) is much the ſame as that already deſcribed at 
Quenby Hall T. When they break up paſture-land, it is in the paring and burning 
way, which coſts about 248. an acre; they ſow turnips on it, of which they get 
great crops; and then oats and barley, all which are exceedingly good. The 
application of their graſs is principally to grazing ; their cloſes riſe from 30 to 60 
acres. They turn the ſtock in, in April or May; and ſeldom change it to any 
other. The only breed of cattle approved here is the long-horned, which they 
find from long experience will fat better, are hardier, and more profitable : the 
difference in the hide alone of a. long or ſhort-horned beaſt, is 15s. and in winter 
they can keep 40 of the former to 30 of the latter. The average quantity of milk 
given by their cows, 3 gallons a day; but there are few dairies. The total 
product gl. a head: the winter-food hay alone. Their ſwine fat on an average to 
16 ſcore, The flocks of ſheep are various; ſome perſons have above 1000. The 
average fleece 8lb. Mr. Ayre, as well as his father and grandfather, all very at- 
tentive graziers, have ever obſerved, that the rot of ſheep has been owing to land 
uſually wet from ſprings or otherwiſe. In the ſtocking of farms, they reckon that 
1000). is neceſſary to hire a farm of gool, a year; but in dear times it will take 
12001. 1 The price of labour has riſen within 20 years a third, and poor rates 


doubled:

t © 1 ſhall here obſerve upon the Leiceſterſhire grazing in general, that leſs is made of their rich 
paſtures than might be, on various accounts. Firſt, from the manner in which they lay; which 
is the high ridge and furrow way ; -the latter are generally waſte ground, unleſs drained, which is 
not very commonly done. Mr, Ayre, however, is very attentive to this part of huſbandry, for 
he drains well, and eſpecially ſome boggy pieces, which uſed to be of little value, but are now 
quite reclaimed, and more uſeful in a dry ſeaſon than any of his lands, Secondly, the innumer- 


able 
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doubled: they are 18. in the pound in villages; up to 48. or 58. in ſtocking towns; 
as they are at Melton and Hinckley.— All the poor drink tea. 
From Tilton the country continues in general a rich grazing one to Leiceſter, and 


alſo from thence to Loughborough; lets on an average at 16s. an acre. 


able ant-hills that occupy a very great proportion of the ſurface. Thirdly, the ſuffering weeds 
to grow in ſuch abundance, thiſtles, nettles, &c. Mr. Ayre, in theſe particulars alſo, is much 


more attentive than common among them; and has found from experience, that cutting the 


thiſtle into the ground, with what is called a ſpud, effectually kills them, as appears very clearly 
in ſeveral of his fields. Theſe circumſtances lower the value of grazing lands much: if all 


. waſte ſpots, and all the growth of ſach rubbiſh, could be ſeen together in one part of each field, 


I ſhould apprehend, the farmers would be frightened at the idea of paying rent for ſach crops, 
But there is another cireumſtance of much importance, and which operates ſtrongly throughout 
all this country, It is the want of ſome arable land to each farm, and of knowing what to do 
with it if they had it, The landlords in general will not allow an inch to be ploughed ; but ſuch 
a reſtriction is abſurd, and works againſt their own profit as well as the tenants, We have found, 
that theſe graziers are all forced to ſell their beaſts at Michaelmas, the cheapeſt time of the year, 
whether they are fat or not, for want of winter keeping : and are forced to buy turnips for their 
ſheep near an hundred miles off. They buy-in their cattle in February and March, and are 
obliged to fodder them at a great expeuce with hay till the graſs is ready. Theſe circumſtances 
ſpeak for themſelves too ſtrongly for the caſe to be doubted of a moment. They certainly ought 
to be allowed to plough a ſmall proportion of their farms. But then, ſay the landlords, be- 
gins our. danger—we ſhall have our graſs converted to arable, and the heart ploughed out— 


whereas they cannot damage graſs.” There can be no object in letting a farm but permanent 


profit: this is their motive ſor keeping all in graſs; but the tenants would undoubtedly give 
more rent, were they allowed to plough a part, than ever they would for all in graſs. Reſpect- 
iag the huſbandry into which they threw the land, I entirely agree with the landlords, that the 


eſtate would ſuffer if they were left to themſelves. They would ſoon ſee crops of turnips on 


clays, which is aQually the caſe about Quenby ; but there cannot be more pernicious management. 
As arable fields in this country ſhould be abſolutely more ſubſervient'to the grazing buſineſs 1 
ſhould adviſe the landlords to allow of no more land being broken · op than was neceſſary to turn 
that to the moſt profit; which would be of courſe in the raiſing winter-food for their cattle ; 
but as the culture of turnips is quite unadviſable on this ſoil, the tenants muſt be confined to 
cabbages. The want of winter-food is ſo great here, that I am fully of opinion they would cul- 


tirate this plant were they allowed. However, if they refuſed it, they ſhould by all means be 


leftin their, preſent fituation—or rather with as great a riſe of rent as any would give for leave 
to plough for turnips or ſtraw alone. For ſuch blind obſtinacy cannot be too ſeverely puniſhed, 


The general prejudice againſt breaking-up rich graſs-land, is the ſeeing ſo often the arable land 


ſo gained kept in tillage till it is quite out of heart, and then perhaps laid down again, as it is 
called, with clover and ray-graſs: the conſequence of which is a crop of trumpery of all ſorts. 


Tenants ought never to be allowed to break up graſs, but under minute reſtrictions: the pro- 
priety of the meaſure is then indubitable in numerous inſtances. In the method I have juſt ſtated, 


the new lays would maintain more and larger ſtock than the old graſs : the ſweet and fattening 
nature of the white clover is well known ia this country; there is no grazier here that would 
not truſt to it for fattening a beaſt ſooner than an old lay. For the richneſs of this ſoil brings 


it forward in ſuch a luxuriance of growth, that it yields a noble bite for the largeſt of cattle. 


Upon the whole, I cannot but recommend to the landlords of this country to allow their tenants 


of ee farms the liberty of ploughing a ſmall proportion of their paſtures for the purpoſe of 


zaifing a ſupply of winter-food for their ſtock: the profit of their buſineſs will thereby be much 
greater ; and the tillage under proper management will be the means of bringing the whole 
country into a much ſuperior grazing one to what it is at N not only in utility, but alſo 
beaufy.

The laſt wedding was in the year 1760; fince 
which time the ceremony has been performed in the chapel.

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Melton church confiſts of a nave and two ailes ; a North and South tranſept, each 
of which have in the ſame manner two ailes. Betwixt the chancel and nave is a moſt 
beautiful ſquare tower, in which hang 6 large bells. At the top of the tower are 
8 pinnacles. There is a neat entrance door at the Weſt end, through a portico, 

where the fire-engines for the uſe of the town are kept; the door of the portico '_ 
is fided by four fine niches, a large and ſmall one on each fide; the corners of it 
have, inſtead of buttreſſes, octagon pillars,' near the top of which are two niches, 
one on each. In the nave are 12 clereſtory windows, and fix in each of the tran- 
ſepts. The tower, the two tranſeprs, the nave, and the Eaſt ailes of the two tran- 
ſepts, have all battlements; the other two ailes and the chancel (which is on the 
Eaſt end) are not embattled.

On Sunday, May 5, 1 770, the church was ſtruck with lightning: al ſmall. ball of 
fire, which was ſeen to deſcend from a cloud, forced irs way through a South pin- 
nacle, leaving an hole as if bored with an inſtrument. It afterwards ſtruck the 


pinnacle on the North-eaſt corner, and ſplit it to pieces. Fragments of ſeveral 


pounds weight were found in the ſtreets; but the greateſt part, ſuppoſed to be 5 
or 6 hundted weight, broke through the roof of that part of the North tranſept 
which is now the ſchool. From the bells the lightning was conducted a conſider- 
able way down the tower by a very thick wire (fixed for the purpoſe of keeping 
the chimes from playing in time of divine ſervice), which it melted, or rather burnt 
into many pieces; at the end of which it forced its way through the wall, without 
doing more damage than ſhattering the ſtone a little, and ditplacing the mortar, 
The whole congregation felt an electric ſhock, and ran out of the church; but, 
notwithſtanding the hurry and confuſion was great, providentially very little acci-

After copying this inſcription literally, it may ſeem ſtrange even to ſuppoſe that it is xo 
the repreſentation of Hamon de Belers. The words are in capitals, which, though re- 
cently painted over, are evidently modern when compared to the monument itſelf, and pro- 
bably not earlier than the beginning of the preſent century. From a flight ſketch taken of 
the figure by Mr. Mounſcy in May 1790, compared with another ſketch of it in the Villiers 
Pedigree (Harl. MSS, 7178.), it is pretty evident that the two croſs-legged figures noticed in 
p. 499, are in fact one and the ſame; That it is not Adam de Villiers, the flightef iuſpection 
of the Pedigree will demonſtrate; and by the ſame evidence, I think, it may fairly be concluded 
that the figure is not Hamon de Belers,” but Rafe the grandſon of Hamon de Relers,” to 
whom the Pedigree aſeribes it, See the Pedigree of Belers at large in p. 1490.
